OTHER STRIKERS 

AFRAID OF GREEKS 



Enormous AccumLilation of 
Goods to Be Handled by 
New Force 



Fort ■William, Ont., Aug. 14.— Con- 
ditions are normal' tdday. The only 
suggestion of monaclne: conditions is 
the lino of military pickets covering 
the several miles of railway yards smd 
the thirty blocks In the coul dock dis- 
trict where the strikers reside, and 
the night passed tiulotly. The strikers 
kept close to their homes and all lights 
were out. The strictest guard was 
maintained throughout the night and 
every Individual approaching the mlll- 
tarj' lino was halted and turned back. 
In the big freight sheds the new men 
tolled by electric light. The accumu- 
lation of traffic was enormous and tho 
ono hundred and lifty green striko 
breakers cannot worlc Avith dispatch. 

A few Hungarians and Poles have 
sllped Into the miltary lines and under 
protection of the guns are resuming 
their labors, but the main ,body of 
strikers remain stolid and indifferent. 
No organized 'conference Has been at- 
tempted, but this morning a number of 
strilcors called on the mayor and Man- 
ager Bury, expressing a desire to re- 
turn to work at tho old scale. They 
assort, however, that notliing can be 
accomplished unless tho wholo force is 
taken bade. The more peacefully in- 
clined say that 1£ they return to work 
without the consent of the Greeks, their 
families will suffer while thisy are 
away from home. 

Mayor Pelletier thinks the mllltla 
can bo released within twenty-four 
hours. Tho expense of tlio military 
guards must bo borne by Fort. Wil- 
liam. This win exceed a tlioiisand dol- 
lars a day, und tlie added cxpbn.so of 
the special train from Winnipeg which 
brought la the troops. 

Refuse to Work 

Another c6nilngbnt of strike breakers 
arrived from Montreal this morning 
and were started to work. Of tlie new 
men wdio arrived yesterday probably 10 
per cent are not working today. They 
shied at the military force displayed 
and assorted that they did not know 
they were coming to Fort William to 
take tho place of strikers. One or two 
assumed leadership and about thirty 
are now Idle. Tliey are within the mili- 
tary lines, but have been Informed by 
tho strikers that they will board them 
free of expense iC they will come into 
the dock district and refuse to work. 

There seems to be very little reason 
for the strikers to worry over their 
jobs. Scarcely had the strike been de- 
clared botoro employment agents wore 
circulating among tho men olTering 
wages of from $2,50 to $3.50 per day 
for men to go out on the G.T.P. and 
CN.R. in the west. In fact, there Is 
a treniendous demand in Foi-t William 
for common labor. Tho city is employ- 
ing a large force on street work and 
cxcavaflon work, and both cities offer 
rcnumeratlvo employment to all who 
can wield a ptek. 

These dock men go to the bush in 
the winter, and most of them own small 
homes in Fort 'William or Port Arthur, 
The Greeks are in command of the sit- 
uation. They arc the merchants and 
bankers, as well as the labor bosses. 
By virtue of superior intelligence and 
brute strength they are able to control 
tho European element, though largely 
In tho minority. 

Enormous Traffic 

The prosperity of the west la re- 
flected In the enormous piles of mer- 
chandise piled to tho roof In the 
frc.'ight sheds along tho docks. There 
is an acre of barbed wire alone, piled 
as high as a man can reach. Every 
conceivable article of commerce l,s to 
bo seen in the miscellaneous assort- 
ment of goods being transiil.iped for 
the west. A great deal of farm ma- 
chinery l.s passing through. The larg- 
or quanlily represents fall mercliantile 
supplies of boots and shoes and cloth- 
ing, 

Tho amount of coal brought into the 
Twin Cities for shipment west e.xe(>eds 
the quantity brought in previous years. 
It is represented by piles as high as a 
live-storey building, and covering tho 
liamlnlstlquia dock for half a mlla^ 
Coal commission men say their orders 
for western supplies Is much heavier 
this summer than in oilier years, Tho 
orders placed at AVlnnlpeg alone ex- 
ceed, thev assert, by thirty per cent, 
tliat of last year. Some of this fuel 
has already l)egun to move west, but 
tho return "motive power to bo used In 
hauling tlie wheat to the head of navi- 
gation will take the larger volume of 
this westward. 

The puKseugcr trafllc hotli ways on 
the laius, as shown by tlie number 
passing throiJgh the gateway. Is large- 
ly In excess of other years. Ono train 
from the West brought 230 passengers 
yesterday for the big Hamonic, of tho 
Northern Navigation Company. The 
Hamonic brought up the lake a full 
complement of passengers. 

All tho transcontinental trains fire 
running in tv,'o sections toda.y, dolayj;,! 
from one to three liours, due to the 
hi^nvy trafllc, Ceneral iManagcr Bury 
Is still on the scene, though he will 
probably return to the west Sunday, 
considering the i)roblem so'vcd here. 

Col. Steele at his headquarters to- 
day said ho could not '.forecast ;the' 
movements of tho regulars. Tlitit 
would depend upon tho paciricatlon of 
the strikers. They would bo retained 
ns long as their presence was neces- 
sary to the protection of property. 
Negotiations are being carried on con- 
Btantly, 

. Hon, W> L. Mackenzie-King is ex- 



pected to arrive in the city Monday 
in an alteiniit to negotiate a p.'irman- 
cnt settlement between the C. P. R. 
and tho strikers. Mr. Bury today ob- 
served that the company Is prepared, 
as it always has been, to abide by the 
torjiia of the Lemleux Act. und It is 
this same net that the strikers, iiien- 
tlnn with deep curses. They in.sist on 
$2,25 for day, and $2.50 for niglit eni- 
ployment. In addition they want tboii- 
own bosses, and insist on the dis- 
charge of a number of unpopular 
clerlts. Even these demands they did 
not make, however, until forty-eight 
hours after they had quit work.

Prote€ting Powers ^'Preparinf 
to* Use Force for. Removal 
, if .fl.ecessary , 



Paris, Aug, 14. — Tiip, . French gov- 
ornnient considers tlio. Cretan ques- 
tion to be exceedingly 'delicate. The 
feeling in both (Jonalahtinoplo and 
Atliens Is reported to be warlike. Ad- 
vices received from Canea say that a 
detacliment of Cretan militia is 
guarding the Greek liag raised by the 
islanders, Jlany armed bands are ar- 
riving in Cant^a from the mouiualns. 
The Frencli armored cruiser Victor 
Hugo has left Ceylon for Crete and 
France, togetiior with Great Britain 
and Italy, Is ready to send a third 
warship to the island in an effort to 
bring the Cretans to reason and avoid 
the clasli between Turkey and Greece. 

Canoa, Crete, Aug. 14. — The Cretan 
government has, summoned the cham- 
ber of deputies to meet this afternoon. 
Owing to the refusal of the deputies 
to agree to the removal of the Greek 
Hag, the ministers or councillors, four 
in number, will hand in their resig- 
nations. 

London, Aug. 14. — ^Unless Greece 
compiles with the demand of Turkey 
and forces the people of Crete to haul 
down the Oreek flag, which they have 
hoisted, the four protecting powers of 
Crete, Great Britain, Russia, Italy 
and France, will perform this act, 
using force if necessary. This was 
the substance of a Joint note signed 
by the four powers and presented to 
the Turkish government today. In 
order to carry out this policy and to 
be prepared to use force if necessary 
to oblige the Cretans to haul down the 
objectionable dag, each of tho four 
ju'otocting powers decided today to 
send an additional warship to Cane.a, 
to the Turkish government that In 
view of the steps they had taken 
Tur]ie\- will not think it necessary to 
ord(-r licr licet to Cretan waters. The 
joint note of the powers to Turkey 
tod.ay is the direct result of a com- 
munication from the Cretan gnvern- 
ment, declaring that it was unable to 
force the liauling down of the Creek 
flag. Tills action of the powers fol- 
lowed shariily ujinn Turlioy's note to 
Greece yesterday, demanding a formal 
declaration describing her intentions 
the capital of the Island of Crete, and 
at tho same time expressed the hope 
as to Crete, and thus creating a sit- 
uation gr.'ive enough to move the pow- 
er.s to action.

Canada and Australia Not in 
Agreement Witli Home 
Autfiorities ' V 



WISH MORE STRENGTH 

ON PACIFIC OCEAN 



Delegates to Imperial Confer 
ence Labor to Complete 
Scheme 



London, Aug. 14.— While the Imperial 
defence conference had little difficulty 
in elaborating a scheme for the army, 
as explained in detail in yesterday's 
despatches, the delegates found tho 
naval question a hard problem to solve, 
All the coloniea readily agreed to pay 
a fair share of the cost of the navy, 
but discussion ns to the particular 
form of the contributions disclosed a 
siuirp dl(forence,between ,tb» admiralty 
and the Canadian and Australian dele- 
gates. 

This was particularly true with re- 
spect to Great Britain's recent policy 
In the Pacific. When the Anglo- 
Japanese treaty was concluded Great 
Britain withdrew the greater part of 
her fleet from tho China coast, and en- 
tirely abolished the North Paciflc 
lleet, both of which ooulfl -be used In 
conjunction with an Australian squad- 
ron to protect British .trade and- Brit- 
ish "poissesslons in all part'ot the i^Pa- 
olflc. ' • ■ • • • • ' 

,The homo government sees no dan- 
ger in that part of the world, and has 
full confidence in her eastern ally. The 
colonial delegates, however, persist- 
ently pictured Japan as a rival who 
might some day become possessed of a 
desire for more territory. They, there- 
fore, while agreeing to contribute to 
tho maintenance of the main fleet, de- 
clared that the greatest energy should 
be exerted to provide defences for their 
own coasts and trade. Australia al- 
ready is building toi-pedo boats as a 
nucleus of the fleet .and Canada_^pur- 
poses to do tho same. 

The admiralty believes ,that these 
fleets will lu'ovo of greater use: If con-, 
trolled from London, but to this tho 
Canadians do not , agree. The fleet, 
they say, would come to the assistance 
of the Mother Cotmti?y. in a'' time of 
war, but it must be abaolutoly under 
the control of the federal, government. 
Canada's flret . ships 'will, be modern 
cruisers, and the Canadians think that 
these should be placed in the Pacific. 
Tho home authorities, on the other 
hand, want them in the Atlantic, 
whence they coidd join tho main fleet 
In the North Sea on the shortest 
notice. 

Tho delegates are In daily '/onferonco 
and the admiralty hopes that a scheme 
will be completed and, ready for pre- 
sentation in the conference on August 
19, Now Zealand, South Africa and 
tho smaller colonies have agreed to 
make direct contributions to tho Brit- 
ish navy, and to depend on it for their 
protection. 



BYEARTHIIUAKE 

Fears That Many People Have 
Been Killed In City of 
Nagoya- 



Toklo, Aug. IB,— A severe earthquake 
occurred in central .Tapan yesterday 
(.Saturday) afternoon at 3:30 o'clock. 
Tlie shock was particularly hard 
around Kioto, Osaka, Lake Biwa and 
Nagoya. All railrqad communication 
with those districts has been inter- 
rupted. 

jNlany bouses collapsed, and it is 
feared that many people were killed 
or Injured. 

Nagoya, with a population of more 
than 250,000, and one of the principal 
cities in Japan, located 170 miles west 
of Toklo, was badly damaged. De- 
tails are meagro because of the inty- 
ruptlon of telegraphic communication 
with the cities most affected. 

Twenty- ono deaths and 70 people 
Injured have thus far been reported. 
One-fonrtli of the Shiga profectura 
sustained considerable damage.

for nurses; She was the first woman 
appointed instructor in the North- 
western medical college, and also was 
the lirst woman ever admitted to 
membership in tlic American medical 
society.

St. Pet'efcsburg, Aug- — An explos- 
ion on board" .the submarine Dra'gon, 
which wks lying in tlie Neva, injured 
fourteen persons todaj-, twelve Rus- 
sian''. laborers, engineer Joseph Mead, 
of Baltimore, and a Russian navul 
foreman. One of the laborers died In 
tho hospital from injurieal The others 
are hot thought to be seriously Injured. 

Engineer Mead, who was in charge 
of the motors, and who was giving tho 
trial when the explosion occurred, was 
not seriously hurt. 

The exact cause of tho explosion Is 
still a matter of conjecture, but it 
would appear that It resulted from the 
Ignition of tho benzine supply, which 
was being taken 'On while the motors 
were working. " 

The accident caused a lively stir In 
tho city, and there wore all sorts of 
rumors, all tending to exaggerate the 
extent of the casualties. Simon Lake, 
of Bridgeport, Connecticut, who was 
supervising the construction of the 
tour submarines for the Russian gov- 
ernment, made a thorou'gh inspection 
of the Dragon after the accident and 
declares that no one was killed out- 
right. Several of tlio workmen were 
hurled into the -^vater by the explosion, 
but were quickly picked up by boats 
which came to their rescue. The fire 
following the oxplosion burned for 
several liours and destroyed tho lioard 
floor over tho batteries and citilierl 
wooden structure work. 

Tho Dragon is of tho "Crocodile" 
type, one of four being constructed 
for the Russian government by Mr. 
Lake. It was built in St. Petersburg, 
and is of 480 tons displacement. 1,200 
horsepower and a speed of 16 knots.

Fez, Morocco, Aug. 14. — The army of 
Roghl, the formidable rebel subject of 
tho Sultan of Morocco, has been de- 
feated by tho Imperial troops, who 
captured his camp and his wives, 
Roghl himself escaped to the moun- 
tains.

Method and Scope of Report

merits of and cost of developing and 
using sources of supply other than Elk 
Lake, and made certain recommenda- 
tions as to the policy to be pursued 
by tho city in securing to its citizens 
an adequate water supply. These re- 
commendations anticipated tho im- 
Iiroving of tho present plant and the 
continuation of the use of Elk Lake 
until such time as it should seem ex- 
pedient to acquire a larger substitu- 
tional suijply from another; source..,-; 

Nothing in the way,jpf•v■act^a^vCon- 
structlon having been;'urideirtalren:.;.by 
tho city on tho lino Of ■ these reconi- 
mendations, In December, 1907, I was 
requested to make and did make 'a 
supplemental report , reviewing . my 
former concUisions and recommenda- 
tions, and, with minor modlllcatlons, 
realllrming them. These recommen- 
dations were accepted, and a bylaw 
authorizing tho expenditure of the 
necessary funds was adopted. 

During the past year the work of 
Improving the system has been pro- 
secuted, and it is now so nearly com- 
pleted as to warrant this report cov- 
ering the present condition of the 
various structures, what may be ex- 
pected of thein, and the cost thereof. 
Nature of tho Work 

Tlie following now constructions 
have been undertaken: , , . • ;

(3) Tho installation at'" the' Dairy • 
j Farm Pumping Station of a horizontal 

cross -compound crank and fly--n'heel 
pumping engine, having steam cylin- 
ders 14 and 20 Inches in diameter, 
12',2-inch water plungers and 30-lnch 
stroke. 

(4) A distributing reservoir of 16.- 
000,000 Imperial gallons capacity on 
Smith Hill. 

Reservoir Connection 

(5) Tho connecting of the Smith 
Hill reservoir \vith the dlstrlbutlnsr 
system by means of certain riveted 
pilies of diameters of IS, 24 and 27 
inches, 

(ti) Tho installation of two triplex 
motor-driven iiower iiumps in tho high 
service immping station on Yates 
street, these pumps being arranged 
for driving . by current taken, directly 
from the wires through suitable trans- 
formers or through an automatlo 
start and stop apparatus controlled 
by a float in tlio high level tank; ' the 
said pumps having a combined capa- 
city of 210,000 gallons In 24 hours. 

(7) A high level tank having a 
height over all of about 112 feet and 
a capacity of S5,000 imperial gallons. 

(8) The laying of a largo quantity 
of cast Iron pipe ranging from 12 In- 
ches to 4 inches in diameter, for the 
purpose of reinforcing and Improving ^ 
the dlHtrlbuting system and the ex- 
tension of the same Into now districts. 

(9) The iilacing of meters on all 
heretofore unmeterod services. 

Working Organization 

The work has a whole has been car- 
ried out under the general direction of 
the 'Water C'oiiiniissioner, James Li. 
Raymur. Wltli the exception of the 
EUc Lake Improvements and tho lay- 
ing of tho cast iron pipe In the dis- 
tributing system, the„.work has been 
'subject to-.my'general^superyisldn, and 
consultation, this 'tukirig the form of 
occasional trips of Inspection to Vic- 
toria ns often as the exigencies of tho 
work seiiined to require. 

The manulucturc and haying of tho 
riveted pipe, both on the Elk Lake lino 
.'uid between Smitli Tllli reservoir and 
the distributing system, tho Installa- 
tion of the pumping machinery both 
at Dairy F;u'ni Station and at Yates 
Street Station, and tlio construction of 
the Smith Hill reservoir were, during 
tho major portion of tho work, under 
the personal engineering supervision 
of Mr. II. A. Icke; all of which, how- 
ever, were completed under the direc- 
tion of Mr. A. Kempkey, Jr., Mr. Icko 
ha^•ing resigned. 

The high level tower was built undoi^ 
tho immediate direction of Mr. Kemp^ 
key from inception to completion.

There will be horse races at the 
forthcoming agricultural fair — like- 
wise betting. •.The'; directors o£ the 
Asricultural Aissoolatloh ,by a major- 
ity vote Inist nlgii't' Idedlded the vex- 
atious <iuestlon of betting or ho bet- 
Liug;, and while Mayor Hall and Aid. 
Uenderioh, the counijll. members on 
tiiG bQard.' strenuously objected to the 
presence; Of books at the fair, the 
other members of the board, Dr. Tol- 
mle, George Snngsior and T. W. 
Paterson, decided that in the Inter- 
ests of the fair bottlng must be held 
iC It is the desire to have a good race 
meet and nuike the fair a llnanclal 
.success. 

Tile arguments, pro and con, on the 
Iiolnt of bottlnfj have been In iirogre.s.s 
for the last throe meetings of the 
l)oard. At the last meeting when 
j'Mayor Hall and Aid. Henderson 
urged that tliero bo no betting, tho 
argument wa.ted warm, and linally 
terminated in the suggestion ad- 
vanced by those in favor of betting 
tliat it would be wise to cut out the 
racing altogether. Xotliing was done 
at that time, hut last night the same 
old arguments wiM'e reliashed. Tlu; 
city council members pointed out tho 
evils of betting, declared that tlio 
youth of tho city were being contam- 
inated hy the meeting just concluded 
at the Willows, and stated that at 
least sevonty-flve per cent, of the peo- 
ple of Victoria are against betting. 
They .stated emplnitlcally that they 
are not against liorse racing. On tho 
contrary they desired to see races at 
the fair, but the betting was what 
they objected to. 

The Other Side 

On tlie otlier hand Dr. Tolmie, Jlr. 
Pater.son and Jlr. gangster pointed 
to tho Interest which has been taken 
in tlie races at the Willows, referred 
to the large crowd, orderly and en- 
thusiastic, which witnessed the races 
there, and declared thai horse races 
witliout betting would practically 
mean that the meet would be a fail- 
ure. Indeed tliey predicted that horse 
owners would not bring thol'r - horses 
lierc for the fair' if all they had to do-' 
I)ond uiion was pie chance of winning 
tlio purses hung* up. 

Mr. Paterson ventured the opiylon 
that if there is no betting at tlie 
races, tliat is betting conductftii along 
■ liroper lines and under proper super- 
vision, the 'meet, besides being a fail- 
ure, will simply kill future fairs. Aid. 
Henderson claimed that as a repre- 
sentative of tho people he could not 
countenance anything which would 
tend to corrupt the morals of the 
people. He , wanted the races, and 
1 lived to watch a ;horse .riyiq,;. but-, to 
lietting ho would not oo^is^nt. : '' ■

western fairs, betting la countenanced 
aud recognized as a necessary adjunct 
to a successful meeting, and Mr. Pat- 
terson stated that at the meeting of 
the ussqclatlon ' held lost year, after 
thejjliast'g^fair, It vv.as unanimously de- 
cided "^thaf there sh'duTd'be a race meet 
and the understanding was that there 
should b'e betting.^.- As -to 'the question 
of the sentiment of "the public all one 
had to do was to watch the unabated 
Interest shown by every class in the 
community in the races at the Willows 
to appreciate tlie fact that the majority 
of Victorians are in fa,vor of horse 
races and have no objection to betting. 
If a person did not wish to bet tliere 
was nothing to compel him to do so. 
If, there is no betting tliere will be no 
races and -there will be a consequent 
falling olT.in tho association's revenue, 
it was all very well for the mayor to 
say that he would, rather make up 
an.v dellcit from t!ie city funds tlian 
have betting but It- would l)e found 
tliat the very people who would object 
to city funds being used for tliat pur- 
))ose would bo those who do nothing to 
help along the fair by their attendance. 
The Moral Question 

A long argument, conducted chiefly 
by tlie mayor and .\ldermaii liender, 
son, on the moral side of tho question 
brought the rival factions no nearer 
togetlter. Mayor Hall objected to what 
ho called the licensing of gambling 
and when tiic licensing of the Ikiuor 
traflic -was referred to ho stated that 
IC he had his way he would do away 
with the saloon, a remark which led 
Mr. Paterson to suggest that that was 
the very trouble, the mayor would like 
to force his own oplihon on everyone 
else Irrespective o^ tho fact that 
others are quite capable Of looking af- 
ter tliemselvos. ■ 

The argument seemed likely to last 
until a late hour when Mr. Sangster 
suggested that as the matter had been 
pretty well threshed out It might be 
just as well to put.it to a vote. This 
was done with tho result that a ma- 
jority decided for the open book sys- 
tem of betting. Thereupon Alderman 
Henderson, who had moved an amend- 
ment to the effect that no betting he 
ullo-ived, hut found no seconder to his 
motion, though he naively suggested 
tliat either ono of the three opposing 
his amendment might second it to 
lirlug It before the board, asked that 
the names of the members voting l}e 
Lnscrllied on tlie minutes, a favorite 
procedure in eity council proceedings. 
Intended doubtless for future reference. 
The otlier members could see no rea- 
son for this step but made no objection 
and. tho nays, Mayor Hall and Alder- 
man I-Ienderson were duly registered as 
voting -against the motion.

Condition of the Structures 

This pipe was manufactured by the 
Hydraulic Supply Manufacturing Com- 
pany, of Seattle, AVaslilngton, in a 
shop specially installed in the City of 
Victoria for this purpose. Kxccllcnt 
workmanship prcvalletl throughout, 
and the i)lpe in actual use at the lime 
of mv last inspection (which Included 
all Si-ivo that on illUside avenue) was 
apparently In perfect condition, and 
from the llrst nillng had developed re- 
markably few leaks; these, of course, 
being made tight Immediately on their 
discovery. 

I'he increased capacity in the lino 
between lilk Lake and the Dairy Farm 
Pumping Station expected from the 
Bubstltution In part of 21-inch for 16- 
Inch pipe has been more than reali?,ed. 

This pumping engine was manufac- 
tured by the John IngUs Company, 
Ltd., of Toronto, It gives every in- 
dication of being a substantial and 
well-constructed' engine; suitable for 
rendering effective and economical 
ser\'ice. At the time of my final in- 
spection, July 3-15, It stl)l lacked a 
suitable air i)ump for cliarglng the 
various air chambers, 'Ihlii having 
been a subject of much correspond- 
ence and a great deal of delay. In ar- 
cordance witli i>revlou.s advices which 
I had given the John Inglls Company, 

1 ordered at the o.Npenac of said com- 
pany a suitable air inimp to he In- 
stalled, In the meantime one borrow- 
ed from one of the railroad companies 
In Victoria was lieing used. 

Test of Engines 

An examination preparalorv- to mak- 
ing teal oC tlic steam economy of tlio 
[lumping engine disclosed an Inopera- 
tive condition of steam traps and 
pump for returning the Jacket con- 
densation to the boilers, and faulty 
adjustment of the steam valves, it 
also disclosed a condition which did 
not admit of the proper adjustment of 
the valves without some slight ma- 
chine work in modifying tlie length of 
the adjusting rods. These various de- 
fects I had corrected, with Instructions 
that the cost tilcrcof be charged 
asralnst tlie balance's due the John In- 
glis Coinpany, 

I'he steam valves were indicated and 
carefully adjusted. All of this caused 
a lapse of some days before the en- 
gine could bo gotten into condition for 
linal tost, and Involved the running of 
two short preliminary trials, 

On July 1,'ith the final test to deter- 
mine the duty of the engine was run. 
A.", the pump was in regular opera- 
tion, it was not considered necessary 
to run a long test, and accordingly it 
was made of but two liours' duration. 
The ordinary Bourdon gages were used 
for determining the steam, water and 
vacuum pressures. These, however, 
wore carefully calibrated by means of 
the Crosby tester and the errors there- 
in corrected in the flnal computations. 
The condensation from the main con- 
denser and the condensation from the 
steam Jackets and receiver were 
v.elghed on platform scales. 

Pumping Capacity 

The \olume of water jjumpcd was 
taken to be cfpilvalent to the plunger 
displacement. The \y<jrk dopp b'jf the 
engine was dct'e'rmlhcd iri ioot iJojinds 
multlijlying the weight of the, wa- 
ter |)unipcd b.v the dynamic lift as do- 
lermlncd by the difference in gauge 
readings on intake and outlet, correc- 
ted for the differences in tlieir eleva- 
tion. The schedldcd .statements here- 
in following show the result of the 
test; and the indicator cards accom- 
panj'ing it show the adjustment of the 
steam valves. 

It will be observed that the actual 
dynamic lift against which the pump 
ojierated was but little more than 95 
feet. This Is vofy materially less than 
that which I liad thought mlglit possi- 
bly he imposed, as .stated In the speci- 
fication foi' tlie iiumplng engine, -the 
difference being due to the fact that 
there was but little water In the Smith 
Hill reservoir at the time of the test, 
liut chiefly to the very nuicli less re- 
sistance In the pipe line both from Elk 
Lake to the station and from the sta- 
tion to the ■ reservoir than is usually 
found in pipes of this character. In 
facti'.the small amount of resistance in 
the . 16-lnch pipe, considering the 
length' 'Of time it has been in use, is 
most- unusual; a very fortunate cir- 
cumstance Inasmuch as It moans a 
proportional saving In the amount of 
fuel neceHsai-y for tlie opcratiun of the 
pumjiing engine. 

The duty developed b\- the test, it 
wJll be observed, amounted, without 
allowance for slip, to nearly 109 mil- 
lion foot pounds of work done per 
thousand pounds of steam used, IC 

2 per cent, is allowed for possible slip, 
this duty becomes about 107 million 
foot pounds. The duty guaranteed by 
the manufacturers under their con- 
tract, when operating with 125 pound 
steam pressure and against a head of 

feet, is ll.'i million foot pounds 
iiftei- allowing 2 per cent, for slip. ..\. 
Iiigli bead is mueii more f.avorable for 
Hcrurlng a reiatlvel;- lilsii duty than 
11 Inwoi- bead. There <'aii lie no doubt 
that the pumping engine, if operated 
under the cnntlllion.s nf manufactur- 
ers' guarantee, would easily fulfil the 
contract reruilrement and would in all 
probability give oven bettor results. 

This pump may be very readily op- 
erated with one boiler, and should be 
so operated. (Tnder man.agement suit- 
ed to tlie luindling of an engine of this 
type it will acciniipllHli a given amount 
of work for easilj- one-third of the 
fuel consumed by iIk; engine hereto- 
fore in use. 

The Reservoir 

Tills reservoir, having a capacity at 
high water line of 10.000.000 imperial 
gallons, lias a ,=supcrncial area of about 
Kio.ono Kipiare feet and a depth of wa- 
ter of about !!),(; feet. 

It Is c.Kcavated In rock and earth, 
the rock being of a fragmentary char- 
acter with many crevices and seams. 
This rock, for the larger part, lay in 
the southerly halt of the rcser\oir, the 
e.xcavutlon therein ranging from a 
depth of zero to almost the full depth. 
Grades were so established that the 
excavated material would bo ample for 
the making of the requisite banks 
Some excess resulted from inability to 
determine in advance the exact pro- 
portions of rock and earth that would 
bo encountered. The banks are built 
In .a very substantial way, the Inner 
half consisting of rock with the inner 
face laid up by band to i-cceivc tlie 
superimposed concrete lining. The 
voids of this rock fill are In large part 
tilled with earth. The outer portions 
of the bank are generaliy made of 
earth.. The Interior slopes are lined 
with' 12 Inches of.concrete and the bot- 
tom with Ti inches. The requisite de- 
gree of water tightness Is sought by 
the application of a rich coniejit mor- 
tar finish. Temperature cracking both 
In slopes and bottom Is provided 
against by the use of a.sphaltnm ex- 
pansion Joints, As it is seldom possi- 
ble to make a reservoir entirely w.ater 
tight, especially when the structure is 
new, and' as without provision for Its 
removal any escaping water would al- 
most certAtnly And Its way to the aur- 
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face of the surrounding ground through 
the crevices of the rock in which the 
reservoir Is biillt to the damage of said 
properlv, an open Joint tile drain has 
been provided entirely around the re- 
servoir In the broken stone lilling im- 
inediatelv back of the- front of the in- 
side walls, this drain discharging in- 
to the culvert enclosing the outlet pipe 
from the reservoir, 

The "Leakage" 

At the time of my recent Inspection, 
water to a deptb of about five feet had 
been pumped into the reservoir, and 
lliere was (lowing from this undor- 
drain and also from a Small drain 
placed during construction for the pur- 
pose of leading' the. water from a 
siirlng under one . of the banks, a 
riuantlty of water-fl^hlohir roughly es- 
timated miglit amount to about; 35 
gallons per minute. This leakage had 
appeared shortly after water had been 
admitted. On observing the conditions 
for a few days, 1 came to the conclu- 
sion that this leakage, at least In part, 
must be escaping through openings In 
the concrete lining. The water was 
accordingly allowed to pass out to tho 
consumers, and an examination was 
made of the bottom when empty. It 
was discovered that balls of plastic 
clay which were inserted in the bot- 
tom of the a^iilialtum expension Joints 
in the walls for the purpose of retain- 
ing tlic hot aapliuluim when the Joints 
were poured, had, through oversight, 
not been removed before tho uaphal- 
tunijolnts between tho walls and the 
bottom concrete wore poured; with 
the result that a slight pressure of wa- 
ter had dislodged the clay, h'avliig 
some half dozen small opening.s 
tlirougb which the water was evident- 
ly escaping. These openings wer« 
carefully rollllcd with neat cement and 
;in o.\ainlnation made of the bottom 
geiii'rail\-, wliicli appeared in good 
coiiHiUioii. Tile water was again 
turned into the reservoir, and a mea- 
suring weir suited for measuring small 
quantities placed where the leakage 
from the reservoir could be conceii-. 
trated. The reservoir was thereupon 
foinul to be. alrnost entirely water- 
tight under a pressure up to the live 
fort to which it had l)een previously 
lilled. 

Still Leaking 

Additional lilling iiroduccd ;i vcvy 
sliglil leakage until the water had at- 
tained a depth In excess of seven feet, 
the leakage with this quantity of wa- 
ter amounting to but 9,2 gallons per 
minute. "With continued increase in 
depih. however, the leakage has again 
materially Increased. So that with 
twelve feet of water in the reservoir, 
it has risen to 130 gallons per minute. 
There seems almost no room for doubt 
that continued dlfhculty of the ciinrac- 
ter llrst exi)orienccd has resulted from 
tho further increase in the depth of 
water, the remedy of course being tho 
cmptving of th<i reservoir through 
draft'made upon it, and the closing of 
such oiienlngs as may be discovered. 

The structure as a whole is certainly 
well built, and It is unfortunate that 
so trivial a defect as the failure to 
remove, these small- clay balls after 
the running of the asplialtiim Joints, 
should have resulted In delay In secur- 
ing that degree of perfection which 
may reasonably bo expected, f am of 
tho opinion that with this defect ade- 
quately remedied, the cost of wliUdi 
will he virtually nothing, the total 
■aecpago of the water through the con- 
crete lining win be too small to war- 
rant any considerable expense In nn 
cftort at further waterprooHng. ' The

linal ]iermeabllity of tho lining is the 
test of actual trial.. 

This reservoir is deslgrted .■w.lth.. the 
expectation that It will bo covered, 
and In this connection I wish to repeat 
what I have often verbally urged to 
the effect that tlie covering of the 
clear water br.sin at the- rilt-:-rs and the 
Smith ITlll reservoir, both of which 
can be .iccompl ished at a vory moder- 
ate co.st, U'ouhl certainly result in a 
\-ei-y great Improvement In the charac- 
ter of the water supply through the 
lircventing of the profuse growth of 
x'egetable organisms which otherwise 
develop in these basins.

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THE ISLAND'S WEALTH 

The wealth of Vancouver Island Is 
being: better understood all the time, 
but it Is well to keep the salient facts 
to the front, unt'U they become a part 
of the general knowledge of the public. 
A moderate estimate of the timber 
Standing today on the Island la 100,- 
OOO,!000.O0O superfloial feet board meas- 
ure. To convert that Into merchantable 
timber will call for an outlay of at 
least $1,500,000,000. Without mnklns 
any allowance for growth, this timber 
wili supply over 3,250,000 superficial 
feet every worVcIng day in the year for 
100 years. 

Is there any other part of North 
America where there 'is so much po- 
tential railway freight in actual sight? 

Is'not this proposition Indisputable: 
The, railway that can get Itself in a 
position to hanBle thia vast potential 
fre»ight to the best advantage will oc- 
cupy the strongest possible position 
amoftg ali the transcontinental lines? 

Here is another proposition that we 
think will hardly be disputed: It is 
the duty of the Dominion government 
to assist any transportation enterprise 
that .will enable this timber to be de- 
livered in the prairies, where the great 
xnarlcet for It will be, at the least pos- 
sible cost. 

Here Is another proposition that we 
thlnTc will hardly be tiuestioned: It is 
the Interest of the provincial govern- 
itient to usaist any transportation en- 
terprise that will reduce to a minimum 
the loss in logs after they are cut, re- 
garding the matter from a revenue 
standpoint, as well as from an indus- 
trial standpoint. 

Is not this proposition also true: In 
View of the unprecedented rapidity 
with which the Prairie Provinces are 
being, settled, it would.be wise national 
jiolicy-'fqf the Dominion/government 
to facilitate in every \yay. the trans- 
portation of timber from the CoUst to 
the Prair'les? ... 

The following proposition cannot bo 
questioned:* There is no railway now 
In existence, in course of construction, 
or, as yet., dennitely projected, that- 
will meet the transportation conditions 
above outlined.

THE WATER BY-LAW. 

At tlio rate at whicli Victoria Is now 
growing there is only one source 
from which a water supply can be ob- 
tained soon cnougli to prevent a wa- 
ter famine, and that is Goldstream. 
There la not- the least use in any one'n 
disputing this. If we had the legal 
right beyond all doubt to tunnel under 
the Esciulinalt Company's reservoirs In 
order to reach Sooko by the shortest 
route, several years would elapse bo- 
fore water could be brougiit in from 
tluit .source. But no one knows if we 
have any sucli right. Certainly the 
E.sriulmalt comp.-iny does not admit 
that we liave. 'J'lierofore to the time 
jiecessary to dig tlio tunnel and do the 
rest of the work, we must add the In- 
deiinite period that' would be occupied 
in litigation with the company. Mean- 
wlillo the city would either far outgrow 
its water supply, or else growth would 
jf be stopped for want of water. 

But' some may ask: Why not lay a 
pipe to the Lake without {liETBlng a 
tunnel? The an.swer to this is that 
tlio coot would bo very much greater 
In the flrst instance, beoati^^::.Qf 'i^ithe 
greater distance, and' In I the' "-116x1 
place the cost of additional; pipes 



■would be very greatly increased over 
what it would be If a tunnel is found 
to i.be;*;! ei^slble. 

InV^ib-^event'ls U the first 

water'/maln laid 'from either Sooke or 
Qoldstrcam will be sufficient for any 
great number of years. The sugges- 
tion in either case Is, we believe, for 
a pipe having n 5,000,000-Ballon dally 
capacity. Not many years will elapse 
before that will not be a sufficient 
supply. The cost of a second main to 
Sooke will, no matter by which route 
it is laid.^be very, much greater than 
one to Qoiaatre8m,;.the":diBtanoo In the 
latter. ctisB being tinuch'wIcBB than In 
the former case. ' 

If wo acquire the Goldstream' jjrp- 
lierty wo will get the needed' water 
more quickly., "and. at' Ifss; expense than 
In any other way that can bo sug- 
gested. 

Another consideration ought not to 
bo lost sight of. There is no doubt 
that the water of Sooke Lake Is at the 
presorit time of excellent ciuality, but 
there is nwnys a chance that, as tlio 
settlement of the Island progresses. It 
may bo contaminated- Tliere is ab- 
solutely no chance ot tlie Goldstream 
water' being contaminated from such 
a cause, because the city. If It acquires 
the property, will own all the water- 
shed. 

THE TRAIVIWAY BY-LAW 

While we do not suppose there are 
many iieoplo In Victoria, so utterly un- 
reasonable as to decline to endorse 
the By-law embodying the agreement 
with the B.C. Electric Railway Com- 
pany, It Is always i)Osslhle that 
through ajiathy on the p.'irt of tlie 
friends of the measure and activity on 
the part of those who oppose anything 
and everything, the vote may be ad- 
verse. Therefore wo urge upon all 
persons to give tlie matter their best 
consideration, and among the reasons 
why we think they ought to vote for 
the By-law are the following: 

Because by doing so you ensure the 
construction -if a large power plant 
near Victoria, est'lmated to cost a mil- 
lion and a half dollars. 

Because the chief thing needed to 
open up the districts surrounding Vic- 
toria is quick electric transportation. 

Because the power to-be developed 
at the new plant will be used in oper- 
ating new electr'ic lines, light and 
power. 

]3ecauso the company Is compelled 
to spend $250,000 in extensions and 
improvements within the next three 
years. 

Because these expenditures mean 
plenty of worlc for the worklngman. 

Boc.iuse all lighting rates to citizens 
will be substantially reduced. 

Because If tlie City so des'lro elec- 
tric energy will be supplied to liglit 
tlie streets B,t half the present cost. 

Because If the City at any time de- 
velop So61ce. for a water system and 
have surplus water for pow^r purpoa.^H 
they' can'^compel the company to pur- 
chase it. 

Because the City gives away nothing 
that Is of any value to It. It merely 
agrees that before goln'g Into the elec- 
tr*ic railway, lighting and power busi- 
'ness It will offer the company a price 
for its undertaking, such price to bo 
fixed by arbitration. 

Because no monopoly is given to the 
present company. The City reserves 
tho right to give a fi-anchiso at any 
time to any other company. 

Because In the past Vlctoi'la has suf- 
fered In comiiarison with other cities 
by tlib lack of electric ra.llwaj' con- 
nections, cheap light and power. 

Because this Is the way to get what 
we. want to help push our town iihead 
in the future In tho same way that 
Vancouver has been pushed ahead In 
tho past. 



. A PROPHET OF EVIL. 

~ Mr. H. G. Wells Is a brilliant novel- 
ist of a kind. He can imagine all sorts 
of things. He knows a great deal 
about things that are not, sucli us the 
Martians. He likewise seems to be 
sufficient of an ass to take himself 
seriously, but wo do not know that he 
is to be blamed for that when a paper 
like the Daily Mail invites him to tell 
its readers what is the significance of 
Mons.

IC the -svomen of Victoria liavo pro- 
vided for tliose of their sex wlio are 
too old to provide for themselves, they 
realize that the young girls who como 
to tlio city have a claim upon them. 

They are, liowever, far from being 
satisHed with what they have been able 
to do to meet tlicir needs. It is sev- 
eral years since tlie Y. W. C. A. was 
first organized here and opened a 
home in the old Rae street orphanage. 
It was not, however, felt at that time 
that there were, many young women 
in Victoria for vyhom the homos and 
the churches were not able to care. 
The organization, however, did good 
Jn a very quiet and unostentatious way. 
Sometlilng more than two years ago 
tlio association was reorganized and 
an active campaign was begun for its 
support by tho president, Mrs. J. D. 
Forman and the Board of Directors. 

Rooms were opened on Govci-nmont 
street suitable for religious and social 
meetings and for a room where worlt- 
ing glris could obtain a clieap luncli- 
eon or taito tliat whlcli tliey liad 
brought from home in company witli 
their friends. Tht; wor]< gn'w and it 
was felt that its usofvilucs.s would bo 
much extended if tliere could be rooms 
in which women wlio were strangers 
in tho city might be safely, comfort- 
ably and cheaply lodged and where 
those young friendless girls who were 
at work here might And a happy home. 
It was hoped that the social and re- 
ligious work could then be more profit- 
ably carried on. A largo house on 
Pandora street was secured and by 
the generosity of individuals and the 
Women's Societies comfortably fur- 
nished. It was placed in oliarge ot 
two excellent women, Miss Gilbei't and 
Miss Crowell. It is not much more 
than a year since tho Home was fitted 
up. It was thought to be large enougli 
for some time to come. But already 
it is found to be tiuite inadenuate. The 
rooms are not sufficient to accommod- 
ate the transient visitoi-s. ' During 
July large numbers of tliose wlio ap- 
plied for rooms had to bo accommo- 
dated elsewhere. At the beginning of 
the tourist season a travellers' aid 
was appointed. Miss Harger, for that 
is the lady's name, meets all the boats 
as they arrive and is ready to give any 
information or assistance to those who 
aik for 'It- Durlrig the month of July 
she took ninety-six visitors to tlio 
home. For thirt\- of these she \vas 
obliged to find boai-ainffhou.soH outside. 
A few mornings sincu Jliss Iliirger 
was taking a very young Kii'l and lier 
little sister to the S. S. Iroquois. Tlio 
two- had come from London to meet 
their' mother in Port Townsend. ITlie.v 
had friends as I'ar as Quebec but 
crossed the continent without any 
guardianship. Tiiey were liowuvur bu- 
frlcnded by the Y. W. C. A. in the 
larger cities and put themaoive.s under 
the care of the societ.v here. Through 
tjie help oi; jMJss Hargor -they j^ached 
their mother in safety. There have 
been no similar cases but as time goes 
on there will bo more need for vigil- 
lihbe. aAfl- oversight as young girls ar- 
rive' in' the city unattended seeking 
for work. The T. W. C. A. flnds places 
for those who apply at the home. So 
far, no one has failed to secure em- 
ployment and there have been more 
applications for general servants than 
can be supplied. 

Tho young women who have onco 
been at tho home are always glad to 
come back to rest or in the intervals 
when they are out of employment. 
MiSs Gilbert was forced to leave on ac- 
count of Ill-health and lier friend. Miss 
Crowell went witli her. The present 
matron is Jliss Scliolcfleld and the di- 
rectors have the iitmoHt conildenoe in 
her good sense as well as lier kindness 
and cajiabilit.v. Kn far as women tra- 
vellers are concerned the institution is 
doing admirable work. Strangers find 
there; safe ;ind cheap lodging and if 
they wish it, board. 

But there is not sufficient or suitable 
accommodation for the girls who most 
need it — those who are at work at low 
salaries and have no homes In -Victoria. 
.V traveller may be very willing to 
share a room which Is clean and safe 
and comfortable. This is neither ad- 
Vlsalole nor agreeable for the girl who 
lives In tho home. She should have a 
room of her own or at the most have 
only one companion and that a very in- 
timate friend. This the home cannot 
provide and, accordingly, young girls 
lodge in jioorcr and less desirable plac- 
es, where no one takes .-pedal interest 
In them In order that they may have 
rooms of tlieir own. 

Tlie management of the home feel 
that the time is coming when tlioy 
must take a forward step If they are 
to do the work among young girls 
which can and ought to be done in a 
city of the size of Victoria. They arc 
confident that the parents of Victoria 
who have their own girls safe under 
their care will not be unwilling to help 
to provide a safe and good home for 
the young girls who are here without 
fathers and mothers to protect them.

As ho was 
coming down the gang iilank ho dis- 
covered that Ills purse containing two 
live dollar gold iiieces and two silver 
dollars luul disappeared. Rushing to 
the wliarf he loudly called upon those 
nearby to stop all passengers and seize 
the one who had victimized him.

"The main efforts ot the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway are now bein'g 
concentrated on the construction of 
tho transcontinental line so that tho 
contract with tho government may bo 
carried out."

That tho G.T.P. has definite plans 
for including Victoria In its net work 
of transportation connection was evi- 
denced in an interview -which Mr. Haya 
gave the Colonist. "One of the ob- 
jects of our present visit," he said, "is 
to make arrangements for the estab- 
lishment of a steamship service be- 
tween here and Prince Rupert. We 
have other plans in connection with 
this city, but of these I can say nothing 
at present." 

Asked if tho establishment of the 
steamship lino would include Seattle 
as a port of call, or . if, the G.T.P. In- 
tended entering into the ferry service 
between h^re, Vahcouvr and the Sound, 
Mr. Hays stated that the first object 
of the coriipany would be to link up 
their Pacific terminal with the other 
Canadian Pacific ports. The other ex- 
tensions of the coast steamship ser- 
vice might follow. 

"The conipan.v," said i\Ir. Hays, "has 
acquired waterfront in Victoria har- 
bor, and when the arrangements for 
tho steamship service are made, a 
wharf will- be constructed here for the 
accommodation o^ the vessels, i can-

Perhaps it is not seHl.shness so much 
tin want of knowledge that stands in 
Ihe way.

There is no need in the Woman's 
Column to discuss the by-laws which 
tiro to be voted on la a few days. The 
editors of ail the Victoria papers have 
been busy wr'ltin'g articles" on the sub- 
ject, and III the interval' all Informa- 
tion' will Jjo given ajjd"all arguments 
lor and against th0uiPa98lnB of the by- 
laws ■\vlU' have bee'h sot forth. 

But what is necessary is that al 
wornen who are piuperty owners shall 
study .tlie articles written and If pos- 
sible attend any iiubMc meetlnus held 
for the iiuriiose of discussing tlie by- 
laws. There are many who are not 
A'otors, whose hiiuliands or sons loolc 
to them for advice on all Important 
niattei^s. The women of the house- 
hold are, at least, ([ulte as deeply In- 
terested In the water and light and 
liower supplies of Victoria as the men. 
.Y plentiful aupi>ly of pure water wUl 
make us and our funiUics healthy and 
enable us to make our homes beautiful 
both Ins'lde and out. There is not a 
street In town tliat does' not give evi- 
dence that the .scarcity of water is pre- 
venting tho cultivation of the little 
garden.s that do so much to maJcQ the 
eltv beautiful, and what Is more Im- 
]ioriaiit, to add to the happiness of tho 
citi/.ens.l 

Tho dullest of lis can form some 
idea (if what the extens'ion of tho elec- 
tric car systcni iu the neighborhood of 
the city will mean to us all. The em- 
ployment which the ■expenditure of a 
anlUion and a half dollars 'by tho B.C. 
Electric Railway Comp'any will give 
to tho men, and the comforts It will 
bring to the homes are advantages we 
can all appreciate. 

The development and 'improvement 
of the neighboring districts when the 
farmer and frultsrowcr have been 
brought williin easy roach of the rnnr- 
Uet by I'lcH-tric tram lines, can be oas- 
llv Imagined, and we can understand 
iilat not uiily the merchants of Vir- 
t.irla, hilt all its citli-.ens Will profit by 
tVii- i,roiip<'r'lly of tlie country. 

Hut enough has been said to show 
that the by-laws arc very important 
and that no man or woman who has 
either a vote or influence should neg- 
lect to cast tho one or use the other 
on what, after due thought and study, 
shall bo Judged to bo the right side. 
Notliing is to be feared so much as the 
apatliv which keeps the citizens from 
making up their minds on important 
.subjects. ,The women of Victoria, both 
those who have votes and those who 
have none, can do much to awaken or 
to Increase the 'interest In the by-laws 
now before the people. 

Many mistakes have .been made by 
charitable people, but perhaps none is 
more schrloua than that of taking the 
children from the mother who can best 
care for them and placing thein in an 
ori.ilianage, or linding a home for tliem 
with a Ktranlger. The lesson taught by 
tlu! E.gyptlan princess of old, wlio gave 
the boy she meant to adopt to his 
mother to be brought up has been lost 
upon tho world. 

Jlothers, tho world over, have re- 
fused to part witli their little ones, 
and have endured pi-ivatMoiH and anx- 
ieties rather than send them io be fed 
and clothed by strangersj or even by 
the nearest and dearest relatives. How 
often these sons and dftujjhters have 
grown up' to be a credit to tho com- 
munity and the solace and support of 
tlie jpother who, for. their sake, has 
made so many sacrifices is a matter of 
common obaervatidn. Few mothers, 
who have been left with the most slen- 
der means of support, will consent to 
be separated from their cliildren. 

But" there are, unfortunately, too 
many cases where a widow is left des- 
titute. Tho baby in her arms, or tlio 
I'ittle toddler of two or three, cannot 
be left alone while she goes out to earn 
her livelihood and theirs. The older 
cliildren, too, especjally' in tMe city, are 
in danger "Svhen .their Ijomoils closed 
to them after sct)ool.' Ajijd soil the poor 
mother is forced' to part with'her little 
onc^i, and kind people congratulate 
themselves In their benevolence in 
prov'lding^a home where, with a large 
number of Others, they can be sup- 
ported. 

But no ,care that can bo given chil- 
dren is 80 good as a mother's. There 
is nothing In tho world that will com- 
jiensate for mother's lovo. In the great 
majority of cases, no one can feed and 
clothe a family at so little cost in 
money as a motlicr can. 

Why, then, do we take the children 
from a woman ami send them else- 
where to be sUjOported, while the mo- 
tlier lives a lonely life witlioiit tliem, 
earning little more than w'ill pay Ik^^ 
own expimses? If the public must sup- 
port tlu- family, why not leave them 
with the mother, and find employment 
for licr In her own home? At first, If 
she lias small children, she can do 
Hi tie. l)ut very soon. If she has the 
1 i'glu spirit, she will help herself and 
bi iiig up her. children, to help^ her. In 
iCngland, .the'wls,est of workers among 
the poor are recognlz'liig., that \no 
greater ■mistake ,has . been {tiade 'than 
that of depriving 'children "of 'mother 
love and protection. In our own city 
we would be wise if we prolited b.v tlio 
example set by these philanthropLsts 
,'iiid fiirnisli destitute motliers with the' 
means (pf lirlnging up their o-\yn chil- 
dren. The ca.ses wher(> th'is must be 
done are rare, hut not so rare that Ihe 
principle slinuld not be recognized. 
'l"ho loving wife who h.'is lost lier hus- 
band should not be rcfljbcd of her chil- 
dren as well. 



Those who agitated for llie law 
against selling cigarettes to ehiklron 
have the satisfaction of knowing tliat 
the law has been successful. Thoro 
were HO, 000,000 fewer cigarettes sold 
In Canadii last year than the year be- 
fore. At the :.-ate of increase of the. 
six pri'cediiig years there would hav(! 
been L'0, 00(1,000 more If' nothing had 
bi'en done t<) lessen the sale. ,So tiiat 
in the eight 'months during which tho 
jii-w law has lieen in force tlu^ price 
of riO.OOO,Ono cigarettes was saved. But 
the mon(!y was tlie ■ least important 
.part of . the waste which the use of 
those riO.OOO.OOO cigarettes would have 
caused. The boys are better both In 
health, Ein'd \n;orals^han . they would 
have been. likA th'6 cigarettes been 
smoked by them. There "seems to be a 
growing opinion that tobacco In ' this 
form Is good neither for men nor boys 
and tho consumption may have been 
lessoned on this .-ircount. As no spe- 
cial diffculty has licen found In enforc- 
ing tho law it may be taken for 
granted that public opinion Is In its 
r,a\'or. There are in our own cit.v, ;is 
iloulitless elsewhere In Canada, foolish 
boy.s who manage to evade the law. It 
• Is to their own Interest that they 
should 'ill- prevented from doing so .In 
future. Respectable tobacconists will 
not sell them cigarettes and all good 
citizens will refuse to ])atronlae those 
who do. 

Yet it mu.st not be aupi)osed that 
cigarette .smolcing is becoming unfash- 
ionable In Canada. Three hundred and 
eighty-live millions of these little i-olls 
of tobacco have boon piircliased and 
of course, no one,Jjas,{iny Idea of how 
jpahjflhav.lJj,;i5!Seni|!ipkjj6ji^^ sm,Qlwrs 
themselves. " However as lo"n|;"' as wo 



can keep tobacco from tho children we 
need not trouble ourselves . overmuch 
about what, the men do. 

Judge Lindsay will be here on Wed- 
nesday and has promised to address a 
public meeting In tho evening. Every 
one will want to hear the man who 
has done so much Cor the children of 
Denver. The fame of liis work has 
spread throughout the world. It is 
largely, If ribt altogether; owing to 
Judge Lindsay that bourts • have been 
established in most cities .where Iboys 
who have broken the law: caii:-b«>|trlied 
without associating with harddnea'iorl- 
mlnals. He is a man ,whof ha8.!Strphg 
faith In Human' nature ''and;'' especially 
In the goodness of boys. 'v ■ "' ' 

Every father and mother In Victoria 
Bhould try to learn something of this 
man's secret. It may b o ho cannot 
ti'll any of us Just liow he lias man- 
aged to turn so many boys from evil 
paths. Rut lie must have advice to 
give us that will be good for our city 
as well us for Its future citizens. All 
our boys are bad sometimes and it Is 
to bo feared their parents and teach- 
ers are often as much, if not more, to 
blame than they. 

But it Is specially as citizens that 
we need to learn the lessons Judgo 
Ijinds.iy has put Into practice In Den- 
ver. While we liavo not many such 
children as in large cities need so 
much care, it is all the more necessary 
that we should try by every means to 
prevent the i'ormation of a criminal 
class of children. Wo have bore little 
or none of the extreme poverty which 
is so fruitful a source of disease, moral 
as well as physical.- ■ But our city Is 
not without Its tomptatlona for chil- 
dren as well as their elders. If Judgo 
Lindsay can tell us anything which 
can help us to train our boys and glrln 
to liecome good citizens we will do 
well to listen to him. Both for the sale.; 
of the man himself and for the cause 
for which he works, he should bo 
greeted by a very large audience.

both of Victoria, B. C The equip- 
ment is excellent and the. installation 
apparently well performed, ^ with the 
exception that there i ShouW bo sub- 
stituted large sreeae cups for the oil 
cups now used, the oil cups being un- 
suited for machinery which Is. inten- 
ded to operate automatically . without 
continual attendance. ' The oqiiipment 
has, of course, required the various 
minor adjustments always Incident to 
the putting of a new plant Into opera- 
tion, and one or two small matters 
were stU! needing attention when I 
loft Victoria. These, however, ,had 
been called to the attentinn^ofiithe 
contractors- for the ln'StaUat1ort; 'ana"'I 
have no doubt will be 'corrected. 

The ootiriltlons then ■existing. In tho 
high service were, as I.'"'stat6d, 'not 
.suited for the satlsfactorj' operation 
of this plant, Inasmuch as there were 
twice as many consumers supplied as 
v.'lll be tho case when the Intended 
transference of many shall have been 
made to the low service. Also, be- 
cause of an exceedingly large Tvastage 
of water which prevails in that terri- 
tory. This by actual measurement ot 
tho use from the high tarilt durln'K 
the hours from 2 to 4 a. m., a period 
when there is no legitimate consump- 
tion of water, was ascertained" to b'e 
3750 Imperial gallons per hour, or -at 
tho rate of 90,000 gallons per 24 hours. 
The first discovery of this wa.stage 
led me . to the conclusion that there 
must be an. open connection between 
the high and low service pipe system. 
A careful investigation made at my 
request by Mr,' If empkey, however, has 
led to the conclusion that this water 
passes out through the services. 
Cause of Waste 
As this section of the city has not 
been metered a sufliclent length of 
time to lead to roatrlctlon of needless 
waste, and as for many years this 
portion of the city lias been during a 
part of each day in the summer sea- 
son without water, tlie inevitable con- 
sequence has no doubt resulted in 
carcIcssnesK In its use and carelessness 
In the maintenance of tight plumbing. 
It is very likely that the hall-cocks 
controlling the supply to many house 
tanks In this part of the cltv are, 
through leaky eohditlon, resiionslble 
for much of this wastage. It Is of 
course imperative that this condition 
be remedied. The charging by meter 
will no doubt accomplish It in the 
course of a few months. But the ex- 
tent of resulting friction will depend 
upon the aid rendered the consumers 
In the discovery of tho causcri of the 
wastage. At the present time pump- 
age is required at the Yates Street 
Station occasionally amounting to 
270,000 gallons per day. If the leak- 
age Indicated by the draft between 
the hours of 2 and 4 a. m. is elimina- 
ted, this would be reduced to 180,000 
gallons per 24 hours. When one-half 
of the services shall be transferred, as 
contemplated ,to the low service, this 
180,000 gallons will be reduced to 90,- 
000 gallons, an. amount considerably 
less than the capacity ofone of the two 
electric driven pumps - provided tho 
Yates Street station. When a normal 
condition as to rate of use and number 
of services belonging on tho high ser- 
vice shall have been established, tho, 
pumping station equipment will,' there- 
fore, b'e ,'foUhd' amply;-sufflcl'ent for all 
demands, when an abundant supply can 
be maintained "In the elevated tank at 
all times, afforded adequate and con- 
stant pressure.

Under these conditions this station 
should operate without other attention 
than an Inspection two or three times 
a day, thus saving the -expense of the 
present double shift of attendants.- 

It would seam- that in placing on fhls 
property of some one department of tho 
water-works, such as meter repdirlng, 
requiring the presence of some one at 
least part of tho time, would be a de- 
sirable arrangement. In this connec- 
tion, y wish also to call attention to 
the rather hazardous lire risk at this 
Station and the seriousness of the 
consequence which would result from 
the destruction of the station. Two 
old wooden shacks oh tho corporation 
property should, in "- my judgment,- bo 
removed. A fire hydrant should bo 
•placed in the middle pf tlio yard wltli 
hose line ready for llistant use. Sucli 
Inlluencea as can be commanded should 
be exerted to seiiure 'the" removal of 
.the planing mill frommthe contiguous 
property. >. . ' .... 1 
High Level Tank. . 

This structure has a capacity of 85,- 
000 Imperial gallons and Is built of 
concrete and steel. This particular 
tj'pe was adopted by tho Board of Al- 
dermen Instead of an all-steel struc- 
ture In deference to the wishes of the 
residents of Its location. It has been 
designed and built, therefore, with 
view to its presenting ;i pleaaliig aspect 
suited to Its surroundings. The 
structure is designed along conserva- 
tive linos and is Uioroughly well built. 
When llrst erected and prior to tho 
application of tho full siiecltled water 
proofing on tho interior, it was entire- 
ly filled with water for the purpose of 
testing and for tho purpose of deter- 
mining the degree of additional water- 
proofing, if any, which would be re- 
quired In order to make It entirely 
tight It so stood for some time. A 
considerable ;miiiimt of percolation 
through the concrete aiiout the lia.se nt 
the tank resulted. This in tlic course 
of a wool! or two wa.s diminished to a 
comparatively small amnnnt but was 
stUl sulTicienl to bo objectionalil.; In a 
•structure of this character, and to pre- 
vent an unsightly appearance. The 
tank was accordiiirly emiitied and tho 
intiM'ior suitaljly \vater-]ironfed by tho 
application of successively well applied 
coats of cement mortar. 

Is Water Tight. 

At the time of my recent Inspection 
the tank contained twenty-four feel 
of water and with no appearance ot 
moisture on tho exterior surface. On 
the interic5r a very slight ivorcolation 
(existed, so small In qiiantity that when 
the window of the tower was ojioned 
to permit some circulation of air it all 
disappeared by evaporation. So that 
with twenty-four feet of water in tho 
tank the' structure Is absolutely water 
tight. In order to avoid. If possible, 
the recurrence of efflorescence (-white 
white coating appearing oil concrete) 
on the outside of the tank, It will bo 
found expedient to so set the controll- 
ing float within the structure as to ad- 
mit of two or three feet of increase in 
maximum depth of tlie water each 
month until finally set for a full lank. 
At ijresent it is set for a depth of 
twenty-four feet, the depth when full 
being about 35 feet. 

There are few things more difficult 
in hydraulic engineering than tho maic- 
ing of concrete so entirely water tight 
as t'6 cllminnto every appearance ot 
moisture, particularly on a structure 
set high in the air where the slightest 
percol.-ition Is at once apparent. It is 
not at all Improbable tliat with chapg- 
cs In atmospheric cnndltiony alfectlng 



the TiUriildlty and Vdte" of evaporation, 
damp;- spots-, may ^-occasionally^'' appear 
and- disappear on the surface of this 
structure. But should thoy do so: they 
.signify nothing. more than the condi- 
tions herein Indicated and afford no 
ground for the slightest sense of ap- 
prehension concerning the character 
of the structure. 

This tower is of such character as to 
require almost no malnteiiance expenso 
Nothing indeed beyond the prevention 
of coroslon of the circular stairway, 
ladders, and railings by Iho occasional 
application of a coating of paint. I 
suggest that the tank's appearance 
may be further Improved and tho as- 
pect tif * newness . removed - by . the 
planting o£\^sultable cUmblng <■. vines 
aroundi Its .base.;... .jV .;■ i 
i Cost ,of the: Complei;ed Wap|<, 

My drigihal estimate of the' cost of 
making tho improvements which havo 
now been carried out way the sum of 
5619,000, less an item of $5000 for the 
increasing ot the drainage tributary to 
Elk Lake which has not yet been un- 
dertaken, making the total estimate of 
the work as completed about $G14,000. 

I have not llic statement of tho 
exact cost ot the various structures 
and It imdouhtedly Is not easy for tho 
Commissioner to determine this in all 
cases, but ho Informs me that of tho 
original appropriation for Uie work 
there still remains some $12,000 or 
?15,000, shov,'lng that although some 
of the structures have, doubtless .cost 
more a,nd some. less, than tho .estimate, 
the wdrk as 6., .whole fhas been carried 
through within that ngure. 

Conclusion. 

The character .of the .system and tho 
manner oi: distribution and sale of wa- 
ter are so greatly changetl by this re- 
construction from that which existed 
prior thereto that it will require in all 
probability several months for both tho 
operating forces and the consumers to 
adjust themselves to the altered con- 
<liti(>n.s. 

Tiiere .also remain, as I liave pointed 
out. (|uito a number of things yet tr) 
be accomplislu'd lietori' tho normal 
conditions under u-hlcli tho ])lant is In- 
tended to iiperate shall have boon es- 
tablished. When these sliall have been 
completed and when, the consumers 
shall have become accustomed to the 
avoidance of needless waste by tho 
keeping of all house fixtures Ijj repair, 
the system Is certain to accomplish all 
that has heon promised for It, and up 
to the limit of Its water supplies will 
be found to render, I am sure, an ex- 
collont and satisfactory service. 

In common witli all such undertak- 
ings, what has lieon accomplished has 
been tho result of tlio romblned effort 
of many peojUe, Including Hi.s Honor 
the Mayor, the Honorable Board of 
Supervisors, the Honorable Water 
Commissioner, the resident engineers, 
InsjH'ctors, contractors, and others, as 
well as the writer. All have rendered 
contribution to tho final result which 
on adequate trial will be approved by 
the people of Victoria.

The Empress of India had a very 
line voyage from Hongkong, and 
warm, fine weather on tho passage 
from Yokohama. Communication 
with wireless was kept up throughout 
the voyage, tho following- slilps and 
land stations bein.i^ spoken: H. M. S. 
AStria in Shangiiai and the Empress 
of Ja.pan In the Inland soa. On tlie 
5th of August the N. K. Y. steamer 
Tosca Maru was in coinmunlc.-ition. 
Messages were sent bade to Yokoha- 
ma when the ships were nine hundred 
miles away through tho Japanese 
land stations. The Empress of China 
was spoken with at a distance of 
three hundred miles and news ex- 
changed. Jlcssages were also sent to 
Victoria two days before the ship's 
arrival. 

T/fihopn Signals 

When tho steamer was at llongkon.q' 
tyi)hoon signals were sliown on two 
or three occasions, but no heavy 
blows wore experienced. It is re- 
markable, according to oflicers of the 
Empress, how (luickly tlio Chinese 
scurry for shelter when the signals 
are llovvn. 

"Soon iifter wo saw the wiirning 
signals, the harbor was practically 
clear of all the smaller craft. Tho 
sampans and junks had early sought 
shelter and most of tho launches hud 
also found a piace Of safety. Those 
that did stay behind wero stripped of 
their awnings and were prepared for 
tliu llerco s(iualls that blew during the 
forenoon. The ships of war and tho 
few steamers tlial anchored in tho 
harbor had all steam up and woi'o 
ready for the worst. However, the 
prognostications wero not I'ulflUcd. 
Though the white liorses came dash 



DEIAILSOFTHE 
FIRE AT OSAKA 



Empress of India Brings Fui 
ther News of Con- 
, t flagration ^i" . 



When' the 'Bm'iiress'" oflhdia," which 
reached port 'i^'eHerday, was'' leaving- 
Kobe on her way to Yokohama and 
Victoria, sufferers from the conflagra- 
tion which destroyed thirty-two streets 
coverin'g over four square miles at 
Osaka were strung out over tho main 
road around the bay, and making their 
way by junk and sampan to Kobe for 
succor, and many heartrending scenes 
were reported. The lire started at a 
hosiery factory owned by Tamal in 
Nichome, North ward, shortly before 
daylight on July 31, and spread quick- 
ly, llck'ing up tlie wattle and bamboo 
houses across six streets, while tho 
liremon, without water from the Osaka 
waterworks, were using water drawn 
with buckets from wells, until the 
soldiers came from the Osaka garrison 
and began dynamiting houses In tho 
path of tho lire. 

The main building of the great Ten 
noji Temple was saved, and tlie super 
stitious Japanese claim that this was 
due to miraculous Intervention. The 
flames reached the temple at 10:30 a. 
m., while crowds of priests wero scur- 
ry'ing to remove the art treasures. 
>''lnally, wlien the rear gate was burn- 
ed, a priest called upon the spirits of 
the dead priests to stay the flames 
Soon afterward the wind veered, in- 
creaslii'g in force, and diverted tho 
flames toward Horlkawa, a wide canal 
connected with tho Yodo river on 
either side of which Osaka Is bu'ilt. 
The Shinto priests were all garbed in 
their ceremonial white robes, and wero 
assisted by 300 troops of the Osaka 
garrison, sent to aid thrm convey the 
temple treasures to another temple at 
Nakanoshia Paric on tho Island in the 
mid-river. 

It was hoped that the flames would 
be stayed at the canal, v/here a great 
liglit was made, but at 12:30 the 
lire leaped the canal and spread 
towards the Unio Dai Station, the 
great station on the TokUaido I'ine, 
Thence It pursued Its course south- 
easterly to the Shohin-chinrotsu,cho 
or Commercial Museum, and still 
further westward, burning the mu- 
seum, tho Osaka Court of Appeal, tho 
North Ward District ofBce, a newspa- 
per olUce, the BIco Exchange, a com- 
mercial school, a girls' high shcool, the 
meteorological station, tiio governor's 
olliclal re.s>ldenco, tho Kaiscl Hospital 
and the Northern Y'oshiwara, Ijesides 
a very largo number of private build- 
ings. Somo idea of tho extcnslvencss 
of tlio conllgration is convoyed by tho 
figures that the lionsea on thirty-two 
streets, or over fifteen thousand domi- 
ciles, wi.n'O destroyed, that there wero 
300 casualties, including 114 fatal- 
ities, and that .the. loss to the lire 
insurance companies '^is estimated at 
about three million ■'"dollars. 

In the grey of the dawn thousands 
of persons 'heavily laden with liou.'^e- 
hold effects, . jwere to bo seen lleelng 
across the numerous canal bridges and 
away from the fire y.ono. Many had 
reached places of safety, wlioro the 
burdens were laid down and tho able- 
bodied men of the families returned 
to the city to aid in fighting tho flames, 
leaving the old peole to guard theiir 
effects from thieves. 

Under a strong breeze, tho build- 
ings wore easy prey for tho flames, 
which jumped from one .. to,, another 
with groat rapidity. .:lThe :.i.flremen 
fought valiantly ngalnst'.th'e*;ddds of 
lack of water, and high : ;W and 
many of ;th9m 'feU«jiniconsclouB 'while 
working bravely at their posts, Had 
not the water supply been curtailed 
by tho oxist'lng drouth. It is believed 
tlio lire would liavo been quenched 
without great damage. 



taken quickly at Kobe »n elsewhere 
but there was great suffering among 
tho homeless. , Tlie military did ex- 
cellent work, reinforcements being 
hurried to a>ld the Osaka .garrison in 
coping with the situatibn. ^ : . - ; 
"I^Ield hpispltala v^rere , established by 
tl)e riillltary, - and fiiiiany - injured were 
brought in ifq^r' treat^nentr.Tainada, , tho 
proprietor of the hosiery- where the fire 
started, and his wife, were stopif.ed by 
police from attempting to throw them- 
selves in tlie Humes, shouting that tlicy 
did so to atone for tho catastrophe. 

In the afternoon four battalions of 
engineers came from TakatsuUi, a 
suburb, with dynamite, and began 
blow'lng down this houses In the nor- 
thern Yoshlwara on a largo scale to 
try and stop the . fire, but they were 
driven back. Their efjorfs.had the, re- 
sult of splitting the'lpatliVof; the' flames, 
one reducing the district 'to ; ashes 
where they worked, the other diverting 
to Dojima and burning down tho 
Osaka Exchan'ge, Court of Apiieala and 
other notable structures, together wltli 
hundreds of native houses. The street 
cars on Dojima wero stoppcil, passen- 
gers ordered to allglit, and wero rush- 
ed through tho burning area to tho car 
sheds. 

Fa'illng utterly, witli tho scant water 
supply, the troojis toward evening de- 
voted all their energies to aid citizens 
save goods and assist children and 
tlio old and feeble to places of safety. 
The most of the large factories, whlcli 
aro in tho suburbs, escaped. The Nip- 
pon and Fukushima cotton mills were 
endangered, but were saved. The Are 
destroyed in all 15,390 buildings. Osaka 
is divided into four wards, wjtli very 
narrow, but regular streets, KIta-ku, 
tho nortliern ward, which covers four 
and a lialf miles, being almost wiped 
out. Tho east ward is the richest, con- 
tainlng the residences of tile upper 
and middle classes, olllces of tlie banks 
and loadinK- commercial companies be- 
In's located there, and most of these 
wero saved. 

Tho Tokyo Malnlehl says the vari- 
ous lire Insurance companies have lost 
so heavily that they will not be able. to 
inako payments. Tho total loss to the 
companies was about $3,000,000. 

Tho lire directed attention to the 
need of modern llre-llghtlng apparatus. 
Tlie Japan Ganetto says: "The greatest 
sympathy will bo felt witii the unfor- 
tunate Osaka people, who have been 
rendered homeless and liave lost all 
their prO])erty through the disaster, 
which will yet however afford another 
strong object-lesson to Japanese muni- 
cipalities of their increasing responsi- 
bility, I-Iad there been a sufflcient 
water supply aod .adequate flre-fight- 
Ing faelUtles, in all human probability 
this calamity might h^aVo been averted. 
This is not the first lesson of tho kind 
Osaka has received. About 1890. a 
disastrous lire occurred at Slilnmaciii, 
over 2,000 houses being reduced to 
ashes, and a severe outbreak of chol- 
era in tlie same year awakened tile 
citizens to the necessity of a proper 
water supply. A loan of Y.2,500,000 
was llouled, and a- supply of good wa- 
ter to about 610,000 citizens was made 
possible. In 1900 tho waterworks were 
extended, and In the following year 
tho supply was made available for a 
population of 800,000.- at a rate of 3 
cubic feet per' head 'Per day. Tho 
population qJ Osaka was last year over 
1,100,000 and Increasing about 40,000 
annually, therefore it will be seen that 
the supiily Is still verj' inadequate, 
specially in the suTnmor or in an emer- 
gency such as tills fire. The water- 
meter System has been adopted to 
ocononilzo consumption, and the au- 
thorities have a plan; for extension of 
tlie works already • drawn up, Init the 
plan, of course, coUUl not save the city 
from this serious loss. In tho matter 
of flro-lighting f.-Lcllitles Osaka lias 
nine bri'gades, comprising 450 men, 
under control of tho police; 58 ISro sta- 
tions and a supply of steam pumps for 
extinguishing purposes. These would 
bo sufBcfent In ordinary circumstances 
no doUDt, but they arp meaningless 
wifhout a sufficient suiiply of water. ■

Troubles With 'Longshoremen at Co- 
lumbia Port Result in Proposed 
Change: 

Portland, Aug. 14. — The threo big 
local grain exporting houses of Korr, 
Glfforrt & Co., tlio Portland Flouring 
Mills Company and ISalfcnir, Guthrie & 
Co., today pat into effect a swooping 
order, declaring an open shop on all 
grain liundliiiB work at their various 
doclts In this city, on a fUit wage scale 
of J3 for a ten-hour day. 

This action iiuirks the crisis of 
trouble that h.is bei-n brewing between 
the shippers and members of the Grain 
Handlers' Union since last April. It is 
tho direct result of the refusal of the 
grain handlers to sign a contract for 
one year at 35 cents an hour and 50 
cents an hour overtime, after ten hours' 
work. These aro tho wages paid during 
the season wliich ended in April, and 
tiro 5 cents an liour more th;in Is paid 
for loading ships on PuKOt Sound. 

The real slgnlflcaneo of the declara- 
tion of open shop on grain handling in 
Portland by Balfour, Guthrie it Co. 
Kerr, Glfford & Co. and the Portland 
Flourintr Mills Company can be de- 
ducted from the coincident diversion to 
Puget .Sound by the Portland Flouring 
Mills of interior wheat scheduled for 
shipment over tho North Bank to Port- 
land. Several grain ships recently char- 
tered for optional loading here or on 
the Sound have been ordered to tlio lat- 
ter region. 

Theodore B. Wilcox, president of tho 
Portland Floiiriiif,' .Mills Company, and 1 
Peter Kerr, of Korr, Glfford ,t Co., ^joth | 
say that If it Is found difficult lo get | 
grain handled hero under the $3 rate, 
whlcli is tho flat wage .scale inaugur- 
ated tills niornlni,', (svory Inishel of the 
liugc shipments that ;inminll leave this 
port will be diverted direct to tl;o .Sound 
and loiuled I'orel.i^n there. If this car- 
ried out morally and the crop Is only 
equal lo last year's off yield, Portland 
will lose no.-arly ?10,000,000 in ship- 
ments, While the year before wheat 
valued at more than 118,000,060 went 
out from here, or 15,844,000 bushels. 

■To handle this year's anticipated crop 
200 salting ships bo required, of 

which fifty have been chartered. With 
few <!Xceptlons all h.-ive been chartered 
with tho Paget Sounil loading option. 

"Our action in declaring the open sliop 
means," said Mr. Wilcox, "that until wo 
find whether wo can obtain enouKh labor 
at 30 cents an hour here, all wheat for 
this port win go direct to ru.qet Sound, 
except from O., R. & N. points, whero 
Portland is the only outlet, and oven 
this wheat wil probably be shipped via 
the Northern P.aclflc to tho Sound,'

Raclngr around tlic -world in an eC- 
fort to boat a siinUur party sent out 
In a reverse direction, C. C. Fltznior- 
rls, of the stuff of tno ChlcaB0-.\ni- 
crican and Harold, Mun'hy and W. C. 
Kruh'or, two schoolboys, arrived by 
the Empress of India today, 39 day.s 
Iroin Chicago, and wore hurried to 
Seattle on the tug- Wyadda, charter- 
ed for the voyage, to connect with 
the Oriental Liniitcd express of the 
Great Northern railroad for St. Paul, 
where a. special train will await thciu. 
Tho San i.''ranciseo party, Ralph Pot- 
ter and Earl Smith, with two school 
teachers, M'sses O'Mcara and Kuoi- 
stra are passengers on the Siberia, 
now due at the Golden Gate from 
"I'okohania. Tho party, -xvlilch left 
X'letoria on the Empress ot ,;rapan on 
Jul.\- l3lh, was in London yesterday. 

The party, which reached Victoria 
.\e.stcrduy, left Chicago on July 7th, 
and the boys had a hurried trip. 

"It -was all too hurried though, 
wasn't ItV" said one of the youthful 
racers. 

When ^"0 got to England I wanted 
to SCO the Tower of Jjonclon, where 
they u.setl to cut the blocks off peo- 
l)Ie, and St. Paul's Cathedral, near 
where that Xow Englander stood with 
Miu-auhiy on iiondon bridge and Bow 
Dells ^vhcro Dick Whlttington lost his 
cat; but all we saw was tho inside of 
a hack and , a railway station, and be- 
fore we knew where -we were wo wore 
hill! way across the English chan- 
nel. 

Mr. Fitzmaurice, let's go and see 
Greenwich where they make the time," 

said I. 

"Aw, cut it out," said the -reporter, 
"what do you think this is, a race or 

a funeral?" 

"We cotiUln't get Blorlot's mono- 
plane for he was using It, so wc start- 
ed across the channel In a Great 
Ea.stern boat to the Hook of Holland.

Wo did get a look at the Kremlin at 
JIoscow, for we had to Avalt for a train 
there, but we didn't sec any exiles ^e- 
ing shoved oil t into Siberia, or.no Ar- 
menian massacres: nothing like that. 
All we saw was an old moujlk and his 
dresUy when lie hauled us to the rail- 
road station. The \vhole trip seems to 
be one endless railroad station in seo'-

"Xow, if we'd been Cooking it wo 
might have got a lonk at the New Pal- 
ace, the Old Palace, the grounds at 
Ciiarlottenl)ei-g. tlie Ai;senal Museum 



and the Emperor's church when we 
wore In Berlin. 

"A French tourist told us that on 
tho trans-Siberian train. 'Ma pau- 
vres', enfant;' c'est terrible,* he said, 
whatever that meant, l suppose he 
was sore iibout tho way wo had to 
make jumps. Tiilk about Chicago quick 
lunches; wl'.y, we (luick -lunched , it 
around tlie world. 

"It's HP. mterestlng trip, I'm going 
to gel a book of travel when 1 get 
back and llnd out what wo ouglit to 
have seen. . . 

•"i;hero was a fellow oii-'the train 
who was voluble about St. Peters- 
burg, Say, that place must bo there. 
But wo v/cre tho busy kids, and -vve 
hadn't time to look it over. "We got 
a look at the Kremlin at "Moscow, 
thougli, antl might have seen the mu- 
seum and the room where Napoleon 
slept If wc hadn't been In a hurry. 

"Air. Fitzmor^ls was all -.the time 
nervous for fear we Wouldn't' keep 
a-golng. 

"When wc hit tho Wagon Lits Ex- 
press at Moscow, though, -we just had 
to keep going. On the second morning 
out tho train went over the Urals— 
that's where they have the boundary 
posts, with 'Europe' on one side and 
'Asia' on the otlier. Wo took a look 
at TchoUabinsk and kept a going, and 
after five days more ot the steppes — 
that aounds real but they were lilvo 
tho iiralrics of Canada — wo got to 
Irkutsck, a bu.sy town.

"M''e had to hustle on board tho Jap- 
anese boat tor Tsuruga, aiul then we 
did Japan. We did gel one or two 
rickshaw rides, going from station to 
station, but, say, all the tea-liotise- 
daya wo had in Japan v,'ouldn't drive 
you crazy. Wo kept hiking and tho 
only look wo got at Japan was when 
wo saw the paddy fields and the wav- 
ing rice, the women with their Wsr 
sun hats paddling knee deep in the 
mud, and the wattled, villages and 
curved temple roofs by the side of the 
railway. 

"At Yokohama we got a look in, 
though. Wo arrived too late to catch 
the Montetigle or tho Siberia, on which 
some of the boys wont to San Fran- 
cisco, and had a look at Japan for a 
(ov.- days, until the Empress of India 
sailed, and " 

"Come on, get a move on! ThUs tug 
costs money and it's got to get you 
to Seattle quick. We can't stop now 
on the way to Chicago.'* 

"Goodbye; -wo haven't had a mo- 
ment to stop anywhere. But I'm going 
to get some books and find out all 
about what wo are supposed to have 
seen on the way when I get back to 
Chlcagn."

SITUATION — In the Gulf of Georgia, three-quarters of a mile from Schwartz 
bay, on the Saanich peninsula; two miles from Salt Spring- Island and 
about five from Sidney, the present railhead of the V. & S. Railway. Sid- 
ney is eighteen miles from the Capital (Victoria), and morning and evening 
trains connect the two daily.

COAL — The island is believed to be in the coal belt. A note on the original 
Government survey reads, "Indications of coal are very plentiful on this 
island." Coal has been found on Coal Island, and some little distance to 
the east, and a company is now boring for coal near Schwartz Bay. The 
owner has been approached to bond dr allow prospecting for coal on Pier 
Island, but as he has held it for residential purposes, has so far refused. 

TITLE — An indefeasible grant from the Crown, carrying with it the coal 
rights. 

CLIMATE — The rainfall is believed to be less upon the islands than it is 
even in Victoria, whilst Vancouver, Salt Spring and the surrounding isl- 
ands shelter Pier Island from the wind.

■WHEREAS tho Corporation of the 
City of Victoria have arranged an agree- 
ment with the British Columbia Elec- 
tric Rall-ivay Company, Limited, ^vhlch 
arrangement Is act forth In a .' drift 
agreement submitted to and approved 
by the Council and already executed on 
bebaU .o£,.thie. . Company, and which stild 
draft')agreepient Is In the] words and fi- 
gures following: — 

"THIS AGUEEMBNT made tho 
day of In the year of Our 

Lord One thousand nine hundred and 
nine, BBT'S%''EBN: THE BRITISH CO- 
LUMBIA ELECTRIC RAILWAY COM-

"tho Company," of tho one part; and

Tlic pictures on the preceding page are all 
of seaside cami)s near V'ictoria. It is not neces- 
sary to say just where they arc located or who 
occupy them. They are not in Victoria, but 
a fifteen minutes' ride on a street car and a 
ten minutes' walk across the grass will take 
you to them.

The Dangers of Untrained Troops 



As an indication of the danger of trusting 
to untrained or partially trained troops in time 
of war, "The Xation in Arms" publishes the 
following extract from the French official ac- 
count of the war of 1870-71. The extract in- 
cludes the report of the officer commanding 
the 4th Battalion of the Mobiles of the Marnc, 
who were with the Army of Chalons. 

Oyr columns, starting about one o'clock in 
thi morning on the 25th of .August, says the 
officer, reached the outskirts of Kpcuse without 
hindrance. Our men were in four ranks, the 
only po.ssiblc formation, cjwing to their lack of 
instruction. The whole bnttalion had reached 
the plateau, when certain signs revealed to us 

the presence of the enemy in the 

These signs were clouds of dust on all the roads 
on the horizon, and a dark color discernible on 
the natural color of the soil. Very soon we 
saw two squadrons advancing towards us, 
which halted aboul i.ooo metres away, de- 
taching some scoiils lor ])urposcs of recon- 
naissance. 'Pliougli well and intelligently 
assisted by Captain Dautry, of the fi=th, I had 

great trouble in chnosine a l '--'I men to 

push forward as scouts to oppose those of the 
enemy, and I opened a fire on the Uhlans 
which v/as, and could only be, completely in- 
effective, owing to the inexperience of the 
mobiles. • The troopers having recognized us, 
rejoined their squadrons, which in their turn 
closed into columns, which were clcarlv out- 
lined against the near liorizr)n. .\l thi.s move- 
ment of retreat — which made our mobiles cheer 
joyously, but as to the value of which I had 
no illusions — T ordered our column to march 
rapidly to gain a position where it would be 
possible to shelter our njen. I arrived at the 
farm of the "Barre," consisting of large build- 
ings shut in by mud walls easy to loophole, 
and surrounded by solid green hedges, and, 
-what was more, presenting on two sides seri- 
ous obstacles for the troopers in the shape of 
plantations, a good- sized pond, and a small 
quarry. To sum up, an excellent position that 
the enemy could not have captured witliout 
great loss if it had been defended by two hun- 
dr.^ dj traiti e d men. 

Badly Aimed Shots 
Hardly had my company arrived at |!'.'- 
farm when .Prussian troopers appeared on all 
sides. There were four squadrons, supported 
by four field guns, which came into action 
-about 200 metres from the farm on the.outr 
skirts of the quarry. . ,- 

t.Wc had received the Prussians with a 
fusilade; but here again, as at Epeuse, the 
shots, all aimed too low, were practically with- 
out ciflfect, in spite' of the shprt distance which 



separated us from the encmv. I saw, however, 
one of the cavalrv commanders struck, and 
he fell, but with this exception oiil)'^ one or 
two horses were hit. Some siicUs were heard 
at the same time; then, in spite of the energy 
and cxam])lc of their officers, and some of tlicir 
warrant officers, my mobiles disbanded them- 
selves and sought safety in flight, throwing 
away their arms and cartridges. Soon, how- 
ever, they w ere rounded up. and brought back 
by the easily victorious cavalry. 

Then ensued a conference, in which the 
hostile commander spoke of shooting us, tak- 
ing us from our appearance for "francs- 
tircnrs." I was able, however, to give him some 
explanations which, happily, he accepted : 
preceded by our wounded, who were placed 
upon carts, we were directed toward Sivry, 
where we were joined by more than one of our 
unfortunate comrades. .Some were tied to the 
saddles of the troopers, some brutally dragged 
at the horses' tails. 'JMie chief of our escort 
summoned a cart, in which by his orders all 
the officers were placed. Thus we sadly took 
the road of exile. We reached Passuvant. of 
sinister memory. The carriage, full of offi'''''-';. 
which formed the head of the column, was al- 
ready some hundreds of }-ards distant fmni it, 
and I siiould think' the last of rnir "mobiles" 
iiad hardly got clear of the village, \vhen sud- 
denly a rifle shot rang out (my researches 
have never been able to discoA'cr the e.xact 
origin of the shot) and 1 saw a trooper of the 
escort roll to the right side of the road. 

An Inhuman Attack 

We all thought it was n rescue, but our 
short-lived jo}- and ho])e soon ga^•e way to 
most ])oignant sorrow at a s|")cctacle of the 
most horrible cruelty, f saw these men, fiends 
in iuiman shape, precipitate themselves on my 
defenceless comrades, ride at them, and cut 
them down without pity. I saw them assassin- 
ate our men in a dastardly manner ; drunk with 
wine or rage, I saw them ferociously set upon 
even the wounded and the dead, mutilating 
them in the most inhuman way. Ai our first 
movenient to alight from the cart to go to 'the 
aid of our men and officers of the escort with 
some troopers, all with revolvers level!'-^ -t 
lis. and the leader breathing out curses, obliged 
us to remain broken-hearted and powerless 
witnesses of ]these atrocities. > Under the very 
eyes of this officer the jfrtisSians cahie and 
spat in our faces, struck us? with the butt-end 

of, our carbines, and tofo • honor 

frorh the breasts of myself and one of my 
captains. 

These villains exulted in their rage and 
their butchery, and wourd dnly 'have" stopped ' 



w hen thev had killed us. all, but^.'aH' cavalry 
olticer 01 .superior rank came up and^stopped 
the frightlul slaughter. 

LORD KITCHENER'S FUTURE ■

According to letters to hand recently from 
India, Lord Kitchener is of the opinion that 
when he quits the Dependency this year his 
active career in the army will come to an end; 
unless, of course, a war takes place, when he 
may reasonably look to have one of the chief 
commands. FOr a time, however, he is quite 
prepared to doff his uniform, and lead the life 
of a private individual. He expresses the in- 
tention to purchase a small country estate, not 
too far awa}' from London, vnd to devote him- 
self to raising horses. Lord Kitchener has a 
great love for horses, and it has always been 
one of his ambitions to own his sttid farm. 

He also hopes to revisit Egypt, the scene of 
his former triumphs, and to see the progress 
that is being made with the Gordon Memorial 
College at Khartoum, which was, of course, 
brought into being at his suggestion, and with 
the munificent assistance of the late Cecil 
Rhodes. Kitchener and Rhodes, by the way, 
were very close friends, and i)oth received the 
honorary degree at Oxiord on the same day. 
Mr. Riiodcs iiad a high estimation of Lord 
Kitchener's ability, and once offered liim a 
seat on the boar<l of directors of the British 
South Africa Company, if he would accept it. 
Kitchener, however, saw that his life's work 
lay with the army, and he declined the offer, 
though with considerable regret. Japan is a 
country that he lias often expressed a desire 
to visit, and he hopes siiortly to be in a posi- 
tion to gratify this wish.

War Balloons and Aeroplanes 



. The Zeppelin ship has attained a height of 
5,872 feet about 1^4 miles, so that to meet at- 
tack by such vessels, a high-velocity gun is 
required. The velocity- of translation' is nearly 
20 yards per second, and thusdt is necessary to 
arrange to train a gun fdndefen^e against air- 
ship attack at the rate of"; J^'deg. per' second 
at a range of about 6,000 yards. The" angle of 
elevation required is at least 60 deg., but this 
condition is also easily met. The sighting of 
such a gun, however, introduces a new prob- 
lem. This can be easily understood when we 
think of the ordinary land-service guns which 
are directed against a target confined to the 
horizontal plane; even if moiviiig,''itis«. "move- 
ments are restticted to what, is pi'aciically a 
horizontal plane, whereas 'in ' the^case of an 
airship, not only is the total range 'altering, 
hut the altitude is also subjected to a very 
rapid change. This difficulty has been sitc- 
cessfully arranged for in the Krupp" gun. 
Tliere is also the question of weight and design 
of piajectile to ensure the greatest area of de- 
structive effect. 

Suggested Guns * 
The Krupp firm pro]3oscs three types ot 
guns, one of 6.5-cciitiinelrc bore and 35 cali- 
bres in length on special field carriage. Thjs 
gun, wdiich may he elevated to 60 deg., fires 
an 8.8-lb. projectile at a velocity of 2,025 f^ct 
per second, giving a range of 10,400 yards at 
45 deg. elevation. . Rai)id mobility- is. abso- 
lutely essential for defence against air-sli.ips, 
and interest attaches to the Krupp automol)ilc 
carriage for the high-angle gun. This gun is 
of 7.5 centimetre (2.95-in.) bore, and of 35 
calibres, firing a 14.33 'b- i^rojectile at a velocity 
of 2,130 feet per second, giving a range of 
13,000 yards at 45 deg. elevation. 'Phis, as well 
as a heavier gun, a 40-pounder, is recommended 
for cruiser or fortress work, the possible angle 
being 75 deg. The mounting is of the pivot 
type, bolted to the car- deck, or battery floor. 
The type of projectile required according to 
Lieutenant A. Trevor .Dawson, R.N., writing 
in Engineering, calls- for careful consideration. 

A shrapnel shell normally showers destruc- 
tion, but it remains to be seen whether the 
perforation of gold-beaters' skin b)' the bul- 
lets would cause serious damage to the balloon. 
l^uUets would seriously affect the lighf-propcii- 
ing mechanism and the .cre\y, even were no 
poisonous gases used. A percussion-fuse woii'd 
be ineffectual, and. a time-fuse involves ppssi-' 
bilitics of great inaccuracies; . 

A Promising Suggestion - 
A promising suggestion is to^ fit the pro- 
jectile; with Avhat the Americans call 'a "tracer'' 
at the b.jse of tbe shell. \Vhen the projectile 



leaves the gun a hot flame is lighted, burning 
like a bright star during-.iflifijht. and igniting 
the hydrogen or other gases- m- tile balloon. 
Krupp used on trials a tracer exuding smbke to 
mark the trajectory of the projectile. The'bal- 
loon or aeroplane is vulnerable, but it muht 
first be hit, and this will require very accurate 
marksmanship. In view of the success of our 
gunners, however, we need b)'^ no means des- 
pair. For defending dockyards, forts, etc., 
suitable " batteries of ' balloonrattackihg.',.guns 
should, in the opinion, of LieutenanlJoDawSbn , 
be provided, and these could "easily 'be -built • 
linderground "with suitable guii-ports. ' • 

■ The guiis would engage the airship at about 
lo,Qob yards range, and the airship would be' 
in the danger zone for a considerable time.\ 
But as ships offer the best means of warding- 
off attacks by ships, so the airship of the enemy 
must be niet by better- airships and more 'Of 
them. " .

In her new book on this subject, Miss 
■Jekyll says that to plant and maintain a flower 
border, with a good scheme for color, is by no 
means the easy thing that it is commonly 
supposed." This is true, and the diificulty 
'consists, in the maintaining even- more -than 
m -the;' planting. That, indeed, is so difficult 
'Usatrnot very long ago there was supposed t6 
»e only one wav of doing it — namely, to pull 
up all the plants and replace ihem with others 
twice a vear. And vet. when this was the 
common practice, no one thought about 
. schemes of color at all. If there was a multi- 
tude •.pfi-flowers^violcAtlX-.contfasted, the gar- 
tlencr . was -satisfied; At^'that time the- plants 
jUvece grown for their flowers and nothing else.

This pii-oliieBtJ-'-thdugli 'stili diflficuM, be- 
conies dasier as soon as he is content with a 
rcasftnabld proportion of flowers to leafage, as 
soon as he comes to love plants for the whole 
beauty of their growth and not merely for 
t!re}r' flowers. Miss Jekyll has this love of 
plants, and she delights iti qombining thtm so 
that the growth 'pf one plant sball. be_^ .a,;.foil 
.tislthe^fior^ bfj'ariothen "She is tmweiried in 
th6 pui'.suit of such contrastsj and her book is 
;.full of them, both described and illustrated, 
the result of years of observation and experi- 
ment. She herself lias a large garden, and .she 
Avritcs mainly for those who possess large gar- 
dens,; But many of the effects which she men- 
tions ar.e possible also in small ones. In man)'- 
small gardens, for instance, there arc banks of 
.fe|-ns, but .how- s,eIdom does it occii.r^o^anyjone 
to- plant, the^e ferrts in drifts and ibetween them 
to-put drifts of early flowering bulbs. Miss 
r'Jekyll gives a plan of a bank so planted, with 
the bulbs arranged so that they will harmonize 
in color and also provide a succession of blos- 
som for a good many weeks in early spring- 
There arc drifts of Corydalis . (or Kumaria) 
bulbosa, dog-tooth violet, Scilla amoena, S, 
sibirica, .Anemone blanda, Chionodoxas. Mus- 
. cari,, Scilla bifolia, white crocuses, Puschkinia, 
'ISf^ripissi, minor, nanus, and paUi.dus praecox, 
.^11. of which arc easily grown, at least on light 
soils, while the bare spaces which they leave 
when the}' die down will be covered by the 
.ferns as. they grow up in later spring. In this 
case, of course, there is no attempt to have a 
constant succession of flowers; but there is 
-abundance of blossom at a time when gardens 
•arc often almost flovvcrlcss, with great beauty 
jof sjcafage to follow until far into. the autumn. 
r;*Eliis is only one instance out of many of the 
-Skilful combinations Avhich Miss Jekyll dc- 
.^dribes. The others she must be allowed to 
.sptak .of herself. Many of them are intended 
to fill up nooks and corners of the garden ; 
others are meant for the main borders. Her 
plan with these is to have different borders 
planted so as to be in their prime at different 
times of the year. Thus she has a spring gar- 
den, where tulips arc not grown in isolated 
.regiments, ,ibut, as they shotild be, con,tr^ast|?d 
yitlf^^tliy-lcafag^^^ other plants; then, she Has 
a space for the interval bfetween spring" and 
summer; then 'the June garden, for which she 
eiiurilerates many delicate and unfamiliar con- 
trasts; then her main hardy flower border, 
Avhich is planted to be at its prime in the later 
jiart of the summer: and then a border for 
i?eptcinber alone. She also gives plans for gar- 
dens of special coloring — orange, -gre;^, ! goldi 
blue and greeri. ' ; ! '

from her book. Her system of color is well 
known and has often been discussed. The 
main idea of it is the contrivance of phases 
of color passing one into the other without 
strong contrasts, or with strong contrasts only 
rarely introduced. Thus at one end there is 




a phase of blue'and'-Whit'e -with pale.yellow and 
very pale pink.'; -T^hisy phase' passes through 
stronger yellow to orange and red in the cen- 
ter; and then the color again grows quieter, 
passing from deep yellow to pale yellow, white 
and pale pink, and finally to purple and lilac. 

Now this avoidance of strong contrasts is 
perhaps therbest5pIai|- for> a- border' 
arranged '.sb' fthat* if * will^ be^ yery^ of "•blos- 
som at oiie particiilar time of the year. But, 
when a border is planted for cohtihuity-of'blbs- 
soiii, it must, if well planned, have many fewer 
flowers out at any particular time. You can 
have your whole border in flower sorne of the 
time, or' some of your border in flower all the 
time, but you cannot have all your border in 
fl6^^rc^ all t^ a border that is full 

of'biosso'm therg' is' always some danger of 
garishtteis^, ;amd Missrjekyirs color schemes 
are dfesigned'tb avoid; this. But' the danger is 
less when the propbrtion;bf 'leafage is a good 
deal greater than the proportion of flower; 
and, -where' this is the case, tamcness rather 
than garishness has to be avoided. Amid 
great masses of greenery the eye looks for 
some strong emph asis of color; and this can 
bctt be obtained by vivid contrasts here and 
there, cojitra'sts' of -orange and purple, or blue 
and iscarlct^ or even of -the right oppositcs of 
blue and yellow or crimson and purple. In 
the pictures of 'great colorists there'are nearly 
alwaj's these strong clashes somewhere, as, for 
instance, in the scarlet and blue of Ariadne's 
dress in Titian's Bacchus and Ariadne; and 
such clashes are far more difficult to contrive 
successfully in a picture than with flowers in 
tlic ppcn: air, , 'Miss. Jekyll has them herself, 
aii'd ther^-- are' ^Ven discords in her scheme, 
without which it would be a little insipidi Thus 
the gardener who is planning his' border for 
the whole flowering year will do welt to de- 
vise strong contrasts at intervals, and to con- 
trive that at the time when they occur they 
shall be surrounded with considerable masses 
of greenei'y for a foil. In spring he can have 
at the front of liis .bordei' yellow tulips rising 
frqm among patches of purple Aubrietia, or 
Wallflowers- mixed with Forget-me-nots and 
the pifik'and White Tulip Picotee. This makes 
a most delicate; discord ; but those whose taste 
is for something less daring can substitute the 
yellow and brown in T. billetiana for Picotee. 
A display of this kind lasts only a short tiiwe, 
and must be followed by some kind of summer 
bedding, if the border is not to look dull and 
ragged for the rest of the year. But there is 
no reason., why all- the .front of the border 
should be- filled with these spring flowering 
plants. Their splendor can be tempered with 
large patches of Piiiks, and theirflowers 'will 
look all the better for the foil of the pvev 
green leaves of the Pinks. Then, when they 
go out' of flower, their places may be taken bv 
Snapdragons and Oenothera taraxaci folia and 
other plants that can be easily raised from 
seed to flower the same year. It is almost im- 
possible, especially in the front of the border, 
to, depend . entirely.; upon , piermanent plants. 
Every gardener, however miich he may object 
to bedding out, finds sooner or later that he 
must make some compromise with it, if he is 
to keep his borders in good order from A|)ril 
to October. Miss Jekyll has no pedantry in 
this matter and she makes the best kind of 
compromise, introducing bedding plants wher- 
ever she thinks they .will look well, but not in 
3Uch.;quafltitief'asyto.'make. her border' look.at 
any-tiiriei'as'jf?it^had-;been'all~n^ 

This kind of occasional bedding can be con- 
tinued without miich trouble or expense, and 
without devastating the garden just when it: 
ought to be looking its best. Without it, it is 
impossible to grow some of the finest sjiring 
bulbs successfully, especially tulips; for these, 
if they are planted in the border, will not usu- 
ally cotitinue to tbrive unless they are lifted 



when they die down: since tall herbaceous 

plants growin.g up about them prevent their 
bulbs from ripening off \\\ the suninici', if 
they are left in the ground. There is nothing 
to equal the May tulips for color in Ala.\- ; 
and they are so brilliant that they look best 
when used sjjaringly in clumps among the 
fresh green of growing herbaceous plants,, A 
hundred of them will make a whole border 
splendid, even if nothing else is flowering in 
it at the same time; but, if ihey are to look 
tiieir best, they slioukl be artfully arran.qcd 
without cither monotony nr loo .threat divcrsily 
of color. It is safe enough lo plant a border 
with tulips ail of the same kind, but tiic most 
..brilliant effects arc got only by calculated au- 
dacity. When tulips of different colors are 
used, they should be dotted about in clumps, 
each cluiiip of one variety, all over the border, 
for where there is diversity of color there 
should not be formality' :of arrangement. .'Vise 
diversity of color, especiall}- in flowers of the 
same kind, should be attempted only within 
ccrt.-iiii limits, 'rinis, the crimson scu'lct nf 
Tulipa Gesnesiana or the orange scarlet <if 
L^a iMerveille should not be introduced amon,g 
the more delicate pink shades of the Darwin 
'tiilips. Orange aiid scarlet seldoin look well 
with colors at all near to them. They require 
either .green or a strong contrast of blue or 
purple. P)Ut among the Darwin tulips there 
is now a fresh i-an.t^e of c.dors, both strong and 
delicate, ;ui(l most of tliem can be combined 
with both brilliance and safely. With llicni 
can be mixed the rich i)ink of Shandon JJclls 
(now usually known as Isabella), the pink and 
white of P.icotee, the delicate yellow of Leg- 
horn Bonnet, and the still paler" yellow, pass- 
ing into white, of Vitellina. For a strong con- 
trast there is nothing to beat a combinatioii 
of Vitellina \vith the dtisky Sultan, a variety 
which .gives depth ;uid force to any harmony 
of the more delicate colored tulips. 

W'c have spoken of tulips at scimc. length., 
both because their color effects can be studied 
at the inoment, and because there arc no flow- 
ers from which theisecr^ts qf, color can; be bet- 
ter leariit. Indee'cl.^Vth'fey"'^^^^^^ 'all' 
flowers in the garden in;,their comlMnalioii o," 
variety, force, purity,- ' and ''delicacy. .Ml of 
these <|ualities are necessar}- for a reall)- f'jne 
color scheme in a border, as in a picture. 
There must be variety, or the interest of col- 
or is soon exhausted. There must be force, or 



the eye Avill have nothing to rest on. There 
must be puritj-, or every color will seem dis- 
cordant; and there must be delicacy, or the 
whole effect \\'ill be either monotonous or dis- 
tracting. . But all . these qualities cannot be 
combined without balance. ' That is a . vague 
term,- but; wc. mean by.Jt a right -proportion 
and distribution of stronger and Weaker col- 
ors all through the scheme. .Balance is the se- 
cret of the success of all audacious color in 
any kind of art ; and it is as necessary to a bor- 
der as to a picture or a ]5iccc of embroidery. 
.Miss jekyll, as wc ha\-e said, provides balance 
by me.'uis of phases of color. She iirctcrs these 
to strong contrasts. But where there are 
strong contrasts there is an even greater need 
of balance. A border will never look "well if 
there are strong colors at one end of it and 
weak ones at the other. There must he points 
of about the same force of color evenly dis- 
tributed throughout if the eye is- to be .satis- 
lied, .-dlhough the colors themselves may be 
sti-on.qlv oonlrasted. Thus, if there arc stron.i:;' 
contrasts of color in a border, they should be 
|)laced at definite inter\'als, with harmonics 
and more delic-ate contrasts in between them; 
and there should ■ be these alternations of 
strength and delicacy at the back and front 
of the border, as avcII as along it. The strength 
must not be eitliei- all in the fore.gromid' or all 
in the background. Where a liorder is arrang- 
ed for liarmony rather than fm- cvintrasl, it is 
a ii.-iUiral arran.gcmeiU to have the p;ilcr colors 
in front and the deeper behind; but. where 
there arc strong contrasts, these must balance 
each • other; in - every part?,- and the: gardener 
should'cousider these first ofiS.il. wte^ he plans 
bi& border;' an d , having settled them ■'he- s.h^ 
arrange his'quietcr effects *iri between; *lfe'-ckn 
alvvaj-s use white flowers and .grey foliage'to 
effect the transition from one contrast to an- ■ 
othel-. When, for instance, he contrives a eon- 
lr;isL of Oran.ge lilies and blue Campanulas, he 
call' siu'round it \villi Sanlo!in;i or lavender, 
interspersed with Madonna lilies, before he 
comes to another contrast of deep blue l.,arks- 
pur and .the>darIc;PIemeroca.llis. And at some 
■littlci distance- from these stronger contrasts he 
can conibinc the pale blue Delphinium Bella- 
donna with the apricot-colored Lilium testa- 
ceum, or Pcnslcrnons with Gyp.sophila pani- 
culata. ft is cas.^- ciiou.qli to contrive good 
contrasts between different plants that flower 
at the same time, but less easy to cbntrive all 



these m a well-balanced whole without either 
monotony or discord ; and the difficulty grows 
greater as tlic summer advances, ;and : colors 
grow less delicate and pure. One can only give 
hints and suggest principles. There should be 
no formulae in gardening; for a garden is. in- 
teresting only when it expresses the taste of its 
owner; and there must be some individuality 
in that, just as ihere is sure to be something 
peculiar in the circumstances of the garden. 
Thus, no book on gardening can be a complete 
guide m mattcrs- cithcr of taste. or of horticul- 
ture; but books like Miss Jekyl'i's may save the 
reader from making many mistakes, and may 
suggest to him many beautiful effects that he 
would never have found by himself,^ '>« ;, : '•

/ THE COMPOST HEAi\; .^: ^^^ 

Since the introduction of artifi'cial.'nianureB 

less attention has been given to compost, and 
although the application ■ of compost entails 
more labor than the use of artificial manures, 
there arc many inslanees where the vegetable , 
and animal refuse on a farm might be utilized 
to advantage, by* making it into compost con- 
sisting of lime mixed with all kinds of refuse 
and waste materials such as weeds, road scrap- 
ings, ditch cleanings, earth mould, leavc-s, flesh 
refuse, fish bones, etc. Lime should be mixed 
in the proportion of one part to three or four 
parts of the other materials. Lime hastens thf, 
reduction (if the material incredients of the 
substances in the com[)ost to suitable plant 
food. . Applications of lic|uid manure also as- 
sist this^actibn, and, further, greatly improve 
the quality 'of. the .compost. A compost heap 
may be madenri^^ariy'cbriveni'ciil situation, 'xf, 
however, it is intended to add liquid manure, 
the bottom of the heap should be made water- 
tight to prevent waste. Bringing about more 
rapid and even decay of the materials is ex- 
pedited by periodically turning over the heap. 
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MAN, THE DESTROYER 

There is a place,6ri^aricoti 
not many iyears ag^ the forest was dense 'witli 
great trees, which had required centuries to 
produce them. Beneath the surface were beds 
of valuable coal, the product of uncounted ayes 
of vegetable growth. The coal remained lock- 
ed in what seemed to be one of Nature's safety 
vaults. The forest was free to the winds and 
rains of heaven. Now and then some hoary 
giant fell to earth, but always a successor 
arose in his place. For more centuries than we 
can even guess this process had been going on. 
., Then one day a man came. It so happened that 
one of the giant forest sentinels had fallen at 
its post and in so dcnng had disturbed the soil 
in which its feet \\ere rooted, thus exposing 
the coal that lay beneath. The man. saw it and 
wanted it. .-Viid so the forest had to come 
down; the coal had to be dug; and now little 
remains but bare fields and great caverns be- 
neath them. ' In some places other men are 
tilling the fields and deriving some gain for 
so doing. In time the soil may be covered 
with orchards; but the caverns Ijeiicatli can 
never be lilled ;igain. Ichabod is \\'rilten on 
their walls. There are hundreds of places all 
aver the world whereof a similar story can be 
told. Wherever man has gone he has taken 
with iiim the spirit of destruction. 

We read in history of the grain-laden ships 
that came from cities on the north coast of 
Africa carrying food for Imperial Rome. There 
werp great centres of population along the 
stouthern shore of the Mediterranean two thou- 
sand years ago. Doubtless at that time the 
mountain slopes, now only an expanse of rocks 
and arid sand, were clothed with forests. But 
the forests have gone, and with them the 
fertility of the land and all its commercial 
gt;eatness. ,. The same thing is true of other 
places in the Old World. Whence came the 
gold of Ophir; the treasures of Roman and 
Eastern courts, the countless gems that' be- 
decked the garments, thrones and buildings of 
eastern princes and potentates?' Whence came 
the silver, whicli was the money of mankind 
for many centuries? Where was the copi)cr 
mined from which the bronze of by-gone eras 
:was formed? Wc ask these questions almost 
•in vain, but we know that long before the 
dawn of the historical period man, the destroy- 
•er,>had ftiitnd out tlie hiding places of Nature 
and had robbed them' of their wealth. What 
he has thus taken he can never restore. He 
■■ may he a])lc by great cost and skill to re- 
l)lacc some of the forests that lie has destroy- 
ed, but the mines, -which he has exhausted, 
must forever remain barren, unless some great 
cataclysm forces up a fresh supply of ores 
.frpm the depths to which he cannot go. Not 
that we Jknow of the existence of metalliferous 
stoi^cs in. the undisturbed strata, if there are 
any, which lie, far down beneath our feet. If 
any valuable conclusion can be drawn from 
.such eruptions as have occurred within histori- 
cal times, there is no source from which ex- 
liausted mines can be replenished. 

]\Ian's destructiveness has not Ijeen limited 
to inanimate nature, but has invaded the 
animal kingdom as well. Within the lifetime 
of men of middle age the ])rairies of this Con- 
tinent were the feeding grounds of myriads of 
buffaloes. The earth shook under their rush- 
ing feet. All that is left of them arc a few, 
which escaped the general slaughter, and are 
being preserved with great care so that the 
race may not become \\ holly extinct. What is 
true of the bnfi'alo is true of other animals. 
Thr extinction nf clcnhants is i)roceeding 
with axcclleratcd sjiced. Men shoot them in 
pure wantoiuiess, and claim great credit for so 
doing. He is reckoned a mighty hunter, who 
with a rifle resembling a small cannon kills 
a creature as large as a small house. Wc arc 
exterminating the lordly moose and elk. The 
graceful deer has been driven from vast re- 
gions, where imcc he roamed in thousands. 
.Mai^ has iiuaded the sea, for he is not con- 
tent to do his work of destriiction on land. He 
has slaughtered whales so persistently that 
they are nearly extinct in waters where once 
they were mnnerous. These great creatures 
roamed the seas molesting no one, but man, 
the destroyer, wanted them, and they too must 
die in order that he may be satisfied. For- 
tunately, there arc hiding places in the seas 
where man cannot <^n. else he hatl long ago 
slaughtered tlu- lisli. .Vs it is he has in many 
cases greatly reduced the number of them. 

lUit man does not conhjie his work o\ de- 
struction to ihc earth and sea. He is ex- • 
hausting tlie life producing agenc}- of the 
atmosjihcre, for scientific men tell us that 
something must be done to replenish the sup- 
ply of nitrogen, if food plants are to be suc- 
cessfully produced for an indefinite period. 
Lately wc have erected poles in the air and 
are sending out from them gpreat waves of 
energy, the nature and effect of which we do 
not know. If there is any argument to be 
drawn from analog}-, we may well ai^prehend 
that they, like everything else that man has 
(lone, will destroy something. "So God 
created man in. his own image," says the 
writer of the first chapter of the Book of 
Genesis, and gave him dominion over all that 
'He had created. His dominion has been one 
;;of destruction. The v.'orld is immensely less 
fit for permanent habitation now than it once 
was. We saw in the series of articles on Great 
Inventions how very l.nrge a part of human 
necessity is the residt of human ingenuity. 
Alan may be God-like in knowledge; but he 
wholly lacks the faculty of creation. He kills, 
burns and destroys. He takes the growth of 
centuries, converts it into ^uildings, and soon- 



er or later the fire in its turn converts it into 
.,-rg^ ashes. He searches out the places 

-\y^liere .nature has hidden the products of un- 
riumbe^^^^^ centuries of vegetable, grovi^th , and 
straightway p to burn it4up,5;and'^^^h^ 

dbesTit4ih such a destructive wayi'Stliat he 
■wastes I. ''(Eighty- live per cent of the ''stored- up 
energy in order to utilize the remaining fif- 
teen per cent. He robs the earth of its fertility 
so that, whereas an acre would once produce 
enough wheat to feed four men for a year, in 
many cases it now produces only enough for 
two, and in others it will tiot produce grain at 
all. "Man' is boi^n to destruction," says the 
well known text, and it is true in niorie than 
one sense. He is horn to destroy. He de- 
stroys even his own kind. Lions do not prey- 
on other lions. Even woh'cs do not prey on 
other wolves except in extreme cases. But 
man exterminates his fellows. .As we know 
the American Indian dies as the white man 
approaches. And this is not a solitary instance 
of the kind. History gives us faint glimpses of 
races that have wholly perished. -Where are 
the people whom the Goths, Huns and Vandals 
drove before them when they set out on their 
western migration? Where' are the millions 
who filled the crowded cities of southwestern 
,-\.sia? They have disappeared with the fertility 
of the land which nourished them, only they 
for the most part fell victims to the sword. 
Where are the races which peopled India be- 
fore the hordes from the north came down up- 
on them in a resistless tide? Perhaps some of 
them are left, but most of them have vanished. 

What will be the end of it all? Man can- 
not go on indefinitely destroying everything in 
order that he may live in \vhat he chooses lo 
regard as neces.sary surroundings. Civilization 
is built upon destruction. How long Avill it 
stand Avhen there is nothing left to be de- 
stroyed?: Will the race itself perish until only 
a few survivors are left, and will Nature then 
assert herself, and send her snow, ice and fires 
to purge the earth and make it fit anew for 
human habitation ? There is just a slight reason 
to believe that something like this did once 
haiipen. 

BLENHEIM AND AFTERWARDS 

When in 1700 Charles II of Spain died, the 
branch of the' House of Hapsburg, which had 
reigned in" Spain, became extinct, and Louis 
XIV, Ic grand monarque, as his admirers call- 
ed him," deternn'ned that a representative of the 
House of Bourbon should occupy the throne 
of the peninsular kingdom. .-Ygainst this Eng- 
land protested, and her protests were seconded 
by the Dutch. Austria, I'russia and ,Savoy. To 
cany tiieir protests into effect ail army was 
placed in the field and the Duke of Marl- 
borough was placed in command of it, al- 
though his powers as commander-in-chief were 
greatl.v restricted by the claims or the' com- 
manders of the continental contingents. " 

Alarlborough, as the most conspicuous 
figure of his age, calls for more than passing 
notice, ile was born in 1650, his father hav- 
ing been Winston Churchill, a man of excel- 
lent family, but small means. At an early age 
he showed a strong tendency towards military 
life, and at sixteen years of age was given a 
commission in the Guards, through the favor 
of the Duke of York, in whose household he 
then was, and almost immediately was sent to 
Tangier, where operations were being carried 
on against the Moors. lie returned after a 
short experience in the field, and remained in 
attendance at court for several years. He at- 
tracted the favorable notice of a famous court 
beauty, who, knowing his inpecunious condi- 
tion, made him a present of £5,000, which the 
young man had the prudence to invest in an 
annuity, thus dis])laying at a ver-v early age 
that fondness Uiv money, which in later years 
so marked his character, in 1672 F.ngland 
sent 6,000 tr()oj)s to aid Louis XI\' in his v,'ar 
with the Dutch, and young Churchill went 
with them, winning in the campaign, which 
ensued, the very high commendation of the 
great French general Turenne. For his ser- 
vices he was made a baron. He held high 
command under James II, but this did not pre- 
vent him from intriguing with William of 
Orange, and when that sovereign ascended the 
throne, Churchill did not heslitatc to intrigue 
for the restoration of the Stuarts, i'.ut Wil- 
liam was wise in his day and generation, and 
he used his knowledge of Churchill's treachery 
to keep him from overt acts. When Anne 
came to the throne. Lady Churchill, who had 
been her favorite maid of honor, became a 
great favorite and her husband's position be- 
ing thus rendered secure, no sns])icion of 
treachery ever thereafter attached to him. lie 
was created V.iu'l of Marlborough Ijy William 
J II, the dukedom ])eing conferrerl upon him 
after the successful cain[)aign of 170,^. After 
the peace of Utreclu, wiiich ended the war of 
the Spanish Succession, Marlborough found 
him.self deeply involved in court intrigues, and 
lost the favor of the Queen. He went to the 
Continent, where he remained until the acces- 
sion of George 1, when he returned to rea.s- 
snme his former military i)osts, but he took 
very little jjart after this date in ]niblic affairs 
and died in 1722, in his scvent)--sec(in(l ye;ir, 
Marlborough's great source of strength lay in 
his infinite pains in matters of detail and his 
sublime caiirage arid coolnciss under all condi 
tions. lie! was, a man of consummate address 
and personally "exceedingly popular with all 
with whom he came into contact, althougji this 
did not prevent his rivals from doing every- 
thing in their power to thwart his plans. 

Marlborough took the field against the 
French in 1703. He was invariably success- 
ful, although none of his achievements in that j 



year were of the first rank. He was greatly 
hainpe^^d,-;l3y'4he.iDutth|^^ unable 
to persiikde yto' leay^ H e 

wished to invade France, but the English 
"troops under him were too few to warrant 
such an attempt. What can be said chiefly of 
the campaign of 1703 was that it demonstrated 
that the French were not invincible, and it was 
this more than the brilliancy of any special 
achievement that led to his being elevated to 
the first.- place in the peerage. The French 
were in no Svay dismayed by their lack of suc- 
cess, and the following year sent an army out 
with the express purpose of laying seige to 
Vienna. This force was sixt-v thoitsand strong, 
ami ])erhaps the finest army that 'ever up to 
thnt time liad left France. .As soon as it was 
well on its march, Marlborough look matters 
into his own hand.s. Hitherto he had been 
hampered by the objections of the comniand- 
ers of- the allied' forces, but he communicated 
to them neither what he •haci learned of the 
plans of the French' iior those'that he had him- 
self formed. He marched with fifty thou- 
sand men into l')avaria. and encountered the 
l'"rcnch near lilenheim. I'lie fight was a spirit- 
ed one. .At tlie outset the I'rcncli luu! tin: best 
of il, and the Continental troops luuler Prince; 
Eugene were driven back in confusion three 
times. Even the English cavalry could make 
no impression, on the eiieniy.'s lines; but the 
genius of Marlbdroiigh "wrestecl victory but .of 
the jaws of defeat, and the overthrow of' th^ 
French was complete. Nearly half the army, 
which had set out from France on what seem- 
ed a triumphal march to Vienna, lay dead or 
wounded u[)on the field of battle, .-md .Marl- 
borough had ten thousand prisoners in his 
hands. It was an epoch-mak-ing victory, and 
its effects wp.uld.'h^ve, been c\ en more teUipg, 
if it had, not'beeri^'/qi the jciibjusy with '-wlucii 
the Contineiital-,':,;gen.(srals regarded . Mai'J-. 
borough's successes;'- 

Louis XIV was not to be daunted by one 
unfortunate campaign, and the f'.dlowing year, 
1705, found a new French arm_\- in the field. 
Again hampered by his allies. .Marlborough 
was unable to accomplish much, although he 
inflicted a severe - defeat upon -the French be- 
fore the walls of Ltfifvain. In May of the fol- 
lowing year, the French challenged the allies 
in the open field, and the result was the splen- 
did victory of Ramillies, which freed Flanders 
and Brabant from French control, IJuf this 
victory Fad no lasting effect, for the 0|)era- 
tions wdiich followed it were rather favor.ablc 
on the wdiole to the French, and this dctcrmin- 
• ed Marlborough to fis^ijeyerything upon a gen- 
eral engagement. Th^ result was,, the. Victory 
of Qudenarde, after which Marlborough wish- 
ed to advance on Paris, the road to which lay 
open ; but once more the cautious counsels and 
the ill-concealed jealousies of his allied com- 
manders defeated his plans. Then came the 
seige of Lille, in wdiich thirty thousand 
Frcnchnicu perished before the city capitulat- 
ed. Then the I'rcncli made their final effort 
with one hundred and fifty thousand men, 
only to meet with a telling, defeat at .Malpla- 
quet. The war dragged on until 1712, Avhen 
England, tired of fighting for jealous and un- 
certain allies, concluded peace with France, 
which was. liowever, little more than a tem- 
porary arrangement. Two years later the 
treaty of Utrecht was signed and the War 
of the Spanish Successiijti came to an entl. ]!y 
this treaty England gained much, nameh-, the 
recognition of the claim of the House of Han- 
over to the Crown of Hanover; the expulsion 
of the Pretemler from France; the cession of 
Newfoundland. Acadia and the Mndsoii Bay 
Territories; the undisputed possession of 
Gibraltar and a favorable commercial treaty 
with France. France lost heavily in addition 
to what she was forced tn cede to h'ngland in 
America. Her claims to the Spanish crown 
vvcrc extinguished ; the ambition of Louis to 
be the arbiter of Europe was defeated ; French 
military prestige became a thing of the past, 
and an era of suffering and poverty was in- 
auguraied, udiich founcl its consummation in 
the Revolution. Such were the consequences 
of the trinm])b of the great Duke of Alarl- 
borough at Bleidieim. That victory has a spe- 
cial interest to Canadians, for it made Canada, 
as a part of the British luiipirc, iiossiblc. 



REIGNING HOUSES 

A\'licn one considers how few families have 
occupied thrones during Iiistorical times, it is 
not surprising that the idea of the divine right 
of kings has found many advocates. It is 
true tlnit. as in (he case of our own Koyal 
House, there li;i\-c been many interrupt ions of 
the direct line of dcsceiU, hut the line has 
been niaintaiiu.'fl. Thus since the time of the 
Saxcjii 1 Icjit.-Li'chy, almost \vilhoiil interrup- 
tion, the s;imc blood h;i,s run in the ^■eins of 
all the sovereigns who ha\'e sat uijon the 
throne of England. People, who are curious 
in such matters and are able to . supplement 
ascertained facts by efforts of the imagination 
not wholly improbable, .will tell you that His, 
Majesty King Edward VII can trace his 
descent to King David of Israel ; but on this 
point it is needless lo say anything cxcej-^t 
that a House that was royal a tliousand years 
ago may well have been royal a long time 
previously. Be tins as it niay,:Aye. thinks it-may 
be claimed successfully that the R6yaU:Hquse 
of England is older by far than any of the 
other reigning families of Europe, that is, of 
course, older as a reigning house, for of neces- 
sity all families are in one sense of the word 
(.if equal anticpiity. This must of course be 
cpialified to some extent, that is if by the word 
"family" is meant a distinct group of people, 
who from generation to generation have been 



apart from the rest of the community. In an 
article on this page dealing with the early 
history of the 'English, mention is made of 
the lower grades, in tlie social fabric. In these 
grades the family relation was by no means 
closely observed, as indeed it Was not in Rus- 
sia, so far as the serfs were concerned, within 
the lifetime of men now living. We say 
sometimes that families cannot be traced be- 
yond a certain period, and the reason may 
often be that there were no families to be 
traced. A somewhat similar condition pre- 
■yailed in the Southern States during^ the times 
of'slavery. There are many persons of negro 
descent ^whb ""bear the names of the estates 
upon wiiich they were born. At one time this 
condition was common all over Europe. Yet 
during those periods of uncertain descent cer- 
tain families kept their lineage at least ap- 
parently pure. These fannlies are not all 
royal or noble by any means, nor arc all the 
royalties of ancient lineage, Indeed some of 
the riiore modern of them have' to be content 
to trace their descent to some one who could 
say' with Napoleon, when asked as to his de- 
scent: "Moe! Je snis un ancestre." He was 
hiH own ;uiccstor and one from wbom others 
^vould be i:)roud to trace their lineage. Wc 
read of families founded l)y such and such a 
person. Of course this does not mean that 
the founder did not have ancestors, but only 
thaOli^y, could not be- distinguished from the 
mas^vofr t^^ community. . ' ' 

"'Reference is made in the ai^'ticid on Blen- 
heim fo the^Housc of Hapsburg, This is one 
of the oldest of 'the reigning houses of Euroj^e. 
The name comes from tiie old Swiss castle of 
Ilabsbiirg, in the Canton of Aar. Here lived 
W'erncr, count of llabsburg, and his name 
finds a place in written historj- in 1099, when 
ae confirmed to the monks of Muri certain 
■ grants made by his ancestors:. It is known 
that his grandfather built the castle about 
1020. |The famil)' was wealthy, and we find 
one of them, who died in 1199, called Albert 
the Rich, and we read that his son placed a 
large amount of monc}' at the disposal of the 
Enipcror Frederick If, in considerat'on of 
which he was granted a new countshiiJ. From 
this time onward the history of the family is 
well, established. In the 'early part. ol,. the 
Thirteenth 'Century a Goimt Hapsburg-': mar- 
ried a member of the family to which, the Em- 
peror Frederick belonged, and it is from this 
union that the royal House of Hapsburg is 
descended. Thus the family traces- on the 
female side to I-Vederick Isarbarossa, one of 
the greatest of the German emperors, and also 
to the Kings of Sicily. Barbarossa was iiim- 
sclf of noble but not of royal descent;: .^He ,'was 
born in 1123; but the Sicilian :kmgsi':frqiiu 
whom the wife of Albert of Hapsburg^was^^^ 
scended on her mother's side, had been i-oyal 
for four generations. They were doubtless of 
Norman descent. Thus the Mouse of Haps- 
burg combines the blood of the Northmen 
witli that of the Swiss nnjuntaineers, in both 
cases being descended from races that have 
never been in slavery. 

Rudolf of Hapsburg was elected King of 
Germany in 1273, and five years later- took 
possession of Austria as well as of other 
neighboring countries. For a time Rudolf's 
descendants were excluded from the throne, 
but they regained it later, only to lose it once 
more. In 1506 Philip of IJajjsburg became 
King of Spain in his mother's right, and his 
son was the great ['".miieror Charles A', who 
in 1 53 1 granted .-Austria to l-'erdinaml of llaixs- 
biirg, the finmdcr of the present .Austrian tly- 
nasty. The male line of this branch of the 
family became extinct in 1700, but the suc- 
cession was continued by -Maria Theresa, and 
has continued unimpaired until the present 
dny. 

I'Voni this brief epitome it will be seen 
that the llaiisburgs have been a reigning fam- 
ilv of great flistinctiem and hax'c jda^-cd an ex- 
ceedingly proinineiU ]iart in the affairs of 
Europe. It has been perhaps the most dis- 
tinguished of all the royal houses, for it has 
given sovereigns to more than one nation, 
and some of its sons have been largely influ- 
ential in determining the history of the world. 
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THE BIRTH OF THE NATIONS. 



The British II., Angles, Saxons and Jutes. 

In the heart of that ]ieninsula \vhich se])- 
arates the Baltic froni the .N'orth sea lies a 
district called Sleswick', but in old times, 
known by the name of Angeln or England, 
and inhabited by a vSaxon tribe called the 
Ivigles. In those ancient days this strip of 
land was a waste of "heather and sand, girt 
along the coast vvith ri sunless woodland, 
broken here and there by meadows that crept 
down to the marshes and to the sea. "What 
is now Bower Hanover and Oldenburg was 
jieoided b)' rither tribes of the same ■■ race, 
which inhabited .Angeln, the Saxons of West- 
]:)halia who lived between tiie .VVcscr and the 
.Eviilnc, and the Easiphalian Saxons wlio own- 
:■ edvvthe • land wateired.- by the Elbe. North of, 
Engeln on the Island of; jutlaiid ; lived ; the 
Jutes,' still another Saxon clan. 

These different tribes, . though primarily 
they held little intercour.se with, one another, 
lived much the- same -sOrt. of life, thc gbv- 
ormnent of one being a replica of the govern- 
ment of another. Thi pro^vinces were divided 



into tovVnships, separated one from the other 
by a belt of timber and incidentally it is in- 
teresting to notice the derivation of the Word 
. "town" which came froniij^the; old word "tun/' 
meaning the rough renc(j :'"or ' t^ which 
served as the primitive fortification.:about the 
tii'iistered dwellings. The pocial 'cenirre of 'thc 
town was the home of the aetheling or eorl, 
who was granted his position of highest in the 
community because he could trace his descent 
from the earliest settlers in the country, the 
first owners -of the land, who were able to re- 
tain; it; by. riglit of might against all others. 
Around'the .honie of the corl were the smaller 
houses of the freelings or cerls, all men of 
equal standing in the township and distin^ 
guished from the class beneath them by the 
term "free-necked and weaponed men," for 
they had never bowed their heads to a master, 
and' had the right to bear sw'ord and spear 
and avenge any injury done themselves or 
their kindred, 'i'he lact or nnfree man had no 
right to any land ; he nnist rent his house or 
property from a freeman, who under such con- 
ditions became his "lord," The laets weire 
either descendants of the later comers to the 
country or else of the earlier dwellers, those 
who had lost their rights, through defeat in 
battle. The lowest class ^\•ere the slaves who 
had no rights at all and who were drawn prin- 
ciiKilly from the ranks of criminals. Debt made 
slaves of many, and the children of bondmen 
became bondmen also. ' \., : 

We find th'e eaftiest forth of British' justice 
among these primitive communities.. The 
"blood-wite" or compensation in money for 
personal injury was the tribe's first effort to. 
curb lawless revenge. If one man of a family ^ 
had been wronged by a man of another family 
each family took up its member's cause, either 
to claim, redress or to give it. In this way 
each kinsmai} became^,;'aris\^^^ for his 
brother, and siich an-'instiHitic)^^^^^^ made its 
restraining infiuence felt. It 'was this "bloody 
wite" that caused all kinsmen to fight side by 
side in war and to endeavor to distinguish 
themselves by their bravery and endurance for 
the honor of their house. • , ' 

Districts were named for the families who 
owned them, thus the Harling's "tun" became 
Harlington, the "tun" of Worthing, Worthing- 
ton. Land was held in common by the free- 
men, each man haying the right to allow his 
'cattle to. graze in the pastures, except in the 
early spring,^ when; the grass b'egan- to' igrow. 
1'he fences" were ■'eriscted so that ' every man 
should have his portion until the harvest "vvas 
over, wdien the fciices were removed ami ,.itll 
division at an end. Every village had a moot 
or a council which met periodically at ' the 
moot-hill or sacred tree to make the laws for 
the community. At these meetings new^ set- 
tlers were enrolled as citizens, farmers settled 
their differences according to the regulations, 
and four men were chosen to follow the head- 
man to •hundred-court or wai;.^v;;pTeeri';ini his 
history thus writes of this ^ns"titttt^oi^^'''"'"'^^^^^ 

"It is 'with a reverence, such as it stirred 
by the sight of the head-waters of some 
mighty river, that one looks back to these vil- 
lage moots of Friesland or Sleswick. It was 
here that England learned to be "a mother of 
parliaments." It was in these tiny knots of 
farmers that the men, from whom Englishmen 
were to spring, learned. the worth of public 
opinion, of public disctission, the worth of the 
agreement, the 'common-sense,' the gfenet-al 
conviction to which discussion leads, "as"6f' the 
laws which derive their force from being ex- 
pressions of that general conviction. A humor- 
ist of our own day has laughed at parliaments 
as 'talking shops,' and the laugh has been 
echoed by some who have taken humor for 
argument. But talk is persuasion and per- 
suasion is force, the one force which can sway 
freemen to d<?eds such as those whiclv.have 
riiadc England what she is. The 'talk' of the 
village moot, the strife and judgment of men 
giving freely their own rede and setting it as 
freel)' asiTle for what they learn . to be the 
wiser rede of other men, is the groundwork of 
English history," 

This hundred-moot was composed of mem- 
bers from the different villages who were sup- 
posed to be the representatives of their com- 
munities. It was a sort of court of appeal and 
settled all matters between the different town- 
ships and ga\'c judgment upon all the graver 
crimes. .-Vbovc the hundrcil-moot again was 
the l'"olk-mo(Tt. which was the general muster 
of the people in arms, and the real parliament 
of the whole tribe. In both the constitutional 
forms, the forms of deliberation and decision 
were the same. In-each the priests proclaim- 
ed silence, the ealdofmen' of higher blopd 
si'jokc, groups of freeiTien' ^rqin.' eiach -jtbw^ 
stood around, shaking their ispeaKs' In' aSs'e'iiti 
clashing shields in . a])i)lausc. settling matters 
in the end by loud shouts of "aye." or "nay." 

We know more of the political life of these 
forefathers of ours than we do of their social 
life. In this resi)ect, llowe^■er, they probably 
differed very' little from the other German 
tribes, wiiom we know to have been great 
huntsmen, famous sailors and fierce warriors. 
Roman civilization had its effect upon them, 
as is evidenced by the discoveries which have 
been made in the districts, Roman coins have 
been unearthed at Sleswick, proving that com- 
merce must have existed lictwcen tlie two peo- 
ples ; the ves.scls of twisted glass, which we 
know our Saxon grandparents used, were like- 
ly of Roman make, as were many of the metal 
ornaments, which they woi^c. -The "alerfe,ast" 
was the centre of their social life we 'ai^e t'b 
but while this may seem very barberous to us 
now, considering the times and the conditions 
such a feast was; not without its dignity. The

The Koart of a Gypsy 
Perhaps, in this West of ours we can better

' TiiSre' is a ici^^ the ever- 

present ocean, and by . ever-present is meant 
lhat quality which inspires' the sense of always 
being part of the deepest of our thoughts, for 
our noblest thoughts, whether we admit it or 
not, are bound to be tinged with the inipres- 
. sion we have of our surroundings, and we can- 
. not get far enough away from the ocean to be 
out o£ mind pt it, either in the silver shimmer 
' of the ivater itself or the echo of its song in 
tlie swaying trees. And with the trees them- 
, selves we feel a sort of comradeship, even the 
• least imaginative of us, while the ever-chang- 
ing beauty of the clouds at sunrise and sunset 
." time, leaving its imprint upon us day after 
. • day and night after night, makes us grow, 
unconsciously perhaps, the happier and the 
closer to the heart of nature, so that there is a 
..vigue and intangible sort of understanding 
between ourselves and all the elements that 
-■ go to make up the loveliness of the earth. 
"When we read a story like "The Heart of a 
Qypsy," while fault may be found with its 
construction, its too great detail, while the

There is another woman in 
the case who is in love with Cyprian, and one 
uncomfortable event follows another in quick 
succession, though Fielding is always the ar- 
dent yet patient lover. It would be unfair to 
the book to try to give a synopsis of what fol- 
lows. It is sufficient to say that }^Ieridiana 
runs away and goes back to Exmoor, when the 
final tragedy of the story is enacted. In a 
terrible storm the Beech Tree is uprooted. 
The end of the Tree means the death of Meri- 
diana. She is very ill and in her semi-delirium 
she fancies the Tree calls her. She watches 
her opportunity when the nurse is asleep aucl 
steals from her bed. In her nightdress, tli'e 
storm screaming about her, the rain lashing 
her face she reaches the river, "T'hc fallen 
monarch lay helpless there. The once silvery 
trunk was black and dripping. The hu.ge 
limbs cried and trembled in the gale like things 
in pain. . . Everything in Meridiana's life 
had been sweeping-up to this supreme moment. 
She had been given much that she might have 
at last the ineffable joy of surrendering all to 
him she loved best. She gloried in the very 
intensity of this feeling that shook her to her 
innermost being. That Cyprian Fielding him- 
self, the man with the indomitable will, nui.st 
now yield that hidden force within him to the 
dying Beech Tree, made her slender body 
quiver in a trance of ecstacy. . . Blindly

FRANK LISZT

studies in ' Vi'eirina unde'r.; Czerny , in .-'1821. ' 




was taken by his father to Paris' in 1^2%. where 
two 3'-ears later he produced an operetta. He 
was at this time only fourteen years of age. 
Two years later his father died and the boy 
of sixteen settled down as a piano teacher.. 
He Avas very successful' and obtained great so- 
cial prominence, largely through his wonder- 
ful unprovisations. The appearance of Paginini 
in 1831 inspired him with the ambition to be- 
come as great an artist on the piano as the 
other .was oh the violin'. Notwithstanding his 
iJ-regiilat- life, his popularity increased phenom- 
enally. He never married, although he left 
three children by the Countess d'Agoult, one 
of whom became the wife of Wagner. In 1S49 
he became kappclmcister to the Grand Duke 
of W^eimar, retaining that post until 1861. In 
1865 he took orders in the Roman Catholic 
church and was thenceforth kno\yn as Abbe 
Liszt, It is said of him that, as a pianist he lias 
never been equalled. His compodtidns were 
numerous. In them he showed ah indisposi- 
tion to be governe*d by 'recognized forms. ' He 
may be said to have created a new school in 
music, which aims more at the expression of 
the emotions than the observance of conven- 
tional formulas. It was he who introduced 
Wagner to the world, and it was in the midst 
of a Wagnerian festival at Beyreath in 1886 
that he died. 



THE HABIT OF POSING 

Laughter is as essenlial 'to life as the sun- 
shine, and the majority -of people, women 
especially, do not realize this fact to their last- 
ing unhappincss. If there is one evil more than 
another for which modern novelists are re- 
sponsible it is the bringing to the fore of the 
so-called jjroblcms, more particular!}'- the 
prol^lems of married life, dilating ui)on them, 
enlarging upon them, giving them a signifi- 
cance which they do not, possess, treating them 
as though they were matters of grave import, 
when nine times out of ten the difficulties that 
lead to divorce or tragedy of some 
kind in t!ie l)rioks, are simple af- 
fairs tliat luiglit lie easily adjusted 
l)y any sensil)le luisbaiid and wife, if tlie 
participants would only face the issue for 
wluit it was wortli, though of course in that 
case there would be no story to tell, no pi^ob- 
lem to discuss. The reader of such books, if 
for instance, she be a married woman, attract- 
ed by the romantic setting and elaboration p'f 
what is nothing more than a' tempest in a tea- 
pot, and having experienced the saniC domes- 
tic vexations, fondly pictures herself in the 
same position as tlic nuicli-written-of heroine 
in the novel, and si^cedily adopts the position 
of "poseur" and imagines the life she is living 
is in no sense less vitally interesting from the 
standpoint of the morbid literary dissector, 
-than the life portrayed^' between the pages of 
■the problem* novel, and she speedily brings 
about a series of scenes and climaxes, often 
disastrous in their results. 

Now tlie most of lis lead co.mmonidace 
sort of existances fortunately, with tragedy 
very far removed from us. We have our scsr- 
rows and our disappointments, but they are 
balanced by our hopes and our joys, and if Ave 
would' allow ourselves, Ave should probably be 
contented enough. For real griefs God sends 
us. compensations sometime, but there is no 



recompence for trouble Avhic'h Ave- deliberately 
bring upon ourselves, by making a tragedy out 
of Avhat is at best a comedy, and-' morecofte;! 
a farce, Avjiich Ave can laugh away at its be- 
ginning, b.ilt, if to. grow an endless 

■ .ambunt or help ;us to iorget, 

;i ;:hHW. many of iis spend our time.in posing 
as being something we are not and can ncA^er 
hope 'to me. The simple-minded pretend to be 
Avise; the domesticated Avoman, sane and 
Avholcsome at heart effects helplessness and 
frivolity. A man of lovable qualities adopts 
a pessimistic attitude ; the studious man is 
outwardly flipjiant ; a calloAv unsophisticated 
J'outh plays the part of a synic grown bitter 
through, experience;, a young girl totally ig- 

.rioraint of the. ways of the world prides her- 
self on her air of being thoroughly blase. Most 
of us are actors, not in the sense that Marcus 
Aurelius meant Avhen he bade us be faithful 
to A'^hatever. part the Master had given us to 
play on the stage of life, but actors in a small- 
er sense, in our everyday attitu'de. before PUr 
friends, and very often before oureelves,. for 
with rnany of us it has |:rown to be second 
nature,, this posing as something Ave are not. 

. So' wh'eh, vexing things happen wc .magnify 
them 'out of ali proportion to suit whatever 
pose Avc have adopted, arid we shed tears, 
figuratively, if not litcralb', over woes that if 
Ave had the common sense to face with our 
eyes open to their real significance Avould at 
most cause but a passing frown or sigh. 

Someone recently Avrote an article. upon 
"our over-developed sense of humor," and 
while the author was undoubtedly right in the 
view he took, for riiost of us in our attitude of 
flippancy laugh at many things Avhich should 
be held too sacred for ordinary discussion at 
all, and make light of those things which re- 
quire grave consideration, at the same tinie 
Ave take our oAvn individual selves far too seri- 
ously, making mountains out of molehills, and 
tragedies out of comedies. The sense 'of 
humor has been aptly described as the "saving 
sense." If we Avould only permit it to do so it 
might save us many a sorrow. Half of our 
griefs are imaginary, and if we Avould take 
an introspective view, and see our real selves 
and the attitude that we adopt Avhen we are 
making ourselves miserable, the ludricous 
falseness of our position Avould in nine cases 
out of ten arouse our risible faculties, and 
bring the honest laughter than .vvhich-there js. 
nothmg that is a more potent banish'er: of

-■'Thoriias Carlyle 
l'Konfa§"'Ca"rlyfe"-was born in 1795, and avAs 
one of tlie -greatest "modern philosophers. His 
life seems-to -have been a peculiarly sad one 
and his miserv Avas no doubt due to a very 
large extent to "that hag Dyspepsia," from 
Avhich disease he sulTcred continually. Great 
though the intellect may be, unles? our physi- 
cal licalth be good, we can for the. mo'^t'"part 
only theorize about the triumph of .ijiinji over 
matter, and dyspepsia is "likely ' to produce an 
excessively morbid sensibility almost in spite 
pfllie \yill of the sufYcrer. Carlyle studied at 
first .for. the. ministry ; later he took up the 
study'' of ldAv for a short time. He then became 
a teacher, and in 1S26 married Jane Welch, 
and retired to a farm in Craigenputtock, 
where he began to Avritc his essays. _ His do- 
mestic life was as unhappy as his single life 
had been. Fie died in 1881. . His greatest 
Avork is. probably his "History of the French 
Revolution," though 'his "Sartor Resartus" is 
a book Avith Avhich the most of us are familiar 
and contains some of the noblest passages in 
.any of his works. The following is from "Past 
and Present": . • 

Labor 

For there is a perennial nobleness and even 
sacredness in Avork. Were lie never so benight- 
ed, forgetful of his high calling, there is always 
hope 'in a man that actually and earnestly 
Avorks : in idleness alone there is perpetual 
despair. Work, never so mammonish, mean, 
is in communication with Nature';' the real de-, 
sire to get work done wiU -itself lead one more 
and more to- truth, to Nature's appointments 
and regulations Avhich are truth. 

The latest gospel in this Avorld is, knoAV 
thy Avork and do it. "Kuoaa' thyself": lon.g 
enough has that poor self of thine tormented 
thee ; thou Avilt never get to know it J believe. 
Tliink it not thy business this of knowing 
thyself; thou art an unknowable individual; 
knOAV Avhat thou canst Avork at and Avork at 
it like a Hercules. That will be thy better 
plan. Destiny on the whole has no other Avay 
of cultiArating us except by work: A formless 
chaos, once set in revolving, grows round and 
ever"'rounder; ranges itself by mere force of 
■gravity into strata, sperical courses ; it is no 
longer a chaos, but a round compacted Avorld. 
What Avould become of the earth did she cease 
to revolve^ . . . Hast thou looked on the 
Potter's Avheel. old as the prophet Ezekiel, 
and much older? Rude lumps of clay, how 
they spin themselyes up, by mere, w.liirling, 
into beautiful cifcCiiar dishes. Arid faricy tlie 
most assiduous Potter, but Avithout his Avheel, 
reduced to make dishes, or rather amorphous 
botches, by mere kneading and baking. Even 
such a Potter Avere Destiny with a human soul 
that AA'ould rest and lie at ease, tliat Avould not 
Avork or spin. Of an idle uhevolving man, 'ilie 
kindest Destiny, like the most assiduous Potter 
Avithout Avheel, can bake or knead nothing but 
a botch; let her spend on him Avhat expensive 
coloring, what gilding and enamelling she Avill, 
he is but a botch. Not a dish ; no, a bulging, 
kneaded, crooked, shambling, squint-cornered 



am'orphous"' botch, a 'mere enameled vessel of 
dishonor. Let the idle think of this. Blessed 
■is he who hath found .his work, let him ask no 
other blessedness.

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Methods ofMggGat^ Bp the Sea 



One of the few professions not yet over- 
crowded is the gathering of sea birds' eggs as 
carried on by the natives of Orkney. This 
unique industry seems to violate some of tlie 
best grounded of business maxims. That 
there IS "plenty of room at the top is 'ihope-

lessly untrue in the egg-gathering line of busi- 
ribss. Half Ayay- down there is rponr enough 
and eggs are' plentiful. '•At the foot of the 
cliff one has the greatest luck of all ! Cliff work 
alep -forms a conspicuous exception lo another 
generally accepted maxim— that it is easier to 
go down than up. Strange as it may seem, 
in cliff climbing the upward journey is easier 
than the downward one. 

Most of the men who go egg-gathering en- 
ter into- it with as much zest as does the 
sportsman with his 'gith or tlie angler with his 
rod. In fact, the work is ver}- much of a sport, 
and is followed as often for its inherent ex- 
citement, as for the \-aIuc- of the eggs when 
gathered. Cliff climbing is perhaps the most 
dangerous employment' in the world. A false 
step, a slight stumble, the losing of a foot- 
hold, and without the slightest warning the 
clitnlier is launched into eternity.- But, with 
all 'its dangers, such is the •' fascination of 
scaling giddj' . heights, " creeping along pre- 
cariotis ledges, and literally cheating fate at 
every few laps, that if one becomes expert in 
clifF-climbing, it is hardly possible to abandon 
it. It goes without saying that to descend a 
200 ft. to 500 ft. crag -is not (piite so easy Jis 
dancing on the polished floor of a ballroom. U 
requires a cool head, strong muscles, and great 
judgment, to. o.vcrcomq the difficulties vv^ith 
■which this perilous work is encompassed. That 
these fa.culties are by no ' means rare is ex- 
emplified by the following incident, told of one 
^of 'the morevdaring and successful of the Ork- 
ney cragsmen. He was slowly edging his 
way along a narrow and uncertain ■ ledge on 
an exceedingly steep cliff. Just before reaciiiiig 
a projecting corner, that rcc|uired the most 
skilful, negotiation ;hc. found he had absent- 
. niinded|jr^p(tt foot foremost. Going 

. baqk; waS-iiTipbssib^^^^ He stopped short, slowr 



ly drew out his snuffbox with one hand, and 
took a pinch. 

Carefully replacing the box, he flattened 
himself aigainst the cliff wall, and gave a comi- 
cal 'frog-like little jump. Me had got the right 
fdof-jforemost and was safe ! Later, on coming 
to ■the top, a companion who had noticed the 
dangerous fix he was in asked him why, at 
that critical moment, he' took siuiff. S]5eaking 
in tile vcnuicular, he naively answered, "Eh, 
mon, I needed it!'" Sometimes. a man goes 
egg-gathering alone, carrying his life in his 
hands, Jpr in 'case o?.' accident no help is pos- 
sible. IJsually, however, cgg-huntcrs join 
together in bands of about half-a-dozen, and 
even then find the job- almost too much for 
their- united efforts. 

Imagine a cliff 300 feet in height. The 
scream of the sea fowl and a glance over the 
edge show it to be the nesting place of thou- 
sands of gulls and guillemots. Looking down 
from such a height, if one is not used to it, 
makes one feel giddy, for the face of thc cliff 
is almost perpendicular. At intervals of from 
20 feet to 60 feet there are projecting ledges, 
some almost flat on the top, and others slop- 
ing outwards at a dangerous .angle. On these, 
and in the wide crevices, the sea-birds lay their 
eggs. .Sometimes they have well-constructed 
nests, at other times they merely scrape holes

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The American .navy ranks today " second 
'^moiig the naval poAve'rs of the world. Only 
Great Britain surpasses it. France, which 
for^'many. years has held second place, has 
given way t9 the United States, while Ger- 
many, long a rival of the United States, is a 
third. 

The wonderful strides made bv tlie Unitcrl 
States navy -are set forth by a statement just 
prepared by the navy department. It gives 
the ratings of . the. world's naval powers. 
.Great Britain, mairitaining its policy of sup- 
porting a navy equal to the combined forces 
of the tAvo strongest naval powers, easily 
holds first place. In the table prepared by 
the navy department the United States is 
ranked third. On the basis nf the fleet as it 
exists today the United States would be sec- 
ond. Onl3' when vessels under construction 
arc included in the estimate does I^raiice sur- 
pass - the , Utiited States. , The official table, 
however, ■fa:iis to give credit ior the two 25,- 
ooo-ton battleships a u.th at \ho last con^ 
grcss. AV'hcn these are added to the United 
States table.it gives a total which puts our 
navy in secprid place, with a clear lead over 
France. 

The 'fighting ships of the .American navy 
aggregate the enormous total of 685,000 tons 
Other.vesgels embracing a tonnage of 135,000 
are'uncler cda^si construction. The total ton- 
nage, built and building, aggregates 820,000.

Most of this; '"however, reprcsetits, fiii- 
ished Vessels, as Japan has only 73,000 tons

..navy the most important factor is battleship 
strength.. . Here the .United .States navy 
s.howis up .in.,a.ri ' especially gratifying manner. 
More than' fifty.'per cent, of' its tonnage is 
represented by ships of . the battle line. Of 
the total tonnage of S20.000, 450.000 tons re- 
[iresents battleshijis of the first class. France 
has a hattlcshi]) . tonnage of .330,000 tons. 
The \cssels represented by this tonnage are 
as follows: United States, 31; France, 24; 
Germany, 28; Japan, 13. 

Great Britain also realizes the value of 
battleships, although . her perc'enta.ge of ton- 
nage, is less than that of the United States. Of 
'a total tonnage of warships, built and building, 
ag.gregatiii.g 1,872,000, only 866,000, or less 
than fifty pcv cent, is made up of first-class 
battloslii|is. Great Britain has sixtv-ei.ght of 
these fighters. 

The United States is sadly deficient in the 
matter of torpedo boats and destroyers. All 
the European nations go in heavily for these 
fast and treacherous vessels. 'This is -made 
necessary by the close geographical association 
of the rival povvers of 'Europe and the fact 
that torpedo boats afe deipended upon largelv 
for coast defence puri)oses. France leads all 
nations in this style f)f e(|uipinciit. She has 
an enormous flotilla of 266 torpedo boats and 
72 destroyers. Great Britain has 61 torpedo 
boats and 167 rlestro\-ers. Germany has 85 de- 
stroyers and 42 torpedo boats. 

Japan's equipment of torpedo boats is al- 
most double that of the United States. She 
has 57 destroyers and 63 torpedo boats. The 
United States has 31 destroyers and 32 torpedo 
boats. We are also behind -European' nation? 
in the matter of' submarines. France leads 
here again with a total of 94. as against Great 
Britain's 60 and Germany's sj.x.. Japan has ic 
submarines, while the United States has ig, 

The navy department's table includes only 
vfcssels which ;may properly- be called modern. 
It excludes - all vessels oVei- twenty years' old 
unless they .have been rcconstructefl and re- 
a.rmed since 1900. The strength of the leading 
naval powers, including vessels built and buihl- 
ing, is as follows :

' Rusfeia ranks si^tth in' the Hst of naval 
powers and after Japan, with a total tphiiage 
of 320.000. Then comes Italy, with 284,600 
tons, and Austria with 148,000. 

When it comes to paying the bill for main- 
taining the navy, the United States again 
claims second place, dily Great Britain ex- 
pends more money annually in supporting her 
navy than docs the United States. When one 
considers the enormous armada' supported by 
Hngland and compares her expense with that 
of the United States, it forces a suggestion 
that they know more about economical ad- 
ministration over there than our officials in 
the navy department do. 

W'itli a navy considerably more than double 
ours in size. Great Britain's naval expenditures 
last year were only about $27,000,000 greater. 
The estimated expenses for this year are : 

England, $171,000,000; United States, $121- 
000,000; Germany will expend a round $100,- 
000,000 on her navy this year, France will 
expend $66,000,000, and Japan will be content 
with a modest $36,000,000.

"The essential unity of the animal and 
human mind is strongly evidenced by the 
telepathic commnnicatiou Avhich has been 
found to exist between them. 

"Will any candid-minded per.soii venture to 
affirm that if there is an individual after-life 
for, man there is hot .also one for the other

In the 
construction of the Baro-Kano Railway, Sir 
Percy Girouard cut himself loose from all 
traditions and entered upon an entirely new 
system, with the result that the}' saw today. 
The construction of that railway was one of 
his titles to fame as governor. Another Avas 
the question of the settlement of the land ten- 
ure.

Th6|;Hon, ;with all its; shortcomings, stands not 
tmy/ortliily for the majesty of beasthood; We 
use the tiger as an image, of reckless courage ; 
even the bear, however surly, has a certain 
bliirit, bucolic honesty Avhich makes it almost a 
gentleman." .But the Avolf, the "blood-happy" 
wolf, for all that it suckled Romulus and was 
the companion of Odin, represents nothing but 
cowardice and skulking cruelty. In holy writ, 
whether in the Old or the New Testament, it 
appears always in one of two lights, either as 
the -"eveniiig wolf " 'and "wolf of. the .eyehings" 
er as "ravehing?' Arid'^fllesS two'phrages sum: 
up fairly the Avolf's character. In day|ight .it 
keeps as a general rule in hiding, arid'aliTiost. 
any hole or crack in cartli or rock or ruined 
monastery will serve it for a lair. As twilight 
darkens to night — entre chien et loup— ^wheu 
its gray form slips by on silent padding feet 
invisible, it comes out to hunt, whether singly, 
in pairs, or vfitli the pack, and then to all 
things weaker tha:n itself it becomes ruthless-' 
ness personified, killing where it can-, as among 
a flock of sheep, far in excess of the amount 
that it can eat. And. like many bidlics, it is, 
when left to its own resources, a coward. Al- 
most every animal -when at bay will fight to the 
last with desperation ; but there is abundant 
testimony to the fact that a wolf, when finally 
cornered so that it knows escape to be hope-' 
less', S0 . loses heart that often it will cower 
and jsuffer itself ..to be killed without resist- 
ance?'/ the other 'hand, when Hunting in 
company, so strong is the pack-instinct,, the 
iiidividual wolf not seldom seems to lose all 
sense of its particular danger, throwing away 
its own life with apparent indifference, as if 
conscious that only so can victory be won for 
the pack as a whole ; and in the days when al- 
most every beast was held up as an exemplar 
of some human virtue it is perhaps curious 
that no apologist Avas found to glorify the wolf 
as the type of tHe selfrsacrrficing citizen — the 
Curtius-patriot ready to fling himself to 
death for the common good. But jt is a,',pooi: 
kind , of courage which has to be forced' ifitb 
being hy the backing of overwhelming num- 
bers. The pack, however, takes its heroes to 
itself, seldom failing, even at the risk of delay- 
ing the general assault, to eat the comrade, 
who.' has devoted himself to the people's cause. 
rv .I|Qw, terrible a thing^'the wolf-pack may be 
isjp,e'jrhaps best illus'trat'ed by the story that in 
,i8i2,{ji party of 'twenty-four French soldiers 
was' rushed by a veritable wolf-army. The 
men are said to have sold their lives dearly, 
killing between two hundred and three hundred 
of their assailants, but in the end they were 
overborne and nothing was left of them but 
some, bones, their arms, and scraps of uniforms 
Mr.:Rpos?velt^recprds that the 'great grey 
timber wplf'^of'^^^^ America, when in suffi- 
cietil;'Stt^n|tli, will, pull down even the grisly. 
So Thomson : 

"Assembling wolves in raging troops descend 
And, pouring o'er the country, bear along, 
Keen as the North Wind sweeps the glossy 

snow. 

All . is their prize. They fasten on the steed 
Pr^ss him to earth and pierce his mighty 

heart. 

Xor can the bull his awful front defend 
Or shake the murdering savages awa)'." 

Xot without reason was January once the 
"AS'olf month" — the time when, pressed b}"" 
hunger, the wolves gathered into the largest 
packs and swept out to scour the frozen coun- 
try on their tireless feet. Woe then to horses, 
sheep, or cattle left exposed and to the travel- 
ler, whom the pack might find, too far from 
shelter : " ; . ; 

"Woe to the broken door! 

Woe to the joosened gate. 
And the groping wretch whom sleety, fogs 

On the trackless moor belate!" 

Nor without reason was it that in Scolland. 
they prayed, "E'Vom wolves and all other kinds 
of wild beasts, deliver us, O Lord!'' Lroni 
Scotland wolves seem to have been extermin- 
ated by. the end of the seventeenth century. 
In Ireland they lingered into the early decades 
of the eighteenth, about two centuries after 
they had disappeared from England. The his- 
tory of the wolf in the British Isles has. been 
traced in detail b}' various writers, notably Mr. 
Marting, and has been recently summarized 
by Air. Millais in his "Mammals of Great Bri- 
tain and Ireland'; so that the chief features of 
the story are well known — what efforts Edgar 
ins^de^ to put an end to the scourge, and how he 
.exacted an annual tribute of 300 wolf-skins 
from the Welsh king; how refuges or "spit-- 
tal^'- 'were 'erected' in various parts of-'-both 
England and Scotland, where travellers might 
take sanctuary from the wandering beasts; 
how Mary Queen of Scots took part in a great 
wolf-hunt, letting slij) the hounds herself. 
Many lands were granted at divers times on 
wolf-head tenure. Laws enacted that barons 
should; assemble all people within their bar- 
onies to hunt the wolves three, or sometimes 
four,- tiroes a year, and any man who failed to 
tut-n ;6ut at the summon^, was fined. -The je-; .: 
wai-'d for killing a wolf varie^'at different tirrie's - 
and in different piarts of the kingdom from two 
shillings to a living ox! or again it was a sum 
equal to one penny for every resident in the 
parish in which the beast was killed. 

That the individual wolf may be a bcauti-. 
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ful animal any one can satisfy himself by look- 
ing at Blanca aiid Lobo, the two splendid 
North American timber wolves now in lieg- 
ent's Park, presented to the society by Mr. 
William Ruston. Even at this season, of the 
year, when they arc out of coat, they are ex- 
traordinarily handsome beasts, and a son of 
theirs in, the next cage is i perhaps as^ fine as his 
father. VVhen they are exdted ;a.?;vat t^,e p.irps- 
pect of food, their grace and;. 'elasti«^^ 
ease with which they spring ten and twelve 
feet up the sides of the cage, to land again 
almost noiselessly on their feet, put even the 
suppleness of the great cats to shame. One 
understands then something of the terrible 
speed at which the wolf-pack can cover 
ground. The present writer, on a fastish pony 
once'tried to cut off. a timi^^r wolf which 
crossed. a plain in daylight— a good fair .race 
of . about equal distance- to .. the hypothetical 
meeting point. The wolf was Avell aware of 
Avhat was in progress, but beyond swinging 
off obliquely to make the race a trifle longer, 
it made no effort to escape by direct flight, 
nor did it seem to hasten its pace from what 
looked like the most leisurely oi canters. But 
it had a good three hundred yards in hand at 
the point where the courses crossed. .So 
leisurely and effortless does the wolf's gait 
look that it is difficult except by putting it to 
some such, test, to believe that it travels at any 
great rate of speed ; yet, as Colonel Percy 
says, "a wolf in the evening, when emptj', 
will lope' along just ahead of good greyhounds 
till the latter lie down exhausted." None the 
less, wolves are run down by dogs. In Rus- 
sia especially borzois arc trained for the pur- 
pose and are said to overhaul the beast Avith- 
out much difficulty. But no dog would live 
Avith a Avoif in a day-long run. 

Seeing the avoIvcs in the gardens being 
fed, one understands, too, why it is that we 
speak of a man as '"wolfing" his meals. .The 
Avolf has a reasonably catholic taste. in foods; 
but it seems absurd that it should exhibit 
any preferences VvHatever; for a lump of meat 
larger than a man's fist makes no more check 
on its Avay doAvn a wolf's throat than a letter 
does when dropped into a pillar box. It is 
a method of feeding made necessary b}' the 
habit of hunting in packs, Avhcn every mem- 
ber of the pack is probably hungry; and sel- 
dom is a' kill large enough to furriish'-ia' rn^al 
all round. In ' such ci'rc'umstan'ces' the 'ifidiv'ir 
dual Avblf has no time to trifle with its food', 
and the animal Avhich wasted time in chcAving 
would soon (lie of starvation. Watching the 
performance (it has all the appearance of a 
trick which has been carefully rehearsed) one 
knows how the wolf in Grimm's story came 
to swallow the young kids Avhole, so that the 
mother-,goat, finding the destroyer of her pro- 
geny asleep, cut him open and released her 
children 'alive, , filling their .pk<;es Avith; stories.. .; 
'We know " also 'why in ScaiVdihaviaii inyth* it 
was in the form of a wolf that the'Avater-de- 
mon, brother of Hel, swallowed Odin, nay, 
how the Fenris Avolf and Skoll.Avolf between 
them gulped down the gods and the firmament 
together. Provided the AVolf Aver.e big enough, 
there is nothing that it could' not . s'wallo^" 
Avhole and instantaneously. 

Yet the chief horror of the idea of being 
torn to pieces by Avolves lies perhaps in the 
thought that death' comes, as it Avere, piece- 
meal. Certain Red Indians in the soutliAvest 
portion of the United States are, credited with 
the invention of' an ingeniousvinethoid "oE^yis- 
posing of th§ir prisoners, wHereijy .they .m|!i"e- 
ly stake them oiit, pegged down by \vi-ists 
and ankles, starfish-wise, upon the ground in 
the immediate vicinity of an ants' nest. The 
ants can be trusted to do the rest and to do it 
with expedition. There is something of the 
same terror, as in the case of a bound man be- 
ing eaten alive by rats, in the mental image of 
death at the jaAvs of a pack of wolves. The 
lion, the tiger, all the large cats, and the*bear 
kill, as it were, outright, primarily with a 
crushing bloAv of the paw, and using the 
teeth only secondarily and as a reserve. But 
the" wolf can deal no killing blow with its paws 
and it attacks first with. the teeth and kills b}^ 
bitin.g, or rather b}' snapping ^and ,tearin,g; 
and where a pack pi^lls down some large ani- 
mal, like a sta.g or horse or o.x, one may avcII 
believe that before the thing is dead it is al- 
ready partly eaten, many pieces 'having al- 
rea,dy been torn, from it and immediately, swal- 
lowed. But the universal human hatred lof . the 
Avolf has rested not so much on the fact that, 
"assiduous in the shepherd's harms," it kills 
other animals, or on its method of killing 
them, nor^even upon its occasional waylaying, 
when "fierce-descending" in a pack, of men 
and women. In the folk-lore and legend of al- 
most all countries it is invested Av.ith. the two 
awful attributes of being an eatenVof''^ babies 
and a spoiler of graves. " '.-.m- . • 

He clin^beth :the guarding dyke, . " a . 

He leapeth the hUrdJe bars, - 
He steals th'e sheep from the pen .. . ■ 

And the fish from the boat-house spars; 
And he digs the dead from out the sod 

And gnaws them under the stars. 
More than one writer has defended the' 
Avolf against the accusation of grave-robbery, 
and certainly, its paws are ill-adapted to dig- 
ging; but the indictment turns up in too 
many places, aniong peoples tuu wide-sundered 
to encourage a;b"elief ; that it Js;without fpunda- 
tion. That the ^^^olf eats ' chirdren',^^^ only ■.in ' 
myth as the fearsome Aver-Avolf or loup-garou, 
but in, actual life, is only too Avell authenticat- 
ed in other countries besides. In.cjia, 'But let 
the author of "In My Indi^nVGarden.Vitell^^ 
story: ' ' ■ ^- ^ 



, ' :"A nurse lies sleeping, oiv'the;; floor,:-;' her 
charge asleep in her arms. The wolf listens. 
. . . A house dog far away is -answering 

defiantly the maniac jackajs SAveeping past bun 
in full cry. • Then the wolf beijds his furred 
head and Avith its thick, warm tongue licks 
the baby out of its nurse's arms. The poor 
Avoman feels the gentle Avarmth, unconscious- 
ly presses the baby closer for a moment, but 
her grasp begins to relax. The mOist soft 
touch of the Avild beast's tongue, its bated 
breath, melt her fingers, open. One . by one 
they loosen their guardiaii hold, the wrists 
sink apart, and gently from .her bosom the baby 
slides back against the soft coat of the 
crouching wolf. It does not Avake. The Avolf 
rises. . . The house dog .Avonders. if that 
vvas really something Avl]ich .passed between 
him .and the garden walj— thinks nbt-r-^groAyls 
angrjly jianjd ^tup^^ ,|qjvSiee^Vii .But ask .the'^ow,! 
sitting''6n'th'e'v^ 

its head over its bacl?Ij^,Asti.the whcelin,g bats! 
. . . Next haryes^. a-3itti,e skull will pcrr 
haps be found in •the'c.oijicr.of-the fi.eld,- if |thc 
jackals have not already, rolled- it back. to its 
father's door." 

Thus it is, by the destruction of children, 
that in India every year the wolf is rcsi)niisi- 
ble for the deaths of more human beings than 
the tiger. Not that it does not, especialy Avhen 
iiii company, spmetiuies attack '-adults; and 
Horrid tales ate-, told of lidwr in" famine times, 
Avhen the natives are too' weak - to* defend 
themselves, £iie aa'oIvcs grow bold and'come out . 
in daylight to kill and feast on men and avo- 
men. 

No; for the sake of its cousinship to the 
dog, for the beauty of Blanca and Lobo in 
their cages there, for its guardianship of the 
head of St. Edmund, for the part it has play- 
ed in legend in many characters besides that 
of »"the thunderstricken nurse of Rome," 'one 
would speak pleasantly of the ' wplf-f^if 'one 
cou Id. It is true that sbrijetiraes wolves are 
tamed and ^firove faitfihir to' the'ir inaiters, and 
that in folk and fairy tales they often: figure 
as the dull-grained fools who"'are oiitwitted 
by the fox, but never in s'lVch a way as to ex- 
cite sympathy with the Avolf, Avhich, in story 
as in real life, is ahvays cunning, if less cun- 
ning than the fox, always treacherous;- and al- 
Avays cruel. Always, too, it comes to a bad 
?ndv ■ And- 'when that' end coin(es',wlf^ canf-but 
fkll'lnwi^ 

theifltibther fdr.'j6y,''ct-ying 'The Avolf is xii^ad ! 
The wolf is dead !' " 
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They are not, perhaps, relations to be proud 
of, thouglv it.ifnight pljiusibly be argued that 
they are at le"ast good ;$riough for a Avolf, who, 
after all, has no grieat reason to give himself 
airs. Yet oh the domestic side — one is almost 
tempted to say, on the distaff side— the Avolf 
has connexion'^., of the'''best; for Avhile the evo- 
lution of the A'arious breeds of dog is a sub- 
ject bristling with perplexities, there, is no 
doubt that alike, from griffon to St. Bernard, 
have come originally' from some member of 
the wild dog-wolf-fox family, having them- 
selves, been crossed and crossed again -till it 
may be "that the dog which lies by your fire- 
side has in its blood' a strain from the wild 
canidae of all the coiitiriehts. The dogs of 
many primitive peoples are still only domesti- 
cated races of the Avolves or jackals of the lo- 
cality, the Eskimo dog being barely one step 
removed from the Arctic Avolf, just as the 
dogs of some of the 7'\.merican Indians further 
south are obviously no more than direct des- 
cendants of the timber Avolves and coyotes of 
the neighborhood, with which they still freely, 
interbreed. . 

He would indeed be a rash naturalist Avho 
would undertake to draw a definite line of dc- 
marcatibn between the, .wolves and jackals, 
the dogs and the" foxes. In the former case 
such a line Avould probably haA'e to run some- 
Avhere through the cranial cavity of the Indian 
Avolf (Canis Pallipes), and in the coyotes nr 
jn-airie avoIvcs here in the. Gardens one may 
see how visibly the animal has Iciuled to Ije- 
comc a jackal. Of the three adult jjrairie 
Avolves in. these cages, one is so. unjackal-Iike 
that it is doubtful if it can be pure coyote at 
all. American naturalists, it. is true, have 
split the coyote up. into ii number of . so-called 
species. Avliere we should recognize at most no 
more than local races, to one or other of 
whi.ch .it may be that this curious animal 
could be definitely referred ;. but there is that 
in its length of limb and large-jointed freedom 
of movement Avhich is stron.gly sug.gcstive of a 
strain of timber wolf. How narrow, a.gain, is 
'the gaj) which separates dogs from foxes can 
be seen from, the two crabreatiug dogs from 
South America, wliich no iiori-expert visitor 
to the Gardens would dream of . calling" lajly- 
thing but foxes — as indeed Uutil recently t^ey 
Avere officially labelled on these very cages> 
■"' 'Xt is roughly possible, by the cranial struc- 
ture, to divide the whole dog family into tAvo, 
what may be called respectively fox-like and 
wolf-life, groups, but there are points where 
the distinction ■ becomes ])erilously uncertain; 
and it would be interesting to know how and 
in Avhat country the first individual split off 
from vvhatCA'er was then the common dog- 
wolf stock to developxultimately into a true 
fox' with 'a'' character ;wh is almost half cast. 
Some female, perhaps, heavy with young, fell 
out from the pack' early in the long chase of 
whatever Avas the member of the deer tribe of 
those days and countries ; or it may be that 
she Avas driven out, and saved herself from be- 



ing torn to pieces by the pack only 'by fin3ing 
shelter in a hole; .There in- solitude.^ .she ber 
came a rhother, and in solitude, unable" of her 

own strength to pull down such quarry as the 
pack had commonly hunted, she learned to 
live on little things, on lizards and insects and 
mice; and her young as they grew up, hunted 
as they saw their mother hunt. Instead of 
standing .up and, as in the old pack fashion, 
running down their gaine in open chase, they 
learncd to crouch and craAvl, cat-like, close to 
, tl;c ground, to spring out suddenly lipon the 
nibbling coney or the sitting bird, returning 
always to the hole which had saved their mo- 
ther" from the jaws of the pack. As genera- 
tion succeeded generation, the family became 
confirmed in its solitary Avays as a tribe of 
earth-dwellers,, huiiting under cover. Slowly 
they lost: .the-.stiff, rudd,er-like' ,tail pf,.' the pld 
haf d-rUniiihg' ^: clays aiid ■-. developed lariipler 
brushes, corrifortable perhaps to \vriap fbiiiid 
noses in the cold earths; Avhich brushes, also 
they learned to switch like a stalking cat. Hav- 
ing need now mostly of silence, no longer 
communication Avith their fellows, they forgot 
the old hunting song of the pack, and the for- 
mer full-throated howj came to be abandoned 
for a short yapping bark, sufficient for a signal, 
but^whieh they used so seldom that they came 
in time -not only to hunt and fight but, as the 
fox does today, die mute. It is only conjecture, 
and conjecture to which many objpctions can 
be raised. But somehow or other they hfiye 
all — wolves, jackals, hunting- dogs, tame dogs, 
and foxes — come from the one common stock. 

There are' some who believe, ^hough the 
evidence seems against them, that certain of 
the Avild dogs, like the Australian dingo — 
"yelloAv dog dingo, always hungry, dusty in 
the sun"— are - reversions .to^.thc; .wild..,state of 
a race: once tame, just as the pariah.;dogs of va- 
rious countries have travelled h'alf the road 
towards becoming wild animals again. As one 
sees the dingo here in the Gardens, it looks 
not merely like a domesticated dog, but like a 
dog of distinctly engaging and amicable kind. 
Of the fact, Avell known to all Australians, 
that the dingo will-breed freely Avith domestic 
dogs of various sorted the.re^was'v until , the be- 
ginning of the present' hibiithy^yidencei^ 
in the person of an entirely deplorable, \ pup 
Avhich shared the cage with-' its parents. A; 
certain eminent living statesman possesses a 
favorite-dog .yvhich he commends as being ''of 
several, excellent breeds." - In the tangled 
pedigree of this puppy, though its father and 
mother are both outward!}' good dingoes, 
there must haA'e been interwoven many kinds 
of dog. , Iti mother .'ha3.-now been removed to 
anotherf cage; and-.. her.jpigce supplied byia,,^ new 
arrival, v^ho iii Iter red'dei^:. coloring 
er muzzle is perhaps' Ja.'m^re typical^r^^^ 
ative of the true Avild 'bi^eedi 'w^iljlrm^^^ 
creditable pup has gone to a privat'e-'lfotne in 
Devonshire, wjicre as it groAvs .up it: iii-.to be 
hoped that the traits of its' tame ancestors 
will outweigh those of the Avild. 

For the dingo's character belies its gentle 
looks. "Ouarrclsome, sly and treacherous,"' 
an Australian naturalist has called it. So' sly 
it is that, according to Mr. Beddard (in "The 
Cambridge Natural History"), it feigns death 
"Avith such persistence that an individual has 
been knoAvn to be partly flayed before mov- 
ing"; arid sp .treacherous .that in the days Avhen 
dingoes Avere rhore coriirn'only kept as pets by 
the colonists than, as a result of bitter ekperi- 
ence, is the case today, it Avas no unusiiail 
thing for the dog which had been brought up 
with every tenderness from puppyhood to 
turn suddenly on its master or mfstress, or, 
what Avas more frequent, when left in charge 
of an empty house, to seize the opportunity to 
raid the sheep-fold or the poultry-runs. On 
such occasions"it"ravens" even as the wolf, 
killirig not to satisfy its hunger, but in the un- 
restraihable fury of a brute instinct, so that, 
given. tiine enough, it will not leaye'one fowl or 
sheep alive. That it does not heed much time, 
moreover, is shown by the statement of Mr. 
Thomas Ward, that "one dingo in the course 
of a fcAV hours has been known to destroy sev- 
eral score of shcc])." For' its fi.ghtihg ability 
the same authority ("The Rambfcs of an Aus- 
tralian Naturalist") declares it to be a match 
for "most dotnes tic dogs pf double its size. 
When wild it hunts Tn packs which are said 
sometimes to include- hs" many as a hundred 
individuals, though from^ six to a dozen is the 
common number; and the only Australian ani- 
mal whicli it is uncertain if the pack ca'n-^eyer 
pull down is (in spit(f of'Mr. KipTing).the ''b'ld 
man" ka'ngaron'. 

Similarly, the hyena-like Cape hunting dog 
(a specimen of which may be seen here in 
lliesc cages is said at times to gather in very 
large packs ; but the largest Avhich Gordon 
Cumming- saw ("A Hunter's Life in South 
Africa") numbered 40, and that pack - he 
watched^, kill; a koodoo. Mr- V^aughan Kirby 
alstJ'SaLw a' koodoo killed, while Mf._-Selpus re^ 
cords an instance of one dog, singre-h'a'rid4d, 
tackling a sable antelope. On ariptherTpcca^'" 
sion, Gordon Gumming saAv four ' dogs pufi 
down a brindled gnu; and these he believed to 
he the largest animals which the African dog 
ever kills, qucstionin.g their ability to handle 
a buffalo. On the otlier hand, the Asiatic red 
dog or dhole (if it be safe to speak of it as a 
.single species), the largest recorded pack of 
Avhich is said to have numbered 30, appears 
beyond a doubt at times to attack and kill the 
tiger; and one is inclined to doubt whether 
such negative evidence as that the Australian' 
and African dogs have not been actually 
known to kill respectively the "old man"' or 
the buffalo can be accepted as conclusive. Es- 
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"kimo dogs, nominally tarrie, have more than 
' once been known to tear human beings to 
pieces; and if- avoIvcs can pull down grislies 
and dholes cope Avith tigers, it is difficult, to 
belicA^e that any livin.g thing could in the long 
run hold out against a pack of 40 hungry and 
desperate Cape huntin.g clogs. iNIr. Lydekkcr 
says that the Asiatic dog sometimes kills the 
domesticated buffalo of India. 

A doubt has been suggested above Avhcther 
there may; not- be more than <one specie^.tof 
dhole. or-rAsiatic .wild dog, for;it.>is-uricec-tain' 
that the' Malayian -.race is the same as theFlri- 
dian. It rhay "bz also that there are other 
quite different species yet to be recorded. 
Colonel Pollok, in Burma, saw two presumably 
Ayild (though at the time captive) dogs Avhich 
seem to have been of more or less badger-like 
habits, "as hairy as Skyc terricns, as large as 
a medium-sized spaniel, and black and Avhite." 
Thc;^^Cape hunting dbg, again, varies much in 
coloration in different districts, so that thiere 
are those Who Avould .divide' it into : 'several 
species ; but allowing' fpr^'all kribwri'yarietics 
of tint, one's curiosity i§' still piqued by the 
mention by Colonel Patterson of the dbg which 
he saw near Tsavo, "bigger than a collie, Avith 
jet-black hair and a white-tipped bushy tail," 
But without any additions from fancy these 
cousin.s of the wolf are numerous enough. Be- 
sides the various dogs there arc in these 
cages a dozeri foxes representing half as many 
species, -silver-greyii arid silver-backed-..-foxes, 
desert and; Indian desert foxes, Arctic- fb'jie's; 
and, not least, common foxes, among Avhich is 
one.Avhite variety. In addition there are the 
jackals, "the thin jackals," Asiatic and North 
-African, Avith seven specimens of the latter 
alone, from Egypt, from Morocco, and from 
Mogadon And probably if the Avishes of the 
Avolf Avere consulted, of all his relatives he 
would: disriensef .most cheerfully: witH?? the 
jackals.-'"^^' " ■ ■ '■ - 

Few people have been found to say a good, 
word for Tabaqui; the "filthy jackal," Byron 
bluntly calls it. The Wolves' and Foxes Dens 
in the Gardens , are built. double-sided, so tH9,t ' 
the animals pass freely through o;.the?c'entraV 
partition to one cage or the other liaiW.doltbtr 
less many visitors daily' go up orie side, aiid 
doAvn thc . other and. go aAvay believing tbat 
they hay^, seen t.Avice as many beasts as they 
haA'e. With two or three, exceptions, Avhere it 
has been necessary. to diAdde a den in half by 
shuttiiig- the middle door, one can see all the 
animals from either side ; and the sagacious 
visitor_Avill generally chpose ,to spe thern from 
the •\vi^,idAvard., . Np,ne;bf. .them.is .savory, l^q^/j 
. wild dog, fox', 'or j'ackal ; and in .the combined 
'aroma jt is not easy to say Avfich animal is re- 
sponsible for Avhat proportion of the smell, 
But of the Avhole tribe it is probably the jack-* 
als Avhich sm.cll most industriously. But for 
that draAvback, and it is an ineradicable one, 
the jackal Avould make a not unattractive pet;, 
being easier to tame and A^astly more reliable 
than either Avolf or Avild dog. ,AVild or tamo 
indeed the jackal is — a jackal. ^ 

"Be you' the lion to dcA'our your prey 
T am your jackal to provide for' you." 
And it is a fact, not literary fancy only, that 
the' jackal lives largely pn the leavings of 
others, \vhether if be on the rubbish and offal 
thrown away by man or on the meat of 'game 
killed 'Cas in India by the tiger) by' pthcjr and 
. larger beasts. Of their own initiative it does 
not appear that jackals normally kill anything 
more formidable than hares and rabbits and 
ground-nestin.g birds, though Avounded or ail- 
ing animals like deer or antelope and sick 
sheep and goats often fall a prey to them. Of 
all the. dog family, besides, being most pdifer- 
ou^'the jackal is alsb.;the;>^.mpst;^^.a arid 
those Avho .have ,piice' h'^.rd the; s'ud^ clamor 
of a pack of jackals: bfeaking-^u 
of an Indian night Twill'rieAfer 'forget 'it, 'Kiri^^ 
Bishpp. Heber ,ilxis true, spoke of it as "sylvan;" 
revelry'"; but riibst Anglo-Indian"' writers arc 
less generous — "The crash of a brass band be- 
devilled each throat a end's, every fiend dou- 
ble-throated." In Holy Writ the AVOrd"fox" 
in. the. English version should in all prpbab.ility 
be more often read. as jackal. Tlie."litf:lc fbjce?» 
that spoii the vines"^ may refer rtb eitHer.4«f.ox^ 
or jackal, but the animal, p'f ^ which ; S^iri^pii^^^^ 
caught three hundred -"andi tpok . -fiitebrai^^ 
and turned tail to tall, and put firebrands- hi' 
the midst between the tails. And Avhen he 
had set the brands on fire, he let. them go into 
the standin.g corn of tlie- Philistines, and burnt 
up both the shocks and the standing' corn, and 
the vineyards and the olives" — that animal 
Avas, as the Rev. ]. G, AVood argued, almost 
surely a jackal, of which it Avas then, -and 
would be still, in- that locality, more easy?-tpi.i 
catch three hundred than to take thirty foxes'i. "^ 

But of all these i\uscellancous dog-things 
in the Wolves' and I'oxcs' Dens, it is curious 
that the one in Avhich the general public shOAVS' 
most interest is the common English fo.x.- It 
looks here, beside the avoIa'cs and hunting dogs, 
a poor, scurrying little thing; yet there are fcAV 
questions more often asked of keepers in the 
Gardens than : "Can 3'ou tell me Avherc I can 
find a fox?" The. Zoological Gardens are edu- 
cative in many- unexpected Avays ; and it is 
here that tens of thousands of Englishmen, 
and that not town-dAvellers only, get the oppor- 
tunity of their lives to see a living-fox.-^Lon- 
dou TiiiicS. i • •

' OUTDOOR COMMON SENSE 

There is probaI)iy no one subject in the 
world on which there is such a jumble of near- 
knowledge as there is about the Avilderness and 
its ways. A lot of writers have gone to the 
wilds a few times and have then come back 
and broken into print with a lot of lurid pipe 
dreams about "the best outfit" or the "habits 
of this, that or the other wild creature," put- 
tinii-^down all their: near-knowledge as certain 
faictf 'A lot of manufacturers have had had 
dreams also, and proceeded to put them into 
shape as fishing lures or parts of the outfit 
■ that everyone should take who leaves his own 
fireside for a few nights under the sky. Most 
of this stuff is as useless as a set of parlor 
furniture. Some of it is fairly good, for it spells 
comfort in camp, but it means expense and a 
burden to get it there. 

- ' It's like taking along a big beef roast for 
camp, use where a pound' of bacon would be 
: 6'etter from any point of view. 
"" •'<:A man can buy enough different kinds of 
■-'rods',' gims, baits, beds, boots and clothes to 
fill a steamboat, and they run all the way from 
indispensable to utter uselessness and range 
in price from a cent to a thousand dollars. 

When we get down to bedrock a trip into 
the wilderness means just this: A healthy man 
to start with — grub, clothes, bed, cooking out- 

• fit and guns and fishing tackle to fit the job. 
If .the trip, is to.be a week or less the grub 
problein is best solved by the ration basis, 
which puts every bit of grub into units of one 
meal each multiplied by the number of meals 

- and number of persons to give total weight 
' and biilk. 

The ration can be well or badly managed, 
and the traditions of the wilderness usually 
make it bad unless experience holds the tiller, 

- in which case the ration will be a mixed diet 
built with the idea of care of health and 

: Stomach, strength-giving properties for hard 
; work, nutriment for the body to take the place 
of the things used up by the body in perform- 
ing the work in hand, and, last but not least, 
the elimination of weight. 

V The same ideas on a larger or bulk scale 
should govern the grub list on a longer trip. 

Here is a ration that I have used on short 
trips of a week or less in the hardest kind of 
mountain climbing and trail work with a pack- 
sack to carry through the woods on foot — 
heart-breaking work, all of it, if you please — 
and. yet this ration has stood the test of actual 
use- for years- and has proved its worth to my 
e'irftire satisfaction and to the satisfaction of 
other practical men time and again: Here it is 
—all packed in a ■)4-pouncl candy box — a full 
meal in each box and little or no cooking to 
do: One hardtack, two slices of bacon (cooked 
or raw, as you choose), two slices of dried 
beef, one tablespoonful of shelled nuts, one 
ditto seedless raisins, three dried prunes (raw) 
one square inch Swiss cheese, four pieces 
Swiss milk chocolate, four caramels, four mac- 
aroons, one tablespoonful of ground coffee, one 
' tablespoonful sugar. 

This ration contains, in its chemical value, 
everything needed by tlic body. It is a scjuarc 
meal that does not overloafl the stomach and 
make you slow or drowsy, and you work 
harder on it and longer than you can on the 
traditional "bacon and beans" that are sup- 
posed to form the mainstay of every camp out- 

• fit«V;ril;have more to say about this ration in 
d'^iflitiire issue. 

The bedding question resolves itself down 
to ' this: Warmth, easy transportation and 
ability to keep dry while used on the ground, 
Therefore, waterproof (juality without weight 
means that you take a piece of mualin (un- 
bleached sheeting) such as the women use to 
make bed sheets out ot. Have it as wide and 
twice as long as your bed ; sew a piece of hard- 
twisled cotton chalk line clear around- the edge 
of it inside a hetn to keep it from tearing; 
then take linseed oil and rub into it until the 
vpores of 'the -cloth are full. Don't paint it on 
•■-Avitli^ii'bJnish'y don't dip it. or soak it, -or any- 
thing • else; except to: rub . the oil ipto the. cloth 
bctwesih - 'the 'paltns ' of ; your *h^ndsi' until the 



cloth won't hold any more. Then stretch it 
up tightly in the shade and dry for ten days ; 
then put it in the sun and dry three days more, 
alternate sides up to the sun. Use ordinary 
boiled linseed oil and nothing else. This makes 
an absolutely wind-proof, water-proof sheet to 
lay on the ground to build your bed, on,:-.aind , 
gives enough length to pull up over' tlie -bVd 
after it is made and you can sleep safely and 
in coinfort through a gale of wind, a pouring 
rain or a snowstorm, and by pulling it up over 
your head you can dispense with a tent when 
you have to "go light." You can use it for 
a tent or a fly or make a two-man tepee out 
of it. The bedding should be two pieces, made 
as follows: Waterproof khaki, blanket size, 
lined with a soft all-wool blanket with carded 
wool -between the t;vvo just as an ordinary cot- , 
ton comfort is made'.' That's all there is to it 
and it is warm, dry, comfortable, healthy and 
lightweight. 

Clothing is a matter of personal taste, but 
it should be selected with an idea of not bind- 
ing the limbs, of keeping warm but not too 
warm, and — most important — keeping the 
wearer dry. A change of underclothing should 
never be absent, clean and ready to put on in 
case of a soaking rain, a fall in the river or 
killing travel that brings one into capip wet 
with perspiration. Dry underclofhiog then 
means good health and rest. 

Wool — light, soft, loose- woven — is the best 
for all except the outside clothes, wdiich must 
take the strain of contact with brush and dirt. 
For these Khaki is as good as the market 
affords. 

Shoes should be strong, of the best wearing 
leather obtainable. Woolen socks are better 
for hard tramping than cotton, but they should 
be soft and loose-woven, as everything else of 
wool should be, and they should be washed 
daily in clear water to keep them soft and 
clean, for without the softness and without 
having them clean they are worthless. 

Personal outfit can be curtailed or added to 
as the person sees fit; generally it can be cut 
down to good advantage rather tlian added to. 

For tramp trips the pack-sack of water- 
proof canvas, using two long 2-inch straps that 
run through loops and cross sawbuck fashion 
over the back of the pack are the best for 
actual use, and you can make the wdiole out- 
fit yourself. The whole outfit for packing 
should weigh not over 60 pounds and this will 
grill the ordinary man on, a ten-hour tramp. I 
have carried 95 pounds^up tlie mountain' trails. 



but I don't unless I have to, for that is work 
that is heart-breaking. 

Transportation has a lot to do with the 
whole outdoor question, for the man who 
travels in a canoe.or' boat can 'take : e^s^ 
comfortably fdurijtimes^^tHfe • weight" ';arid;/biiik 
that. the pack horse is limited to, and the pack- 
horse can take foiir times the load of the man 
who gocj afoot and carries his all in his pack- 
sack; so there can be no hard-and-fast rule 
for the assembling of an outfit except this: 
Don't take a pound of unnecessary weight nor 
add a useless article to the outfit, and when 
an article proves useless abandon it then and 
there. Then you will learn swiftly what not 
to do. ■ • • _ -

The one best bet, the one most valuable, 
thing for the wilderness traveler, te an inti-" 
mate knowledge of the wilderness itself— -its 
ways aiid its resources and how to make them 
useful as you find them. This means a prac- 
tical study of botany, especially, so that one 
may identify the plants along the way, and, 
having identified them, know whether they 
are good or not, whether eatable or otherwise, 
and the chemistry of them in actual vtse, which 
means to know what the effect .will ht if you 
eat them pr use them in any way. Couple, this 
with: a knowled'ge of camp usage and wopd- 
crafi and the outfit you carry means yery<,lit- 
tle, for you can make the wilderness siippo'rt 
you. 

A good outdoor man could bet that you 
could set him down in the wilderness as naked 
as he was born and without a single thing to 
work with except what the wilderness affords, 
and that he could come back. to civilization 
in ninety days, fat, happy, healthy aiid wel.l 
clqthed— and he'd win. -^El Comancho in Out- 
door..

THE ."WHITE" BEAR OF B. C. 

Some important information in regard to 
the so-called white bear- (Ursus kermodei) of 
Gribberislatid, British C^olumbi^, is given by 
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Bulletin of the American Museum of Natural 
History. Two specimens of this bear, in full 
winter coat, were obtained in October, 1908, 
and differ considerably, in color from the type 
specimen, which, like others mounted in the 
Provincial Museum ■ at' VictoHa, were taken in 
May., In place of being clear, creamy white, 
with no trace of brown or black, the new skins 
have the whole of the top of the head yellow- 
ish rufous, wh.ile in one the back is conspicu- 
ously variegated with bands of bright golden 
rufous. Ursus kermodei has hitherto been de- 
scribed as clear, creamy wdiite to the roots of 
the hairs;. but the new specimens differ not 
only in^ haying the color distinct frPth tharof 
tKfe bodiyf but'the basal p^ 
the body is strongly tinged with buff, ranging 
in tint from pale' to orange buff, and in some 
places to orange-rufous. "It is perhaps rea- 
sonable to suppose," observes Dr. Allen, "that 
the huffy suffusion .so conspicuous in October 
specimens may become somewhat faded later 
in the season, but the rich rufous tint of the 
head could hardly thus disappear; - So far as 
the pelage is concerned, these' skins might 
readily be looked upon as albinistic examples 
of a normally dark-colored bear. "The skiill, 
however, presents distinctive character of 
some importance, warranting the recognition, 
for the present at least, of Ursus kermodei as 
a strongly marked form, and possibly as a 
'good species'." The skull difference consists 
in the much greater arching of the hind por- 
tion of the profile i'J the Gribbel Island bear 
as compared with -the typical North, American 
black bear. But.'this difference need not by 
any nieapis be'-ofi'ispe'cific importance, and it is 
'much 'mbre reasonable, as Dr. Allen himself 
seterit^ '.tb hint, to regard the Gribbel Island 
bear, 'as a local albinistic race of the black 
species, under the name of Ursus arnericanus 
kermodei. ..- . _

cUaracters to be presently transformed into 
living and moving pictures. Cinematographs 
are nothing to us ! 

And now how to prepare for these por- 
traits — say that of the "Vicar of Wakefield." 
Well, as for me, I must begin by assuming the 
virtue which maybe I have not, and so sink 
into my part the words and music, the situa- 
tions of poldsmith's original and Liza Leh- 
mann's operatic adaptation, the scenes I my- 
self devised for the wofk, and the general 
effect left upon me after weeks of rehearsals. 

There is only one waJ' for me to make up 
for the Vicar. Not like. Irving — oh no! No 
one must copy even such giant as'^lie ; be your- 
self and you can't help being your part — if 
you are a true artist, as I hope you are, or may 
be; and if you ha\e that real desire to be a 
true artist you wil\take the Vicar's blessing 
with you. 

Then Alberich. By all the gods of Wal- 
halla was there ever so elemental a character 
conceived as that? Strength of make-up must 
correspond with his innate force, broad lines, 
deep ruts — not mere wrinkles. Hair as if 
tossed by all the winds that ever blew, and 
yet in his dwarflike frame a grandeur that re- 
sults in his mastering a make-up. Youth he 
should have, impudence, frankness, craft, 
charm, and through it all his villainy. But 
this part is all mental, and needs so little of 
material aid that one' does not wonder that 
Garrick played Hamlet in the court costume 
of his own time — 1776 — in order, no doubt, to 
show that human nature is in no need of any 
such adventitious aids as clothes. 

Alfio I frankly copied from an Italian I 
often saw while living in Italy, but strange to 
say, I have been taken to task by several of 
my operatic colleagues for not having a proper 
make-up in this rather thankless part! How- 
ever, that is the way I seemed to see Alfio, 
and if I was wrong I am !)ut an opera singer 
and have made many mistakes. 

But Falstaff — ah, that is an exhausting 
task indeed ! I played it many times in Fug- 
land with the original company when Maurel 
came to New York to sing it, and I never could 
imagine a more difficult make-up. There was 
not six square inches of myself visible— Kjnly 
the eyes and a little of the upper part of the 
cheeks. For with a great, built-up wig with 
fat in rolls at the back of the neck and under 
the chin and jowls, which showed pink through 
a scanty beard, and with bushy eyebrows and 
bulbous nose, I was indeed sunk in my part, 
Beerbohm Tree helped me make-up the first 
night. I thank him for it, but my nose came 
off in the heat of the occasion, and I trod on 
it, and took it from the heel of my boot amid 
the roars of the audience. 

Such are some of the joys and sorrows of

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A MUSICAL COMPOSER'S DESCRIP- 
TION OF THE WRECK OF THE S.,

Albert Mildcnberg, the composer-pianist, 
with his mother and sister, were among the 
passengers \yho \vere. wrecked . wit.lr.t,.the 
steamship Slavohia offVthe Azore Ts'lands ji 
few weeks ago. Mr. Mildcnberg, in a Ictte'r 
to the editor of Musical America, writes: 

"Safe on board Irene" (meaning the Damp- 
fer Prinzess Irene, of the Norddeutscher 
Lloyd line). "Our ship sank two hours ago in 
eighty fathoms. We struck head on with full 
speed on the Razorback shoal of the Isle of 
Flores, at three o'clock in the morning, 

"On account of the fog I had not retired, 
but was reading fully dressed. I never do;go 
to bed on shipboard in" a fog". We had 108 
women and children and twenty men on 
board. When the order was given to take in 
the boats we had just time enough to fit all 
the women and children with life belts. Char- 
acteristic American cool-headedness showed 
at every point, principally anion.g the women. 
Not a sound or a cry of any kind. No hys- 
terics — nothing hut cool, calm courage. We 
were balanced on a jagged rock which ripped 
open our bottom, with another jagged hole in 
our side. The prow, was bent sidewards 
against a cliff a half mile high. 

"We were eight miles away from any 
habitation, the nearest village being Lagerns, 
to which we had to proceed in small row 
boats. We were received most cordially and 
the women were taken in by the fisherwomcn. 
It was a beautiful sight to see tho.sc lonely 
people endeavoring to do their most. 

"I imagine that the first hearing of my 
opera will be submarine, since all of my or- 
chestral score— the copied parts, my original 
piano score — is at the bottom of the seav and 
Davy Jones and his- piscatorial ofchestra will 
regale tljemselves in the beauties of 'Michael 
Angelo.' I am sorry for this. It has taken me 
four years to write this work, and for the last 
nine months I have been waiting for a hearing 
at the Metropolitan Opera House, in which 
they deceived mc — Gatti-Casazza made ei.Q:ht 
different ai^pointmcnts with me to get Tos- 
canini to listen, and at last a.sked me to meet 
them both in Milan. It was for this engage- 
ment that I sailed last week'. I .dpn't-need 
them now, for I have not the strength n.pr- the 
courage, to rewrite the work. What's the use? 
Had it npt:been that I had my sister with me 
I might :just^.as well,,haye ,follp,w.ed: .mjj, score; 
to the bottom and listened to its Vendition be-- 
lew. 

"However, we arc all -safe and sound. This 
will change all my plans for the summer, and 
I will be back in New York in a few weeks.

In the subsequent portion of his journey, 
by which he completed the travcrse"of '^Sbuth 
Africa from Swakopmund in the Ave'St'to''Beira 
in the cast, Dr. Poch continued to avail hirn- 
sclf of every opportunity that offered of fol- 
lowing up the traces of Bushman culture. Bcr . , 
tween December 24, 1908, and March 30, 1909, 
he visited successively Matabele and Mashona 
Lands, going as far north as the Zambesi, 
where, in the neighborhood of the Victoria 
falls, he found stone tools of great antiquity. 

Of considerable interest are his observa- 
tions on the well-known ruins .-.of Zimbabwe 
in Mashonaland, where, outside the railway ■ 
tract, he covered 'soosmilesi^dn part by Avagon, 
in part on fobtf?;Tht- miles from Selukwe 
on the railway to Zimbabwe were covered by 
means of mule carts, and, a rainy period sud- 
denlv setting in. the passage through rushing, 
unbridged waters was occasionally not with- .,• 
out its difficulties. 1-iaving made preparatory 
studies, more especially in the museum of 
Buluwavo, Dr, Poch stayed at Zimbabwe from 
[anuary 18 to 21. He visited the.ellil)tjt^|miis 
in the valley and the fortifications bn.^-thie''.m 
repeatedly Avandering- throvJgh the. structural 
remains, and taking nttmerbus photographs. 
\s is well.Hnowni attempts have been made to 
prove - that- the^ifohriders of these buildings 
were the ancient Egyptians, the Phoenicians, 
or the Sabaeans. some having found in the 
ruins the actual Ophir of King Solomon. Like 
other visitors. Dr. Poch sees a close connection 
between the gold-mining operations and_ a 
part of the great buildings. It seems ^toihimy 
however, that an initial mistake was -made-^h 
ascribing these ruins offhand to foreign build- 
ers. In point of fact, there is nothing' l)omt- 
ing positively to any of the above-mentioned 
foreign peoples. The ruins are therefore pos- 
sibly the remains of native buildings, as was 
held to be the case by Mr. Randall Madver. 
His observation of them has left the same 
impression on Dr. Poch's mind. Even miihe,.- 
central Kalahari he found stone buildings. Im- 
mediatclv to the cast of Lotlp/cant, e.g., he 
saw on a hill a stone wall about 3. feet high, 
about which' the Bakalahari now d\yelling 
there know nothing. On the heights round 
Khama's town^ Seroc.he^'likewise found stone.;; 
walls of an earlier age: On the other hand,^he ;: 
found, in Rhodesia, stone fortifications of a : 
more recent period, the work of the Mashonas;. 
and dating from their battles with the Mata- 
bele. The most extensive of them are situat- 
ed by T^Iontc Casino, a mission station to -the 
Ciltercians. Here the fortifications surround, 
a mountain, and a part of the walls is nearly 
of a man's height. Here, too, are found circil-.:: 
lar forms. These modern buildings haye.Jlf;; 
general so many features in common" 
Those great ancient ruins, that in itself . tliere ' 
would be nothing to wonder, at should th« 
Iniildings in Zimbabwe be found to have been 
also the work of the Negro tribes. "Mashona 
torribs arc likewise found in the neighborhood 
of Monte Casino, in the form of cones i v-2 
foot high, with stone periphery. They recall 
the sep\ilchral structures seen by Theodore 
Bent in northern Abyssinia, but are smaller, 
and want the sugarloaf-shapcd headpiece 
copied by Bent, The" much discussed cones in 
the elliptic ruins of Zimbabwe may very well, 
however, have been developed from . similar, 
structures, though nothing can yet be said as 
to, thejr meaning. Altogether, we are not yet 
sb'far' a'dviiriced as -to be able in any meashre 
to reconstruct. the history of the ruins ;,:ind;, 
their builders. To this end it is, in Dr. Pocll'sl.- 
opinion, a first necessity to institute an e:'.act 
study of the ancient gold-mines and of other 
ancient mines in Rhodesia and in the Northern 
Transvaal. 

.'\n original rei)ort on the general ethnogra- 
phic results of the journey has been received 
at Vienna for publication.

Slandered Birds 

.•\bout this time each year the farm- 
er el-ects strange and unllfeiiko fig- 
ures wiiicli do not scare the crows 
in the least. Ho mutters dire threats 
wluui lu- hears the cawing in the 
pines, and vows that "there are more 
of them pesky thin.gs every ' year, 
seems lilvo!" 

The crow is not nearly so black as 
he Is painted. Although they eat 
some corn, invcstlgaition' by the De- 
partment of Agrlptilture has demon- 
strated that they I pay for the grain 
to which they help" themselves a 
hundred times over, In the destruc- 
illun of harmful insects. The crow 
cats many of tho large beetles that 
are too much of ji mouthful, protect- 
ed as tiiey iire by a hard armor, for 
tile smaller birds. Blackbirds, mead- 
ow larks, cedar birds, thriislies, cat 
birds, and even sparrows, do far more 
good than harm, A sort of wolf in 
sheep's clothing is the mocking bird, 
wlilch does considerable damage to 
fruit. 

Most farmers -wiio keep boes take a 
shot, wlienever they can get it, ;it 
;iny kiti.g bird that eonies about tlie 
hues, having the impression that it 
devours untold numbers of the little 
honey makers. As a matter of fact, 
examination of hundreds of stomachs 
of king birds has shown that they do 
not eat tho worker bees, but are en- 
gaged in. the commendable slaughter 
of robber files' and drones, which 
themselves destroy moro boes In, a 
day tlian the liing bird does In a year. 

Of all flying things, however, tho 
hawks and owls are the most rovllcd, 
and several States and many countries 
pay bounties for their destruction. 
i'enns.\-l'v;inla alone. In two vears, 
paid out .$100,000 In hawk and owl 
bounties. Yet examination of tho 
stomachs of mtiny liawl<s and invls of 
all kinds has iiroven conclusively that 
ll.'i iier cent, of tlieir food consists of 
field mice, wliiei) do enormous dam- 
age, giiisshoiiiters, crickets, etc. Only 
fi\ of the niiiiiy kinds of hawks and 
owls ever t.mcli poultr.v.

mixture of blood with Negroes and Hotten- 
tots having evidently occurred. 4. Only the 
Bushmen in the .south, about the neighbor- 
hood of the Orange river, would seem to have 
preserved their racial purity. The Bushman 
race, .Dr. Kock concludes, has evidently been 
scattered over immense areas of South Africa, 
and must be accounted of a high antiquity. 
The extant remains indicate cHft'erences of cul- 
ture and art, in tools, engrayin^gs,, ai}]^;;;Bai;it- 
ings, demanding a long period for theif 'devel- 
opment. It would be a matter for wpnd.ervif, 
in so long a period and over so wide a do'm'aiiri, 
variations in physico-anthropological qualities 
did not also crop up. 

On concluding his studies in these regions. 
Dr. Poch congratulates himself on having been 
able, despite the enormous difficulties of 
transport, aggravated by drought and dust, to 
utilize, in the service of science, all the most 
modern appliances. [-Ic had with him a phon- 
ograph from the Imperial Academy of Sci- 
ences in Vienna, a large cinematograph, and 
several photographic apparatuses. Among the 
cinematbgraphic representations are those of 
dances imitating of the movements of animals, 
the mode of stealing up to game, shooting poi- 
soned arrows, making fires, drawing cords in 
trapping animals, etc. Phonograph records 
of language and songs were also Secured, 
while the photographs of types portray over 
three hundred individuals. 

From his start on December t6, 1907, at 
Swakopmund, in German South-West .'Vfrica, 
.to the conclusion of his journey at Beira on 
. Eebiiuary 4,, 1909, Dr. Poch travelled, in round 
liuriiber,'^, rfioo miles by ox or mule waggon, 
■on horseback, on camels, and on foot. Sup- 
plementary to these travels, studies were 
made in the archives of Lourenco Marques, in 
the Transvaal Museum at Pretoria, and at the 
University o'f Johannesburg. — Geographical 
Journal. 



THE EVIL OTT CIVIL, WAR 
By Henry John Temple (Lord Palmerston) 
.Then come we to the last remedy — civil 



war. Some gentlemen say that, sooner or 
later, we must fight for it, and the sword must 
decide. They tell ns that, if blood were but 
shed in Ireland, Catholic emancipation might 
be avoided. Sir when honorable members 
shall be a little deeper read in the history of 
Ireland, they wiii find that in Ireland blood 
has been shed — that in Ireland leaders have 
been seized, trials have been had, and punish- 
ments have been inflicted. They will find, 
indeed, almost every page of the history of 
Ireland darkened by bloodshed, by seizures, 
by trials, and by punishments. But what has 
been the effect of these measures? They 
have, indeed, been successful in quelling the 
disturbances of the.-.momen'tj but they never 
have gone to tlieir pause, arid h.ave only fixed 
deeper the poisoned :barb that rankles in the 
heart of Ireland. Can one believe one's ears, 
when oiie hears respectable men talk so lightly 
— nay, almost so wishfully — of civil war? Do 
they reflect what a countless multitude of ills 
those three short syllables contain? Ti is 
well, indeed, for the gentlemen of England, 
who live secure imder the protecting shadow 
of the law, whose slumbers have r.cvcv been 
broken by the clashing of angry swords, whose 
harvests - liave never bee>r v;trodden> down by 
the conflict of hostile feet— it ig' well for. theni 
to talk of civil war, as if it were ,sohie holiday 
pastime, or some sport of children : 
"They jest at scars who'iljieyer felt a wound." 
But, that gentlemen fromMinfbrtunate and ill- 
starred Ireland, wdio have seen with their own 
eyes, and heard with their own cars, the mis- 
eries which civil wars produces — who have 
known, by their own experience, the barbar- 
ism, ay, the barbarity, wdiich it engenders — 
that such persons should look upon civil Avar 
as anything short of the last and greatest of 
national calamities, — it -is to me a matter of 
the deepest, and most unmixed astonishment. 
I Avill grant, if you will.', that the sue--- 
such a war Avith Irelimd Avould be as signal 
and complete as would be its injustice. I 
Avill grant, if 5'-ou Avill, that resistance Avould 
soon be extinguished with the liA>es of those 
Avho resisted; I will grant, if you will, that the 
crimsoned banner of England Avould soon wave 
in undisputed supremacy, oyer the smoking,. 



ashes of their towns, and the blood-staine'(i 
soHtude of their fields. But I \vilh,tell yoti 
th^t' Eijgland herself . never would' permit the 
achievement of such a conquest ; England 
wptild reject, Avith disgust, laurels that Avere 
dyed in' fraternal blood; England would recoil, 
with loathing and abhorrence from the bare 
contemplation of sp devilish a triumph!
